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HISTORICAL. 


In  1838  Franklin  Steele  erected  his  claim  shanty  on  the  eastern 
shore  of  the  Mississippi  river  opposite  the  falls  of  St.  Anthony. 
Seven  years  later,  or  in  1845,  the  first  permanent  house  was  erected 
in  St.  Anthony  by  Pierre  Bottineau.  The  same  year  the  city  of  St. 
Anthony  was  incorporated,  and  Hon.  H.  T.  Wells  (still  living)  elected 
the  first  mayor. 

In  1849  the  west  shore  of  the  Mississippi  at  the  falls  was  a  military 
reservation,  and  hence  settlement  was  not  permitted.  But  at  the 
session  of  congress  of  that  year  two  ex-soldiers  of  the  Mexican  war 
— Hon.  Robert  Smith,  of  Illinois,  and  Col.  John  H.  Stevens — were,  by 
special  act,  allowed  to  make  settlement  on  the  reserve,  and  the 
former  located  his  claim  so  as  to  take  in  the  falls,  while  the  latter 
built  his  house  on  the  hillside  where  the  union  station  now  stands, 
and  near  the  spot  where  the  western  end  of  the  suspension  bridge 
was  to  terminate  four  or  five  years  afterwards,  and  where  the  steel 
arch  bridge  is  now  located. 

In  1854  the  act  was  passed  and  became  a  law,  throwing  open  to 
settlement  the  reservation  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  the 
"squatters"  were  allowed  to  purchase  the  lands  upon  which  they 
had  settled  at  the  uniform  government  price  of  $1.25  per  acre.  At 
the  election  that  year  seventy-five  votes  were  cast,  and  the  popula- 
tion was  estimated  at  two  hundred.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  the 
town  was  christened,  the  name  "Minneapolis"  having  been  sug- 
gested by  Mr.  Charles  Hoag,  a  gentleman  who  lived  to  a  ripe  old 
age  in  the  vicinity  of  this  city,  dying  in  March,  1888. 

In  1854  the  city  of  Minneapolis  (west  division)  was  platted,  and 
before  the  close  of  that  year  boasted  of  a  permanent  population  of 
1,000  people.  In  1857  the  population  had  increased  to  about  2,000,  and 
there  was  a  tremendous  rivalry  between  the  two  hamlets  (St. 
Anthony  and  Minneapolis).  In  1858  Minneapolis  was  vested  with  its 
first  town  or  village  government,  but  did  not  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  a  full-grown  municipality  until  1867. 

Minneapolis  and  St.  Anthony  were  rivals  for  commercial  and 
manufacturing  supremacy  for  more  than  twenty  years,  but  finally, 
in  1873,  joined  their  fortunes  under  one  name  and  one  municipal 
government,  and  have  since  been  known  to  the  world  as  the  pro- 
gressive city  of  Minneapolis.  Its  present  area  is  53  square  miles,  or 
33,920  acres.

ELECTION  OF  ALDERMEN. 


AN  ACT,  to  amend  Section  One,  Chapter  Two  of  the  Charter  of  the 
City  of  Minneapolis,  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  and  approved  April  3rd,  A.  D.  1889. 

Section  1.  The  elective  officers  of  the  City  of  Minneapolis  shall 
be  a  mayor,  a  treasurer,  a  comptroller,  members  of  the  City  Council 
and  the  members  of  such  other  boards  as  this  charter  shall  create 
and  declare  to  be  elective  officers  of  the  city. 

The  City  Council  shall  consist  of  three  (3)  aldermen  from  each 
ward  in  the  city  until  the  first  (1st)  Monday  in  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety  one  (1891),  and  thereafter  shall  consist  of 
two  (2)  aldermen  from  each  ward,  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  in  their  respective  wards. 

The  aldermen  shall  each  hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  (4)  years 
from  and  after  the  first  (1st)  Monday  in  January  next  following  his 
election,  provided  that  the  aldermen  who  were  elected  at  the 
general  election  held  in  November,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  (1888)  and  qualified  under  such  election,  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  they  were 
elected. 

At  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety  (1890),  and  at  each  general  election  held 
every  two  years  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  one  (1)  alderman 
from  each  ward,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  four  (4)  years  from  the  first 
(1st)  Monday  in  January,  next  following  his  election.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

GENTLEMEN: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you,  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  16,  chapter  3,  of  the  city  charter,  the 
following-  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  city,  exhibiting-  in 
detail,  the  valuation  and  bonded  indebtedness  ;  the  tax  levy  and  ap- 
propriations for  1893;  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of 
the  several  funds  during  the  year ;  the  trial  balances  this  date,  and 
the  tax  levy  and  appropriations  for  1894. 

ASSESSED  VALUATION  AND  BONDED  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  the  city  for  purposes  of  taxation  is 
$140,624,428,  being  an  increase  of  $2,338,058  over  the  valuation  of  1892. 

The  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  is  $7,515,000,  having  been  de- 
creased April  1st  by  the  payment  of  $22,000  in  five  per  cent,  bonds 
issued  in  1881  for  school  purposes,  and  increased  July  1st  by  the  is- 
suance of  $75,000  in  four  per  cent,  bonds  for  the  purchase  of  the  city 
hospital,  a  net  increase  of  $53,000. 

The  increase  in  the  Sinking  Fund  during  the  year  aggregates 
$214,961.29,  comprising  $187,759.47  from  the  one  mill  tax  levy  and 
interest  on  the  deferred  payments  of  special  assessments,  and 
$27,201.82  from  interest  on  bonds  and  temporary  loans.  This  fund 
now  contains  $877,427.49,  of  which  sum  $685,000  is  invested  in  city  of 
Minneapolis  bonds,  #125,000  is  loaned  to  the  Board  of  Education  on 
a  note  maturing  June  30,  1894,  and  $67,427.49  is  held  in  cash  for  the 
payment  of  $70,000  in  eight  per  cent,  bonds  which  mature  February 
2, 1894. 

The  net  indebtedness  of  the  city,  i.  e.,  the  outstanding  bonds  less 
the  amount  of  the  Sinking  Fund  is  $6,637,572.51,  or  4.697  per  cent,  of 
the  assessed  valuation,  being  a  decrease  of  $139,836.29  during  the 
past  year. 

RECEIPTS  AND  DISBURSEMENTS. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  effect  of  the  financial 
stringency  which  has  prevailed  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year 
is  but  slightly  noticeable  in  the  receipts  from  tax  collections.  The 
general  tax  levy  of  1892,  payable  in  1893,  for  all  city  purposes,  was 
$2,320,509.93  and  the  installments  of  special  assessments  for  local 
improvements  due  at  the  same  time  aggregated  $752,512.37.  Of  these 
amounts  $18,783.73  was  abated  or  annulled  by  proper  authority, 
leaving-  the  total  levy  $3,054,238.57. 

The  total  amount  of  this  levy  reported  to  this  office  by  the  County 
Treasurer,  as  collected,  is  $2,460,434.54,  leaving  $593,804.03  or  19.44  per 
cent.  unpaid,while  of  the  amount  so  collected  and  reported,  $122,525.63 
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is  still  retained  by  the  county,  being  in  funds  on  deposit  with  cer- 
tain banks  which  have  suspended  payment.  As  an  offset  to  the 
delinquency  in  the  current  tax  collections,  above  noted,  $343,043.89 
was  collected  during-  the  year  on  account  of  the  delinquent  taxes  of 
prior  years  and  $88,956.86  for  penalties  and  interest  accruing  on  such 
delinquent  taxes. 

The  receipts  from  licenses,  fees,  water  rentals  and  miscellaneous 
sources  show  a  small  increase  over  1892,  appearing  in  detail  in  the 
accompanying  tables. 

The  cash  balances  to  the  credit  of  the  various  funds  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year  aggregate  $617,103.49,  the  following  abstract  of  the 
annexed  tables  showing  the  total  debits  and  credits  to  each  fund 
and  the  respective  credit  balances,  all  items  of  taxes  refunded  and 
transfers  from  one  fund  to  another  being  omitted.

Of  the  appropriation  of  $1,021,597,  made  by  your  honorable  body 
October  1,  1892,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  several  departments 
where  the  expeditures  are  charged  to  the  General  Fund,  $966,197.42 
was  expended  during  the  year,  leaving  unexpended  $55,399.58.  Nearty 
all  of  the  departments  have  contributed  to  this  surplus,  the  princi- 
pal items  being,  $16,487.45  from  the  police  department,  $14,781.84  from 
the  health  department  and  $12,507.93  from  the  street  lighting  fund. 

The  expenditures  for  permanent  improvements,  including  the 
city's  portion  of  sewers,  pavements,  and  curb  and  gutter  con- 
structed in  1893,  aggregate  $316,766.28,  whereas  only  $243,095  was  set 
apart  for  such  improvements.  Most  of  this  excess  appears  in  the 
amount  expended  in  the  construction  of  the  approaches  to  the  via- 
ducts over  the  Great  Northern  Railway  tracks  at  Main,  Second  and 
other  streets  Northeast.  The  item  of  $25,000  appropriated  for  this 
work  was  exhausted  in  July,  at  which  time  the  streets  were  in  such 
a  condition  as  to  seriously  inconvenience  travel  in  that  locality  ? 
while  a  cessation  of  the  work  would  have  thrown  a  large  number 
of  men  out  of  employment.  For  this  reason  the  desirability  of  con- 
tinuing the  work  was  so  apparant  that  funds  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated were  drawn  upon  and  the  work  continued  until  the  close 
of  the  season. 
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TAX  LEVY  AND  APPROPRIATIONS,  1893  FOR  1894. 

The  rate  of  taxation  on  each  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation  for 
1893,  including-  the  average  levy  for  ward  purposes,  is  21  and  24-100 
mills,  a  reduction  of  1  and  44-100  of  one  mill  from  the  rate  in  1892. 

The  appropriation  for  maintaining-  the  several  departments  dur- 
ing 1894,  including  the  expenses  of  election,  is  $988,889.20  or  $32,707.80 
less  than  that  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  yet,  with  strict 
economy  on  the  part  of  the  heads  of  the  departments,  the  appro- 
priation for  each  will  be  sufficient  for  its  needs.

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the  city,  December  31,  1893,  is  $7,515,000, 
upon  which  the  average  rate  of  interest  is  4.155  per  cent. 

The  city  is  restricted  in  all  legislative  acts  authorizing  the  issue 
and  sale  of  bonds,  and  is  required  to  keep  within  the  following-  limit: 

"From  the  total  issue  of  all  city  bonds  shall  be  deducted  the  total 
amount  of  funds  and  securities  in  the  sinking  fund,  and  this  balance 
shall  not  exceed  five  (5)  per  centum  of  the  aggregate  value  of  the 
taxable  property  of  the  city  as  assessed  and  determined  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taxation."

SINKING  FUND. 

The  creation  and  maintenance  of  a  sinking  fund  to  provide  for  the 
certain  payment  of  the  bonds  and  debts  of  the  city  is  made  obliga- 
tory by  the  following  provisions  of  the  city  charter;  and  the  control, 
investment  and  disbursement  of  such  fund  is  intrusted  to  a  Board 
of  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  by  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance 
of  the  City  Council  appointing  said  board  and  denning  its  duties, 
approved  June  3,  1875. 
Extract  from  Chapter  V,  Minneapolis  City  Charter: 
Section  13.  The  city  council  shall  also  at  the  same  time,  i.  e.,  the 
time  of  making  the  annual  tax  levy,levy  upon  all  the  taxable  property 
in  said  city,  such  taxes  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  to  be- 
come due  during  such  next  fiscal  year  upon  all  the  bonds  or  debt  of 
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said  city,  and  an  additional  tax  of  one  mill  on  a  dollar  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  all  such  taxable  property,  to  provide  for  the  principal 
of  said  bonds  or  debt,  when  the  same  shall  have  become  due,  and 
the  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  not  be  applied 
to  any  other  purpose  than  herein  named;  but  this  restriction  shall 
not  prohibit  the  investment  of  this  sinking  fund  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for. 

SEC.  14.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  certain  payment  of  the  bonds 
and  debts  of  the  city,  the  city  council  is  authorized  to  maintain  the 
sinking"  fund  already  established,  and  to  provide  by  ordinance  for 
the  care,  investment  and  security  thereof,  and  from  time  to  time  to 
amend  such  ordinances  in  such  manner  as  may  be  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient, but  shall  have  no  authority  to  abolish  such  sinking-  fund 
until  all  the  debts  of  the  city  are  fully  paid,  nor  shall  it  divert  said 
fund  or  any  revenue  or  increase  thereof  to  any  other  purpose. 

The  substantial  maintenance  of  the  provisions  of  this  and  the 
preceding  section,  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of 
the  bonds  or  debt  of  said  city,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  part  of  the 
contract  with  the  holder  of  any  bonds  of  the  city  that  may  hereafter 
be  issued,  and  shall  be  kept  inviolate. 

Extract  from  ordinance  of  the  City  Council. 

Section  1.  That  the  mayor,  comptroller  and  treasurer  of  the  City 
of  Minneapolis,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be  and  hereby  are  ap- 
pointed a  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  charge  of,  controlling  and  directing  the  investment  and  dis- 
bursement of  the  sinking  funds  appropriated  or  hereafter  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  debt  of  said  city  or 
either  of  the  divisions  thereof.

By  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  there  is 
created  in  and  for  the  County  of  Hennepin  a  Board  of  Tax  Levy 
which  is  composed  of  the  following-  officers,  who  are  ex-offlcio 
members  of  said  Board,  to-wit : 

Chairman  of  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

County  Auditor. 

President  of  Board  of  Education  of  City  of  Minneapolis. 

President  of  Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 

Chairman  of  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  City  Council. 

Comptroller  of  City  of  Minneapolis. 

Mayor  of  City  of  Minneapolis. 

Which  several  officers  shall  be  ex-ofRcio  the  members  of  the  said 
Board  of  Tax  Levy. 

Said  Board  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  County  Auditor  on  the 
second  Monday  in  September,  in  each  year. 

Said  Board  shall  fix  the  maximum  rate  of  taxation  for  the  various 
county  and  city  purposes,  and  the  City  Council,  together  with  the 
various  boards,  may  afterwards  fix  the  rate  in  any  sum  that  shall 
not  exceed  the  maximum  as  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Tax  Levy. 

The  Board  of  Tax  Levy,  as  above  constituted,  met  at  the  office  of 
the  County  Auditor  of  Hennepin  County,  September  11,  1893,  and 
adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  September  28,  1893,  at  which  time 
the  maximum  rate  of  taxation  on  each  dollar  of  the  taxable  property 
of  the  City  of  Minneapolis  for  all  city  purposes  was  fixed  and  deter- 
mined by  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  duly 
certified  to  the  City  Council  and  respective  Boards  by  the  County 
Auditor.

REPORT  OF  THE  CITY  ATTORNEY 

For  the  Year  1893. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Minneapolis. 

GENTLEMEN: — I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  of 
the  business  done  by  the  Legal  Department  of  the  city  during  the 
year  1893.  Attached  to  the  report,  I  submit  schedules  showing  in 
detail  the  civil  cases  either  pending  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  or 
brought  during  the  year  and  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  in  each 
case  during  the  year.  A  summary  of  these  schedules  shows  that 
there  were  pending  against  the  city  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
twenty-four  (24)  civil  cases.  Of  these  twelve  (12)  have  been  finally 
disposed  of  and  twelve  (12)  are  still  pending,  although  in  most  of 
these  trials  have  been  had  or  steps  taken  during  the  year  towards 
their  final  disposition. 

Forty-six  (46)  new  cases  have  been  brought  during  the  year. 
Twenty-two  (22)  of  these  cases  have  been  finally  determined  and 
twenty-four  (24)  are  still  pending.  This  makes  a  total  of  seventy  (70) 
civil  cases  that  have  received  attention  during  the  year,  thirty-four 
(34)  having  been  finally  disposed  of  and  thirty-six  (36)  are  still  unde- 
termined. Of  the  thirty-four  (34)  cases  finally  disposed  of  eighteen 
(18)  were  tried,  eight  (8)  dismissed  and  eight  (8)  settled.  Of  the 
eighteen  (18)  cases  tried,  in  fifteen  (15)  decisions  were  rendered 
favorable  to  the  city,  and  three  (3)  adverse.  The  eight  (8)  cases  dis- 
missed had  been  prepared  for  trial  prior  to  their  being  dismissed  by 
the  plaintiffs.  In  six  (6)  of  the  eight  (8)  cases  settled,  the  city  was 
defendant,  and  they  were  settled  by  payments  made  by  the  city.  In 
the  other  two  (2),  the  city  was  plaintiff,  and  they  were  settled  by 
payment  of  the  amount  claimed  to  the  city. 

PERSONAL  INJURY  CASES. 

Twenty  (20)  personal  injury  cases  have  been  either  tried  or  finally 
disposed  of  by  settlement  or  dismissal  during  the  year.  In  thirteen 
(13)  of  these  cases,  judgments  were  rendered  against  the  plaintiff 
and  in  favor  of  the  city,  either  upon  verdicts  in  favor  of  the  city  or 
orders  dismissing  the  action.  In  one  (1)  case  a  verdict  was  rendered 
against  the  city  for  $500.00,  and  six  (6)  cases  were  settled  for  sums  ag- 
gregating $1,160.00,  making  the  total  payment  on  account  of  these 
suits  $1,625.00.  The  actions  were  brought  to  recover  sums  aggregat- 
ing $102,615.00. 

In  addition  to  these  twenty  (20)  cases,  four  (4)  other  damage  suits 
have  been  finally  disposed  of  without  expense  to  the  city. 
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SUPREME  COURT  CASES. 

Appeals  have  been  taken  from  the  Municipal  Court  to  the  Supreme 
Court  in  two  state  cases.  In  one,  the  decision  of  the  lower  court  was 
affirmed;  in  the  other  it  was  reversed.  In  this  latter  case,  State  vs 
S.  D.  Ryantis,  the  defendant  was  convicted  in  the  lower  court  for 
violating-  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  "Relating-  to  unlawful 
practices  in  the  street"  on  the  grounds  that  he  had  obstructed  the 
street  with  a  push  cart.  The  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  did  not  apply  to  an  obstruction  of  this  character. 
The  decision,  however,  is  of  little  importance  so  far  as  the  city  is 
concerned,  for,  on  the  first  day  of  September,  1893,  and  before  this 
case  was  argued  in  the  Supreme  Court,  the  city  upon  our  recom- 
mendation, passed  an  ordinance  specifically  prohibiting  these  push 
cart  peddlers  from  remaining  upon  certain  streets  at  one  particular 
place  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  minutes.  This  ordinance  we 
recommended  for  passage  because  of  our  doubt  as  to  the  applica- 
bility.of  the  existing  ordinance  to  this  class  of  offenses. 

UNITED  STATES  CIRCUIT  COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

In  one  of  the  cases  finally  disposed  of  during  the  year,  Reum  vs. 
The  City  of  Minneapolis,  the  decision  of  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  was  affirmed  in  the  Appellate  Court.  The  only  point  involved 
in  the  appeal  was  the  question  of  the  citizenship  of  the  plaintiff,  he 
having  come  to  this  country  at  the  age  of  four  years,  had  taken  out 
his  first  papers  and  had  resided  here  continuously  ever  since,  a  period 
of  over  thirty  years.  The  Appellate  Court  held  that  second  papers 
must  be  taken  out  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  federal  statute  to 
make  a  person  born  in  a  foreign  country  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  the  State  of  Minnesota,  even  though  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Minnesota  conferred  upon  such  person  all  the  rights  of  a  citizen, 
without  requiring  compliance  with  the  federal  statute  as  to  second 
papers. 

In  the  case  of  Lundin  vs.  The  City  of  Minneapolis,  a  verdict  had 
been  obtained  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  and  against  the  City  of  Minneapolis  for  the  sum  of  $12,000.00, 
and  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  had  been  denied.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  year  the  case  was  pending  on  an  appeal  taken  from  such  order 
to  the  Appellate  Court.  During  this  year  the  appeal  was  perfected, 
the  briefs  prepared  and  the  case  argued.  The  Appellate  Court  over- 
ruled the  order  denying  a  new  trial  on  the  ground  that  the  trial 
judge  should  have  directed  a  verdict  for  the  defendant.  The 
decision  is  important,  not  only  because  it  relieves  the  city  from  this 
large  verdict,  but  because  it  establishes  a  rule  of  liability  in  the 
federal  courts  in  this  circuit  of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  city 
in  future  litigation. 

OTHER  CASES  DETERMINED  IN  THE  DISTRICT  COURT. 

The  case  of  the  Minneapolis  Trust  Company  against  the  city  was 
brought  to  recover  $28,000.00,  as  the  value  of  water  used  by  the  city 
at  the  East  Side  pumping  station  in  excess  of  the  amount  the  city 
was  entitled  to  use.  The  city  had  admitted  liability  to  the  extent  of 
$2,000.00.   The  referee  found  the  value  of  the  water  used  by  the  city 
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in  excess  of  the  amount  it  was  entitled  to  use  as  $2,900.00,  very  nearly 
the  amount  admitted  by  the  city.  Judgment  was  entered  on  this 
finding-  and  the  judgment  paid. 

In  the  case  of  Brault  vs.  The  City,  a  judgment  was  rendered 
against  the  city  for  $50.00. 

The  other  actions  not  included  in  the  above  summary  have  been 
disposed  of  by  judgments  or  orders  in  favor  of  the  city. 

QUARANTINE  HOSPITAL. 

The  two  cases  of  the  State  against  Boyer  were  of  great  importance 
to  the  city  as  involving  the  right  of  the  city  to  maintain  its  present 
quarantine  hospital  within  the  limits  of  the  Village  of  St.  Louis 
Park,  and  also  the  right  of  the  city  to  bury  paupers  at  that  place 
without  permits.  These  cases  were  both  determined  before  a  justice 
of  the  peace  adversely  to  the  city's  right.  Appeals  were  taken  to  the 
District  Court,  and  a  decision  was  rendered  holding  that  the  city 
had  a  right  to  maintain  its  quarantine  hospital,  but  also  holding 
that  the  city  could  not  bury  the  dead  in  the  grounds  without  a  per- 
mit from  the  health  officer  of  the  village.  As  the  granting  of  the 
permit  is  merely  a  formal  matter,  this  decision  will  not  embarass 
our  health  department. 

SPECIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  injunctions  and  mandamus  proceed- 
ings have  been  brought  to  restrain  or  compel  certain  acts  of  city 
officers.  In  all  of  these  cases,  excepting  one,  the  court  has  sustained 
the  action  of  the  city  council  and  the  other  city  officers.  In  that 
one,  an  injunction  was  granted  against  the  execution  of  the  gasoline 
contract  awarded  to  A.  J.  Boardman.  One  injunction  case  has  been 
begun  by  this  department  on  the  complaint  of  President  Kiichli  to 
test  the  validity  of  the  present  electric  lighting  contract.  A  man- 
damus proceeding  has  been  instituted  to  compel  the  Minneapolis 
Street  Railway  Company  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  so- 
called  Harvey  ordinance.  At  the  request  of  the  committee  of  the 
council  to  which  the  Harvey  ordinance  was  referred  prior  to  its 
passage,  I  gave  an  opinion  to  the  committee  that,  in  the  two  days 
allowed  me  for  investigation,  I  had  been  unable  to  find  grounds 
upon  which  to  render  an  opinion  favorable  to  the  validity  of  the 
ordinance,  at  the  same  time  stating  to  the  committee  that  further 
investigation  might  lead  to  a  different  conclusion.  Since  the 
direction  of  the  city  council  to  begin  appropriate  proceedings  for 
the  enforcement  of  the  ordinance,  I  have,  in  connection  with  Messrs. 
Brooks  and  Morgan,  given  the  matter  very  careful  consideration, 
and  we  have  found  certain  provisions  of  the  charter  and  acts  of  the 
city  council  to  which  my  attention  was  not  directed  at  the  time  of 
rendering  my  opinion  that  very  materially  support  the  validity  of 
the  Harvey  ordinance,  and  I  am  hopeful  that  we  shall  obtain  a 
favorable  decision  for  the  city  in  the  case  now  pending. 

STREET  OPENINGS. 

Fourteen  (14)  appeals  in  street  opening  cases  have  been  attended 
to  by  the  department.    In  these  cases  new  commissioners  were  ap- 
pointed by  the  District  Court,  and  evidences  submitted  and  the 
cases  tried  before  such  commissioners. 
7  C 
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MUNICIPAL  COURT  CASES. 

The  criminal  work  of  the  department  includes  the  prosecution  of 
all  misdemeanors  committed  within  the  city  as  well  as  violation  of 
ordinances.  Trials  have  been  had  in  three  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
(357)  cases  of  this  character.  In  one  hundred  and  three  (103)  of  them 
the  case  was  either  dismissed  or  the  defendant  found  not  guilty, 
and  in  two  hundred  and  fifty-four  (254)  cases,  convictions  were 
obtained. 

GENERAL  BUSINESS. 

One  hundred  and  fourteen  (114)  contracts  and  bonds  have  been 
drawn  in  the  office  during-  the  year. 

Sixty-four  (64)  abstracts  of  title  to  property  taken  by  the  city  in 
condemnation  proceedings  or  included  in  plats  accepted  by  the  city 
have  been  examined  and  written  certificates  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  title  furnished  to  the  comptroller  and  the  council. 

The  printed  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  council  show  a 
large  number  of  written  opinions  and  communications  submitted 
by  this  department  to  the  city  council.  In  addition,  many  oral 
opinions  have  been  given  to  the  council,  its  committees  and  other 
city  officers. 

In  order  to  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  accidents  to  travelers  upon 
the  streets  of  the  city,  care  has  been  taken  by  this  department  to 
keep  the  streets  and  sidewalks  in  as  good  condition  as  possible,  and 
for  this  purpose  the  sidewalk  inspector  has  given  twenty-one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three  (2,163)  notices  to  repair  defects. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  WORK. 

In  the  main  I  have  adopted  the  division  of  work  in  the  office  as 
established  by  my  predecessor.  I  have  been  very  fortunate  during 
the  year  in  having  the  co-operation  of  assistants  who  were  familiar 
with  their  respective  departments. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Dunn,  first  assistant,  has,  during  the  year,  had  special 
charge  of  the  condemnation  cases  and  has  given  them  careful  at- 
tention. While  these  cases,  on  account  of  being  tried  before  Com- 
missioners can  be  conducted  somewhat  informally,  still  the  amounts 
involved  are  often  large,  and  unless  the  cases  are  very  carefully 
watched,  the  results  obtained  are  very  unjust.  In  addition  to  the 
condemnation  cases,  he  has  assisted  with  ability  in  other  portions 
of  the  work  of  the  department. 

Mr.  Wm.  H.  Morse,  as  in  past  years,  has  had  especial  charge  of  the 
office  work  of  the  department,  and  his  services  during  this  year,  as 
in  past  years,  have  been  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  city. 

Mr.  M.  D.  Purdy,  has  had  charge  during  the  year  of  the  Municipal 
Court  work,  and  has  attended  to  it  in  such  a  manner  as  to  merit  and 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Department  of  the  City  and 
others  interested  in  the  prosecution  of  the  various  cases  of  which  he 
has  had  charge. 

Mr.  Galvan  has  been  continued  during  the  year  as  Sidewalk  In- 
spector, and  has  aided  in  the  work  of  the  department  in  every  way 
within  his  power.  The  very  favorable  results  obtained  in  the 
damage  suit  litigation  are  due  in  no  small  part  to  his  careful  work 
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in  investigating-  into  the  cause  of  the  accidents  and  obtaining 
evidence  of  the  facts  so  that  the  cases  could  be  properly  presented 
in  Court. 

The  city,  this  year,  has  furnished  this  department  with  a  steno- 
grapher. In  addition  to  doing  very  satisfactorily  all  the  work  in 
this  department,  she  has  done  a  great  deal  of  work  for  various  other 
departments  of  the  City  that  are  not  provided  with  a  stenographer. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  work  of  the  department,  while  it  has  been  during  the  year  la- 
borious, has  been  especially  pleasant  on  account  of  the  co-operation 
of  the  different  departments  of  the  City  in  all  legal  matters  in  which 
other  departments  were  involved,  and  also  by  reason  of  the  very 
courteous  and  fair  treatment  given  this  department  at  all  times  by 
the  City  Council  as  a  body,  and  by  the  Aldermen  individually.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council.  City  of  Minneapolis. 

Gentlemen: — In  submitting-  a  report  of  the  work  done  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Engineer's  department  in  this  city,  I  respect- 
fully present  for  your  consideration  a  few  remarks  and  suggestions 
relative  to  the  most  important  features  of  the  public  works  under 
the  supervision  of  this  department. 

SEWERS. 

Owing  to  the  rapid  growth  and  the  large  territory  of  the  City  of 
Minneapolis,  it  has  been  impossible  to  satisfy  the  demand  for 
sewerage  all  over  the  city,  and  it  is  only  a  matter  of  a  very  short 
time  when  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  extend  and  complete 
certain  parts  of  the  system  regardless  of  clamors  from  citizens  in 
various  sections  of  the  city  for  extensions  in  their  individual 
neighborhoods,  provided,  of  course,  that  the  tax  levy  is  to  be  kept 
down  as  low  as  practicable  and  desirable.  I  therefore  beg  to  call 
your  special  attention  to  the  most  pressing  cases. 

The  present  system  now  running  on  11th  avenue  south  from  the 
river  to  9th  street  and  thence  on  9th  street  to  Hennepin  avenue  is 
carrying  much  more  sewage  than  was  originally  intended  and  must 
be  relieved,  and  this  relief  should  be  afforded  by  building  a  sewer 
on  2nd  street  from  11th  avenue  south  to  9th  avenue  south,  thence  on 
9th  avenue  south  from  2nd  street  to  9th  street.  The  2nd  street  sewer 
would  be  a  54-inch  main,  810  feet  long  and  cost  about  $5,641.00.  The 
special  assessment  would  be  $1,287.00,  leaving-  the  city's  portion 
$4,354.00.  The  9th  avenue  south  sewer  would  be  2,860  feet  of  51-inch 
and  385  feet  of  33-inch  mains  at  a  total  cost  of  $23,888.00,  of  which  the 
city's  portion  would  be  $18,314.00.  In  regard  to  the  urgency  of  this 
work,  permit  me  to  state  that  there  is  yet  no  sewer  built  on  8th  street 
between  9th  avenue  south  and  1st  avenue  south,  though  repeatedly 
petitioned  for  but  always  refused  until  the  above  mentioned  9th 
avenue  south  sewer  could  be  built.  For  this  very  reason  8th 
street  could  not  be  paved. 

The  cost  of  the  8th  street  sewer  would  be  $17,933.00  of  which  the 
assessment  would  be  $5,544.00,  leaving-  the  city's  portion  of  the  cost 
$12,389.00. 

The  large  main  on  26th  street  starting  at  present  at  14th  avenue 
south  and  extending  west  with  numerous  laterals  up  to  Hennepin 
avenue,  ought  to  be  extended  east  to  Minnehaha  avenue,  whereby 
this  system  will  be  completed  and  ready  to  properly  perform  the 
8  C 
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functions  expected  of  it.  As  it  is  at  present,  the  only  outlet  for  the 
entire  system  west  of  14th  avenue  south  is  into  the  14th  avenue 
south  sewer  and  thence  on  through  what  is  designated  as  the  4th 
street  system.  This  4th  street  system  is  now  nearly  all  built  and 
has  therefore  all  it  can  do  to  proper^  care  for  its  allotted  district, 
and  should  be  relieved  from  the  additional  work  due  to  the  26th 
street  sewer  above  referred  to. 

The  sewer  between  14th  avenue  south  and  Minnehaha  avenue  will 
be  96-inch  and  3,939  feet  long,  costing  about  $56,498.00.  The  available 
assessment  being  only  $8,148.00,  it  leaves  the  city's  portion  $48,350.00. 
But  as  the  part  of  the  sewer  now  built  on  Cedar  avenue  between 
26th  and  34th  streets  (constructed  on  account  of  the  extension  of  the 
Cedar  avenue  electric  car  line)  has  no  outlet  and  cannot  be  used 
until  the  26th  street  sewer  is  built  and  no  assessments  have  been 
made  on  this  line,  this  assessment  which  would  amount  to 
about  $12,614.00,  deducted  from  the  cost  above  referred  to  would 
leave  the  city's  portion  for  completing  the  26th  street  sewer 
$35,736.00. 

As  soon  as  available  funds  are  at  hand  an  overflow  sewer  must 
be  built  on  Bryant  avenue  between  8th  avenue  north  and  Bassett's 
creek,  a  distance  of  420  feet,  size  48  inches,  at  a  cost  of  $2,550.00,  of 
which  the  city's  share  would  be  $1,436.00. 

Considerable  trouble  is  experienced  by  the  filling  up  of  the 
sewers  located  on  unpaved  streets  with  heavy  grades,  from  the 
washing  into  the  same  large  quantities  of  sand.  This  could  be 
partly  remedied  by  the  street  commissioners  in  the  various  wards 
paying  closer  attention  to  such  streets  and  paving  the  gutters  with 
cobble  stones  to  prevent  washouts. 

STORAGE  YARDS. 

For  several  years  the  construction  of  sewers  has  been  prosecuted 
by  the  city  by  the  employment  of  day  labor  and  the  purchase  direct 
of  material. 

To  properly  maintain  and  preserve  the  plant  thus  acquired  at  a 
cost  of  twenty-eight  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars, 
($28,720)  ground  for  storage  purposes  is  necessary. 

For  the  five  (5)  years  ending  with  1892  the  city  had  been  renting 
ground  for  a  yard  on  which  to  store  the  plant  and  sewer  material  at 
a  total  rental  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500).  Early  in  the  season 
the  city  purchased,  for  thirty-six  hundred  dollars,  ($3,600)  a  storage 
lot,  thereby  saving  a  rental  of  about  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($450)  per  annum. 

The  lot  purchased  has  a  street  frontage  of  three  hundred,  sixty- 
three  and  eight-tenths  (363.8)  feet  and  a  frontage  on  railroad  of  four 
hundred  and  nine  and  three-tenths  (409.3)  feet  and  an  area  of  three- 
fourths  (3-4)  of  an  acre. 

In  this  connection,  I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact 
that,  as  the  construction  of  watermains  is  also  done  by  day  labor, 
the  same  necessity  exists  for  a  storage  lot  for  water  mains  as  for 
sewers,  and  I  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  true  economy  on  the 
part  of  the  city  to  purchase  such  a  lot  and  construct  thereon  a  suit- 
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able  building-  instead  of  paying-,  as  the  city  is  now  doing,  a  yearly 
rental  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  for  a  store  house  with  no 
grounds  whatever  on  which  to  store  material. 

The  available  number  of  sewer  connections  is  39,795  and  the  total 
number  of  connections  made  is  4,069  as  per  the  following  table.  It 
is,  however,  fair  to  assume  that  these  4,069  connections  take  care  of 
at  least  6,000  houses:

The  5th  Ward  leads  with  1,085  connections  made,  and  2,168  houses 
built  on  line  of  sewers  or  one  connection  for  every  other  house.  I 
mention  this  matter  as  it  may  be  of  general  interest  to  the  indi- 
vidual members  of  your  honorable  body. 

A  good  many  persons  utilize  the  catch-basins  at  the  sewers  as 
depositories  for  garbage  and  other  refuse.  The  Engineer's  depart- 
ment is  without  authority  to  stop  such  nuisances,  as  the  prosecu- 
tion of  such  offenders  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Health  Department. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  City  Engineer  be  authorized  to 
make  complaints  which  shall  cause  the  immediate  prosecution  of 
such  offenders,  without  reference  to  the  Health  Department. 

Surveys  are  now  being  made  along  Bassett's  Creek  beyond  the 
City  limits  to  get  the  necessary  information  required  to  properly 
cope  with  the  problem  of  preventing  Bassett's  Creek  from  overflow- 
ing during  heavy  storms  in  the  lowlands  in  the  city  through  which  it 
runs. 

WATER. 

In  addition  to  the  laying  of  water  mains,  etc.,  as  per  the  general 
table,  I  beg  to  report  that  arrangements  have  been  completed  at  the 
North  Side  Pumping  Station  by  which  the  boilers  and  engine  room 
will  be  protected  from  water  when  the  Mississippi  River  rises 
several  feet  above  the  floors.  The  sewage  and  condensed  water  can 
if  necessary  be  raised  by  a  special  small  pump  and  be  discharged 
into  the  river  at  an  elevation  above  any  known  high  water  level  of 
the  river,  and  gates  have  been  provided  for,  to  shut  the  river  off 
from  backing  into  the  [station  through  the  sewer  used  under  or- 
dinary conditions.  The  pump  house  was  located  as  low  as  possible 
and  at  the  same  time  at  a  safe  height  above  known  high  water,  but 
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owing- to  the  building- of  boom  piers,  piling-  and  other  adjuncts  to 
the  increasing  log-ging  business  in  the  river,  conditions  have 
changed  so  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  provide  for  cases  of  emer- 
gency that  might  unforseen  occur. 

During-  the  season  a  great  nuisance  has  been  abolished.  I  refer 
to  the  shut-off  boxes  that  were  projecting-  above  the  sidewalks 
throughout  the  entire  city  from  *4  to  1  and  5  inches  ;  1,445  of  these 
boxes  have  been  reset  to  proper  grade. 

A  contract  has  been  let  to  extend  the  intake  at  the  North  Side 
Station  about  400  feet  into  the  main  channel.  This  work  was 
necessary  on  account  of  the  forming  of  large  sandbars  from  wash- 
outs in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  intake. 

Work  is  also  in  progress  to  make  necessary  chang-es  at  the  East 
Side  station  owing  to  certain  improvements  being-  made  in  the  river 
by  the  St.  Anthony  Falls  Water  Power  Company.  The  chang-es  con- 
sist in  the  construction  of  a  new  penstock,  the  purchase  of  a  new 
water  wheel,  with  proper  g-earing-,  for  the  jumbo  pump,  and  in  the 
construction  of  a  new  tail  race  to  get  the  proper  head  as  provided 
for  in  a  contract  to  that  effect  with  the  Water  Power  Company. 

The  following  table,  taken  from  the  annual  report  of  the  Super- 
visor of  Water  Works,  gives  a  record  of  the  water  pumped  during 
1893:

PAVING  AND  CURB. 

Owing-  to  the  fact  that  several  of  our  down  town  business  streets 
will  have  to  be  repaved  in  1895,  a  great  deal  of  interest  has  been 
taken  in  the  matter  by  your  honorable  body  as  well  as  by  the  citi- 
zens and  the  press. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  season,  two  (2)  council  committees 
visited  a  great  number  of  cities  to  investigate  the  paving-  question 
and  it  would  seem  that  a  majority  of  your  honorable  body  stand 
committed  to  the  use  of  brick.  As  the  question  is  of  great  impor- 
tance, I  deem  it  proper  to  present  a  few  facts  and  figures  for  your 
future  consideration. 

At  present,  we  have  in  the  City  of  Minneapolis  sixty-three  and 
one-tenth  (63  1-10)  miles  of  cedar  block  paving-,  all  put  down  on  a 
plank  foundation,  two  and  seventy-seven  hundredths  (2.77)  miles  of 
asphalt,  nine  and  forty-nine  hundredths  (9.49)  miles  of  granite 
paving  on  sand  foundation,  two  (2)  miles  of  macadam.  The  total 
miles  of  graded  streets  are  about  three  hundred  (300).  The  total 
miles  of  streets  in  the  city  are  eight  hundred  (800). 
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As  you  are  well  aware,  the  price  of  cedar  paving-  as  put  down  at 
present,  is  only  about  eighty -five  (85)  cents  per  square  yard,  but  I 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  in  the  future  cedar  paving 
should  be  put  down  on  a  concrete  foundation  with  joints  tarred. 
The  price  would  be  one  dollar  and  forty-five  cents  ($1.45)  to  one  dol- 
lar and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  square  yard,  but  when  the  blocks  are 
worn  out,  the  cost  of  replacing  them  on  the  concrete  foundation 
would  be  but  seventy-four  (74)  cents  per  square  yard. 

Proposals  were  received  in  December  for  the  granite  paving 
ordered  for  1894,  and  the  astonishing  price  of  one  dollar  and  fifty- 
eight  cents  ($1.58)  per  square  yard  was  submitted  by  the  lowest 
bidder.  The  principal  features  of  the  specifications  upon  which  the 
proposals  were  made,  were,  the  necessary  grading,  with  back  filling 
of  four  (4)  inches  of  sand,  rolling  of  foundation,  blocks  to  be  from 
three  and  one-half  (3^)  inches  to  five  (5)  inches  in  width,  ten  (10)  to 
twelve  (12)  inches  in  length  and  seven  (7)  inches  deep,  sandfilling  of 
joints,  ramming  and  rolling  of  the  blocks  and  finally  a  top  dressing 
of  pea  gravel.  The  wearing  surface  of  the  blocks  are  not  to  have 
variations  to  exceed  three-eights  (%)  of  an  inch  from  the  horizontal 
plane. 

In  several  cities  granite  blocks  are  laid  upon  a  concrete  founda- 
tion. The  experience  in  Minneapolis  with  granite  blocks  laid  upon 
a  sandy  soil,  has  proven  however,  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  go  to  the 
extra  expense  of  providing  a  concrete  foundation  in  this  city.  By 
specifying  that  the  blocks  shall  be  from  three  (3)  inches  to  four  (4) 
inches  in  width,  and  the  wearing  surface  practically  smooth,  the 
cost  of  the  pavement  would  probably  not  be  increased  in  price 
by  more  than  thirty  (30)  cents,  which  would  make  a  total  price  per 
square  yard  of  one  dollar  and  eighty-eight  cents  ($1.88).  For  future, 
work  I  would  recommend  that  the  changes  referred  to  be  made. 

Our  asphalt  pavement  cost  us  on  the  five  (5)  year  guaranty  plan 
two  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($2.75)  per  square  yard.  In  my 
opinion  the  best  paving  brick  is  manufactured  in  Ohio  with  Illinois 
a  close  second.  Owing  to  the  great  distance  from  these  markets, 
the  freight  expenses  add  so  much  to  the  cost  of  the  brick  pavements 
that  it  will  be  very  questionable  if  brick  can  be  adopted  in  Minne- 
apolis in  competition  with  cedar  and  granite.  It  appears,  however, 
that  the  proper  clay  for  paving  brick  is  to  be  found  near  our  city 
Samples  of  the  Coon  Creek  clay  have  been  sent  to  Ohio  and  burned 
there  with  excellent  results.  Clay  from  Monticello  has  also  been 
sent  to  Ohio  for  burning  and  examination  in  general,  1  have  not 
yet  received  the  results,  however,  but  expect  them  to  be  favorable. 

The  following  analyses  show  the  chemical  character  of  Columbus, 
O.,  Galesburg,  111.,  and  the  Coon  Creek,  Minnesota,  clay:

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*"  Character  due  to  Chemical  Constitution:— Pure  Alumina  will  re- 
sist the  highest  temperature  of  the  blast  furnace,  in  which  crystal- 
line quartz  (silica)  will  be  only  slightly  affected,  both '  being 
practically  infusable.  Alumina  shrinks,  warps  and  cracks  greatly 
in  drying,  but  gives  plasticity  and  adhesiveness  to  the  clay  and 
strength  to  the  product.  Silica  prevents  cracking  and  distorting, 
the  more  silica  being  present  the  less  shrinkage.  But  the  more 
silica,  the  less  plasticity  and  adhesiveness  of  the  clay  and  the  less 
strength  and  greater  brittleness.  Lime  and  Magnesia  while  infusa- 
•  ble  in  themselves  or  with  alumina,  fuse  in  the  presence  of  an  excess 
of  silica,  as  do  also  several  other  common  ingredients  of  clay,  and 
form  a  'vitrified  brick.' 

It  is  found  that  potash  has  the  most  active  fluxing  effect  on  clay, 
after  which  follow  soda,  lime,  magnesia,  and  iron  in  the  order  named. 
To  "vitrify,"  a  clay  should  contain  at  least  three  (3)  per  cent,  potash, 
or  three  and  a  half  {SV2)  per  cent,  of  soda,  or  five  (5)  per  cent,  of  lime 
or  magnesia,  or  eight  (8)  per  cent,  iron,  or  a  combined  proportion  of 
any  or  all  of  these  fluxes  equal  to  these  amounts." 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  Coon  Creek  clay  will  make 
proper  brick.  Tests  on  absorption  from  Coon  Creek  and  Monticello 
bricks,  give  remarkably  good  results.  To  build  a  proper  brick- 
making  plant  that  can  turn  out  seventy-five  thousand  (75,000)  brick 
per  day,  will  cost  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000) 
and  I  am  informed  that  steps  are  being  taken  to  establish  such  a 
plant  in  case  the  projectors  of  the  enterprise  convince  themselves 
that  brick  pavements  will  be  introduced  in  Minneapolis. 

In  the  report  of  Nov.  1st,  1893,  from  your  committee  on  paving  and 
myself,  it  was  recommended  that  if  brick  be  used,  it  should  be  of 
the  Hallwood  pattern  on  concrete  foundation.  The  Hallwood  brick 
is  simply  a  larger  brick,  requiring  about  forty-five  (45)  to  the  square 
yard,  and  accordingly  giving  one  hundred  and  eight};-  (180)  exposed 
edges,  while  the  Galesburg  pattern  requires  seventy  (70)  brick  with 
two  hundred  and  eighty  (280)  exposed  edges  to  the  yard.  The  edges 
on  the  Hallwood  brick  are  also  beveled  and  are  not  so  apt  to  spall 
off  and  the  blocks  being  burned  especially  for  street  purposes 
insures  a  better  grade  or  quality  of  material  than  where  the  bricks 
are  burned  as  at  Galesburg,  of  a  size  that  will  do  for  building  pur- 
poses, the  temptation  being,  in  such  cases  to  ship  hard-burned 
building  brick  for  street  paving  purposes. 

The  cost  of  an  imported  Hallwood  brick  pavement  would  be  about 
two  dollars  and  seventy  cents  ($2.70)  per  square  yard.  The  cost  of  a 
Galesburg  brick  pavement  would  be  about  two  dollars  and  fifteen 
cents  ($2.15)  per  square  yard.  These  rates  are  based  upon  an  all- 
rail  rate  for  freight. 

Basing  estimates  upon  a  fair  price  for  Coon  Creek  brick,  the  cost 
of  pavement  made  of  them  would  be  as  follows : 

Hallwood  size  of  brick  $1.90  per  square  yard 

Galesburg  size  of  brick   1.80  "

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  as  far  as  net  cost  goes 
various  kinds  of  pavements  range  as  follows  : 

First,  granite  ;  second,  cedar  ;  third,  brick  (with  exception  of  the 
the  Ohio  or  Galesburg) ;  fourth,  asphalt. 

As  far  as  regards  least  resistance  to  traction  the  order  would  be, 
when  the  pavements  are  new  and  also  old : 

First,  asphalt ;  second,  brick  ;  third,  cedar  ;  fourth,  granite. 

With  reference  to  sanitation,  asphalt  would  lead,  with  brick  or 
granite  next  and  cedar  last.  The  same  order  will  also  prevail  with 
reference  to  beauty.    With  reference  to  least  noise  : 

Cedar  is  first,  asphalt  is  second,  brick  is  third,  granite  is  fourth. 

When  the  pavements  are  ail  new,  the  most  pleasant  to  drive  over 
is  evidently:  first,  cedar;  second,  asphalt;  third,  brick;  fourth, 
granite  ;  but  after  say  five  (5)  years,  asphalt  would  lead,  with  brick 
second,  cedar  third,  and  granite  last.  The  trouble  with  cedar  is, 
that  after  four  (4)  or  five  (5)  years  of  age,  the  blocks  are  rounded  off 
and  become  rough  and  uneven,  owing  to  the  sap  wearing  off  on  the 
edges  of  the  blocks. 

Easiest  on  vehicles  is— asphalt,  first ;  cedar,  second  ;  brick,  third  ; 
granite,  fourth. 

Easiest  on  horses — first,  cedar;  second  brick;  third  asphalt; 
fourth,  granite. 

1  believe  statistics  show  that  horses  will  slip  more  on  granite 
than  asphalt.  Another  matter  of  importance  to  be  considered  is 
the  method  required  in  renewing  the  pavements.  Asphalt  has  a 
constant  attention  and  is  actually  renewed,  during  the  course  of 
years,  without  interfering  with  the  traffic  to  any  noticeable  extent ; 
whereas  when  the  proper  time  comes  for  renewing  the  other  pave- 
ments the  entire  street  will  have  to  be  closed  for  at  least  a  block  at 
a  time.  This  is  a  great  detriment  to  business  particularly  on  such 
streets  as  Nicollet  Avenue. 

In  Berlin,  for  instance,  it  is  against  the  law  to  close  a  street  for 
repairs  on  account  of  interference  with  business. 

With  reference  to  cleanliness,  asphalt  would  lead,  with  brick, 
granite  and  cedar  in  succession.    It  will  therefore  be  seen,  that 
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quite  a  number  of  points,  besides  the  cost,  are  to  be  considered  in 
ordering-  new  pavements  and  that  as  the  property  owners  on  the 
respective  streets  carry  most  of  the  burden,  they  should  be  given 
ample  time*and  opportunity  to  consider  the  matter.  But  the  city 
authorities  should  see  that  only  the  best  of  the  various  kinds  of 
pavement  is  put  down,  and  that  all  sewers  and  water-mains  with 
their  respective  connections  and  all  other  piping-  and  conduits,  are 
laid  before  any  paving  is  done  at  all. 

With  reference  to  suburban  and  residence  streets  ;  I  think  that  for 
quite  a  while  the  city  can  get  along  very  well  by  the  use  of  gravel 
and  the  road  roller,  as  has  been  demonstrated  of  late  in  the  8th 
Ward. 

I  am  not  in  favor  of  macadam,  first,  because  the  native  lime 
stone  is  not  the  proper  material  for  macadam  ;  and,  secondly,  be- 
cause macademized  roads  require  more  careful  attention  and  re- 
pairs than  any  other  known  road  covering.  I  am  informed  that 
private  citizens  will  next  spring  ask  permission  to  put  down  a  piece 
of  Kettle  River  sandstone  pavement  as  an  experiment.  The  blocks 
will  be  sawed  to  the  proper  size  and  will  probably  make  a  beautiful 
street,  but  I  am  afraid  that  the  stone  will  prove  too  soft  to  wear  and 
be  rather  expensive. 

CURB. 

That  the  city  has  practically  adopted  granite  as  the  stone  for 
curb  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  1893,  four  and  one-tenth  (4.1)  miles 
of  granite  curb  was  set  and  no  other  kind  of  natural  stone  was 
used  for  this  purpose,  and  inasmuch  as  granite  curb  can  be  set  at  a 
cost  not  to  exceed  eighty-five  (85)  cents  per  lineal  foot,  it  would,  in 
my  opinion,  be  poor  policy  to  use  any  other  kind  of  natural  stone 
for  curb.  The  use  of  gutter  stone  has  for  several  years  been  aban- 
doned, except  when  artificial  stone  is  used  which  admits  of  com- 
bining the  curb  and  gutter  making  a  continuous  stone. 

ABOLISHING  OF  RAILWAY  GRADE  CROSSINGS. 
In  the  matter  of  abolishing  railway  grade  crossings,  the  City  of 
Minneapolis  is  far  ahead  of  many  larger  and  older  cities  in  the 
United  States,a  total  of  forty-eight  (48)  crossings  having  been  bridged 
to  date,  and  another  chapter  on  the  subject  has,  with  the  end  of  the 
year,  been  completed  by  the  fulfillment  of  the  contract  on  the  part 
of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  with  the  city,  entered  into 
by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  on  the  27th  of  May,  1892,  providing 
for  the  lowering  and  bridging  2nd  avenue  northeast,  from  Main 
street  to  Central  avenue,  and  including  the  bridging  of  the  tracks 
at  Central  avenue  and  Broadway  street,  25th  avenue  northeast,  and 
at  Como  avenue  and  10th  avenue  southeast.  According  to  the  or- 
dinance the  work  was  to  be  completed  July  1st,  1893,  but  owing  to 
certain  delays  caused  by  the  city,  the  time  of  completion  was  ex- 
tended to  December  15th,  1893,  and  the  great  work  is  now  practicalty 
done. 

The  bridge  at  25th  avenue  northeast  has  not  been  built  and  will 
not  be  built  during  1894.  As  there  is  no  particular  demand  for  it, 
the  committee  on  ways  and  means  deemed  it  not  wise  to  set  aside 
any  money  for  the  construction  of  the  approaches  to  said  bridge, 
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and  acted  for  the  same  reason  in  a  similar  way  with  the  bridge  at 
19th  avenue  northeast,  which  has  to  be  built  entirely  by  the  city, 
this  being  part  of  the  contract  above  referred  to. 

The  general  provisions  of  the  ordinance  were  that  the  railway 
company  lower  its  tracks  on  2nd  avenue  northeast  from  three  and 
one-half  (3y2)  feet  to  ten  (10)  feet,  that  all  the  necessary  excavation* 
the  building  of  all  masonry  for  bridges,  and  the  bridges  proper, 
with  the  exception  of  the  one  at  19th  avenue  northeast,  be  all  done 
at  the  expense  of  the  railway  company. 

The  excavated  material,  however,  was  to  be  used  for  the  building 
of  the  approaches,  the  city  to  pay  for  the  removal  of  the  material 
after  the  railway  company  had  placed  it  in  wagons. 

In  the  original  ordinance  the  width  of  most  of  the  bridges  was 
specified  to  be  thirty-six  (36)  feet  for  the  roadway  and  six  (6)  feet  for 
the  sidewalks.  By  amendment  to  the  ordinance,  the  bridges  at 
Main  street,  and  Central  avenue  near  9th  street  were  made  eighty 
(80)  feet  wide  and  the  one  at  Central  and  Broadway  sixty-three  (63) 
feet  wide,  these  widths  being  the  full  width  of  the  streets.  The 
other  structures  were  given  forty  (40)  foot  roadway  and  twelve  (12) 
foot  sidewalks,  the  additional  cost  to  be  borne  by  the  city. 

The  total  expenditure  is  in  round  numbers,  five  hundred  thous- 
and dollars  ($500,000)  including  the  one  hundred  forty-seven  thous- 
and dollars  ($147,000)  for  the  new  bridges  across  the  river  which  had 
to  be  built  in  connection  with  the  improvement.  The  city's  share 
in  1893  was  sixty-four  thousand  dollars  ($64,000'. 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  claims  for  damages  on 
account  of  change  of  grades  of  the  streets  affected  are  now  on  file  to 
the  amount  of  three  hundred  and  five  thousand  dollars  ($305,000)  and 
supposing  these  claims  should  be  allowed,  the  necessary  money 
will,  under  the  city  charter,  have  to  be  assessed  on  property  bene- 
fitted by  the  same  change. 

The  claims  filed  on  account  of  lowering  and  bridging  of  the 
tracks  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  and  the  Minneapo- 
lis and  St.  Louis  Railway  Company  on  the  West  side,  completed  in 
1892,  were  seventy-six  thousand  dollars  ($76,000.)  Of  this  sum  twenty- 
six  thousand  dollars  ($26,000)  has  been  allowed,  but  the  assessed 
benefited  property  owners  who  cannot  appeal  from  assessments 
made  by  the  commissioners  appointed  by  your  honorable  body, 
have  applied  to  the  courts  for  an  injunction  restraining  the  city 
from  collecting  said  assessments. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that,  to  draw  the  line  between  property  directly 
benefited  or  not,  is  very  difficult,  and  as  it  would  seem  that  the  city 
at  large  is  benefited,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  proper 
steps  be  taken  to  amend  the  charter  so  that  the  necessary  funds 
could  be  raised  by  a  general  taxation  in  similar  cases  and  that  the 
law  also  be  changed,  so  as  to  give  owners  of  property  without  im- 
provements a  chance  to  recover  damages,  which  at  present  is  impos- 
sible as  provision  is  only  made  for  the  permanent  buildings  that 
may  be  damaged. 

The  department  has  again  wrestled  with  the  problem  of  abolish- 
ing the  grade  crossings  of  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.  Co.,  and  as  a  confer- 
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ence  will  be  held  with  the  railway  officials  at  an  early  date,  it  is 
possible  that  an  agreement  between  the  city  and  the  company  may 
be  reached  during  the  coming-  season. 

As  no  money  is  available  to  be  expended  by  the  city  in  1894,  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  referred  to,  it  would  seern  advisable,  as  very 
large  sums  will  be  involved,  to  investigate  the  matter  thoroughly 
in  the  consideration  of  plans  for  the  final  solution  of  the  problem. 

CITY  LIGHTING. 

Plans  and  estimates  for  a  City  Electrical  Lighting  plant  are  under 
way,  and  judging  from  present  indications,  it  certainly  will  appear 
that  the  city  should  do  its  own  lighting*. 

TABLES. 

In  the  following  tables,  numbered  from  one  (1)  to  twenty-nine  (29), 
will  be  found  detailed  statements  of  the  public  works  prosecuted 
under  the  supervision  or  direction  of  this  department,  and  as  a 
resume,  I  herewith  submit  a  condensed  summarj^  comprising  the 
most  important  improvements  and  expenses. 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  Table  No.  29  which  relates  to  the 
labor  and  expense  entailed  upon  this  department  in  making  special 
assessment  rolls,  and  maintaining  records  of  them,  the  total  cost 
being  $3,502.

REPORT  REGISTRAR  OF  WATER  WORKS. 


Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Jan.  12, 1894. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Minneapolis : 

GENTLEMEN  :  I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Registrar 
of  Water  Works  for  the  year  ending-  December  31,  1893. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  excellent  condition  the  water 
department  is  now  in.  During  the  year  our  business  has  increased 
at  least  fifteen  per  cent  all  round  notwithstanding  the  stringency  of 
times.  We  have  issued  permits  for  902  new  house  connections, 
these  represent  new  accounts,  also  838  extension  permits  which  rep- 
resent new  additions  to  the  accounts  of  some  kind.  There  has  been 
made  4,481  house  inspections.  Our  collections  have  been  good, 
amounting  to  $209,789.28,  a  gain  of  $16,357.70  over  the  previous  year. 
We  have  now  1,491  water  meters  in  use  in  the  city,  having  set  257 
during  the  year.  The  general  running  expense  of  the  department 
has  been  $92,707.01,  a  decrease  of  $615.13  over  the  previous  year,  and 
is  very  gratifying  in  view  of  the  great  increase  in  the  amount  of 
business  transacted  in  the  department.  We  have  added  to  our  sys- 
tem of  water  mains  to  the  amount  of  $98,203.97,  representing  about 
11  miles  of  pipe,  134  hydrants  and  85  valves.  Our  total  receipts  from 
all  sources  including  balance  Jan.  1, 1893,  was  $369,585.58  and  our  dis- 
bursements have  been  $249,812.84,  leaving  a  balance  Jan.  1,  1894,  of 
$119,772.74.  The  expenditures  are  $11,162.32  less  than  for  the  previous 
year.  The  following  tables  will  show  in  detail  the  work  of  the  de- 
partment.

REPORT  SUPERVISOR  OF  WATER  WORKS. 


Minneapolis,  January  1,  1894. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Minneapolis: 

GENTLEMEN :  I  take  pleasure  in  submitting-  to  you  the  annual 
report  of  the  Supervisor  of  the  Water  Works  for  the  year  ending- 
December  31,  1893.  The  machinery  and  pumps  in  all  the  plants  is 
in  first  class  condition,  and  in  shape  to  start  up  at  any  time,  with 
the  exception  of  the  East  Division  Station.  This  plant  is  all  in  good 
condition,  but  owing  to  the  improvements  now  being  made  at  that 
station,  it  would  be  impossible  to  start  up.  All  pumps  and  machin- 
ery have  been  in  service  during-  the  year  without  accident  or  mis- 
hap of  any  kind.  Station  No.  1  is  now  out  of  service  but  could  be 
started  if  required.  Station  No.  3  has  been  in  service  during  the 
year  except  in  the  month  of  May,  when  it  was  shut  down  on  account 
of  high  water — the  necessity  of  ag-ain  shutting  down  on  this 
account  has  been  obviated  by  the  erection  of  the  dyke  and  build, 
ing  the  sewer  tunnel.  During  the  year  I  have  laid  about  11  miles 
of  water  mains  of  various  sizes  and  set  134  hydrants  and  85  valves 
at  a  cost  of  $98,203.97. 

The  street  service  has  as  usual  been  good,  a  g-reat  number  of 
breaks  having  been  repaired,  besides  the  other  work  devolving  on 
this  department.    Following  you  will  find  tables  which  will  give 
your  honorable  body  the  work  of  all  stations  in  detail.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Minneapolis : 

GENTLEMEN :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending-  December  31, 1893. 

The  fire  loss  is  estimated  at  $1,509,666.  This  is  an  increase  over  the 
preceding-  year  on  account  of  the  larg-e  fire  on  Aug-ust  13  which 
originated  at  the  lower  end  of  Nicollet  Island  from  bo3^s  smoking- 
cigarettes  in  the  rear  end  of  Frank  Lenhart's  wag-on  factory.  On 
account  of  the  inflamable  structures  and  a  strong-  south  wind  blow- 
ing this  part  of  the  island  was  soon  in  a  mass  of  flames.  The  wind 
being-  strong  carried  the  burning-  embers  over  the  island  and  onto 
Boom  Island  in  the  lumber  yard  of  Backus  &  Co.  Everything-  being- 
dry  this  yard  was  soon  in  a  mass  of  flames.  The  reserve  force  was 
called  out  immediately  with  help  from  St.  Paul,  and  by  hand  work 
the  fire  was  checked  at  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  avenues  northeast. 
There  were  one  hundred  and  three  dwelling-s,  three  saw  mills,  two 
shing-le  mills,  one  planing  mill,  one  sash  door  factory,  the  Minne- 
apolis Brewing-  Company  stables,  bottling  house,  malt  house  and 
all  sheds  connected,  two  ice  houses  and  the  Boom  Company  ware 
houses  in  this  fire.  The  extent  of  the  fire  was  twenty-three  square 
blocks.

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APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  this  department  consists  of  one  extra  first  size 
engine,  seven  first  size  engines,  ten  second  size  engines  in  service, 
and  two  first  size  and  one  second  size  engines  in  reserve;  thirteen 
hose  carriages  and  seven  hose  wagons  in  service,  two  hose  carriages 
in  reserve;  two  turn  tables  and  four  city  trucks  in  service,  one  truck 
in  reserve  ;  seven  double  and  two  single  tank  chemical  engines ;  six 
fuel  wagons ;  one  fifty-five  foot  Hale  water  tower ;  one  supply 
wagon,  twenty  exercising  wagons  and  bob  sleds  ;  five  chiefs,  one  fire 
marshal  and  one  veterinary  surgeon  buggies  and  sleighs ;  two  fire 
alarm  wagons  and  one  horse-shoeing  wagon. 

HORSES. 

Since  our  last  report  we  have  purchased  thirty-two  horses  at  cost 
of  $5,730  and  sold  six  for  $305.  We  have  in  service  one  hundred  and 
sixty-four  horses.  During  the  coming  year  about  twenty  head  will 
have  to  be  disposed  of  as  unfit  for  this  service.  The  report  of  the 
veterinary  surgeon  will  give  your  honorable  body  statistics  as  to  the 
diseases  which  have  afflicted  the  stock  during  the  year.  The  cost 
of  medicines,  liniments,  etc.,  has  been  $165.80. 

HOSE. 

We  have  on  hand  43,550  feet  of  2^2-inch  hose.  Of  this  amount 
16,800  feet  of  first  class  cotton  rubber  lined  hose,  8,000  feet  of  first 
class  rubber  hose,  and  18,750  feet  of  second  class  rubber  hose;  also 
4,300  feet  of  1-inch  chemical  hose,  250  feet  of  3^-inch  cotton  and  rub- 
ber Siamese  hose,  195  feet  of  3^-inch  cotton  hose  for  water  tower. 
There  has  been  condemned  and  burned  since  last  report  7,500  feet  of 
2^2-inch  hose-  There  has  been  purchased  during  the  year  15,000 
feet  of  21/2-inch  rubber  and  cotton  hose  and  60  feet  of  3^-inch  cotton 
hose,  at  a  cost  of  $11,485. 

FIRE  ALARM  TELEGRAPH. 
This  branch  of  service  has  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
We  have  purchased  32  fire  alarm  boxes  at  a  cost  of  $4,000.00;  one  15- 
inch  gong  at  a  cost  of  $100.00.  We  have  now  300  miles  of  wire  and 
poles,  one  10  circuit  repeater,  663  cells  of  battery,  262  fire  alarm 
boxes,  27  large  and  15  small  gongs,  one  4  circuit  repeater,  and  one 
bell  striker  not  in  service.  For  further  information  I  would  refer 
you  to  the  report  of  Z.  T.  Morrison,  superintendent  of  fire  alarm 
telegraph. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  was  improved  [during/the  year  by  the  addition 
of  136  hydrants  and  about  10  miles  of  water  mains  as  follows:

All  the  apparatus  are  ready — steamer,  hose  carriage,  truck  and 
chemicals.  We  are  waiting  for  horses  and  hose.  The  cost  of  this 
building  was  $12,696.85.  Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  in  a 
number  of  stations,  including  sewer  connections  to  Nos.  7  and  9,  at 
a  cost  of  $532.26.

FIRES  AND  ALARMS. 

During-  the  twelve  months  just  past,  the  department  has  answered 
895  alarms,  classified  as  follows:  487  by  fire  alarm  telegraph;  211 
stills;  23  by  telephones;  45  by  American  district  telegraph;  19  by 
personal  service;  18  second  alarm;  7  third  alarm;  14  second  and 
third;  1  general;  67  special  call. 

Number  of  miles  run  by  apparatus  to  fires,  has  been  6,726.  Making 
a  total  distance  traveled  both  ways,  13,452  miles,  an  average  of  235 
miles,  to  each  apparatus. 

Engine  companies  stretched  626,700  feet  of  hose,  or  about  116% 
miles.  Engine  company  No.  1  stretched  the  greatest  number  of 
feet,  57,900.  Engine  company  No.  15,  the  least,  13,700.  Truck  com- 
panies have  raised  16,626  feet  of  ladders  and  discharged  434  charges 
of  small  chemical.  The  chemical  engines  have  discharged  452 
charges  from  their  tanks;  making  a  total  of  30,197  gallons  of  Car- 
bonic Acid  Gas;  used  during  the  year.  Companies  have  averaged 
hours  each  on  duty  at  fires.    Grand  total  hours  461,340.

Superintendent  C.  M.  Jordon  the  principal,  and 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  are  to  be 
congratulated  for  the  very  efficient  system  of  drill.  Attached  to 
this  you  will  find  my  report  to  the  board  of  education  and  their 
reply.

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As  will  be  seen  by  the  above  facts,  my  visits  to  the  schools  proved 
very  satisfactory.  With  the  care  which  is  taken  by  the  principles 
and  teachers  in  the  drilling-  of  the  pupils  it  would  be  an  impossi- 
bility for  a  fire  in  one  of  the  buildings  to  in  any  way  endanger  the 
personal  safety  of  the  pupils.  The  same  alarm  is  used  in  all  build- 
ings so  that  no  confusion  can  result  on  the  part  of  those  pupils  who 
are  transferred  from  one  building-  to  another.  Care  should  be  taken 
that  all  doors  are  in  condition  so  that  they  can  readily  be  opened, 
and  in  some  of  the  building's  the  gongs  are  too  small  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory.  It  is  hoped  that,  this  difficulty  will  be  remedied.  The 
only  schools  not  visited  were  the  Minnehaha,  Bryant,  Kenwood  and 
Hamilton;  as  the  pupils  in  these  buildings  (with  the  exception  of  the 
Hamilton)  are  on  the  first  floor,  a  visit  was  not  considered  necessary.

RECOMMENDATION. 

I  would  respeetfully  recommend  the  purchase  of  material  for  two 
chemical  engines;  also  a  lot  in  the  vicinity  of  Columbus  and  Frank- 
lin avenue,  this  locality  being1  one  and  one-half  miles  from  any 
station.  A  fire  generally  gets  considerable  headway  before  the  ap- 
paratusses  arrives;  also  recommend  the  laying  of  a  larg-er  water  main 
on  Nicollet  avenue  from  2d  street  to  12th  street,  with  double  hyd- 
rants on  corners  and  center  of  blocks,  and  better  fire  protection 
through  the  lumber  district. 

CONCLUSION.

REPORT  OF  FIRE  MARSHAL. 

Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Jan.  1st,  1894. 
-A.  H.  RUNGE,  Chief  Engineer  Fire  Department. 

Dear  Sir: — Herewith  please  find  my  report  for  the  year  ending- 
December  31st,  1893. 

We  have  had  up  to  date  795  alarms  for  which  I  have  investigated 
the  causes,  value  of  propert}'  involved,  insurance  carried  on  same 
and  losses  sustained,  all  of  which  will  be  found  in  my  monthty 
reports. 

I  have  inspected  the  most  of  the  blocks  and  building's  throug-hout 
the  center  of  the  city.  Number  of  inspections,  225.  From  basements 
of  50  have  had  ashes  and  rubbish  removed.  On  different  floors  of  35 
buildings  found  ashes  in  boxes,  baskets  and  on  floors.  Served 
notices  on  occupants  to  remove  same.  Notified  occupants  of  75 
buildings  to  remove  rubbish  and  ashes.  Forty-five  inspections  of 
printing-  offices  made,  to  which  I  find  there  is  a  great  improvement 
over  last  year;  35  inspections  of  factories,  45  inspections  of  carpen- 
ter shops,  32  stoves  found  in  dangerous  condition  and  the  occu- 
pants were  notified  to  put  them  in  safe  condition.  Buildings 
inspected  for  fire  escapes,  and  reported  to  building-  inspector  23; 
and  have  recommended  quite  a  number  of  buildings  for  stand 
pipes.  There  are  a  large  number  of  large  buildings  and  warehouses 
where  ladders  cannot  be  used  in  the  rear  and  I  would  recommend 
that  stand  pipes  be  put  up  for  the  use  of  the  department  expressly 
along  the  railroad,  for  in  most  of  them  they  have  elevators  in  the  rear 
of  their  stores  and  the  department  cannot  reach  them  from  the 
streets.  I  have  made  8  inspections  of  lumber  yards  from  Fourth 
avenue  to  Thirty-ninth  avenue  North,  along-  the  railroad,  and  find 
that  some  of  the  occupants  are  very  careless  in  leaving  straw  and 
other  litter  to  accumulate  along-  tracks  where  they  have  dumped 
it  from  cars;  but  when  their  attention  is  called  to  it  they  will  have 
it  removed.  The  East  Side  yard,  from  Seventh  to  Thirteenth  avenue 
N.  E.,  I  used  to  make  an  inspection  of  about  every  week  before  the 
big  fire.  It  was  a  very  dangerous  locality,  and  I  had  my  mind  made 
up  that  if  a  fire  should  start  there  when  the  first  alarm  companies 
were  at  any  other  fire,  there  would  be  a  heavy  loss.  I  have  had  25 
special  calls  from  insurance  men  to  inspect  different  localities. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  something  be  done  in  regard 
to  restricting-  the  storing-  and  keeping-  of  gasoline,  kerosene  and 
other  oils  of  a  similar  nature.  As  the  ordinance  now  stands  any 
one  can  keep  to  the  amount  of  five  barrels  in  basement  of  any  build- 
ing in  the  city,  which  amount  is  sufficient  to  blow  any  of  our 
building-s  sky  hig-h.  If  they  are  not  looked  after  closely  they  will 
invariably  shove  in  one  or  two  barrels  extra.  There  ought  to  be  an 
ordinance  compelling-  merchants  to  procure  a  permit  to  keep  more 
than  one  barrel  at  a  time,  and  by  that  way  the  department  would 
know  where  it  is  kept. 
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I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  there  be  an  ordinance 
passed  to  compel  owners  who  use  or  own  building's  having-  smoke 
stacks  to  put  on  spark  arresters  or  screens.  There  has  been  quite 
a  number  of  complaints  made  to  me  about  them. 

In  closing,  I  must  thank  the  agents  of  the  different  insurance 
companies  doing  business  in  this  city,  for  the  courtesy  and  assist- 
ance they  have  given  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty.  To  the  chief 
and  the  other  members  of  the  fire  department  for  their  assistance  at 
all  times,  I  tender  my  most  hearty  thanks.

Dear  Sir:— Herewith  I  submit  my  report  for  the  year  just  closed, 
and  in  doing  so  I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  department  for 
their  courtesy  and  kindness  shown  me  while  engaged  in  my  duties* 
which  has  greatly  facilitated  my  labors. 

We  have  at  the  present  time  thirteen  horses  in  the  infirmary. 

There  are  several  horses  in  possession  of  the  department  which 
should  be  sold  as  soon  as  possible,  as  they  are  unfit  for  further  ser- 
vice. I  would  here  recommend  the  enlargement  of  the  hospital 
building  for  the  better  accommodation  of  sick  horses,  the  present 
building  being  inadequate  to  meet  the  growing  requirements.

city  limits ;  thence  east  on  south  city  limits  to  the  Mississippi 
river ;  thence  up  the  west  bank  of  the  Mississippi  river  to  the  place 
of  beginning.    The  area  is  24.36  square  miles. 

Total  area  of  city,  53.33  square  miles. 
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In  submitting-  my  annual  report  of  the  police  department  I  am 
pleased  to  note  that  its  financial  affairs  were  never  in  better  condi- 
tion than  at  present.  After  caring-  for  the  department  as  it  never 
was  cared  for  before,  and  allowing  its  members  all  the  privileges 
consistent  with  good  order  and  the  proper  government  of  the  force 
during  the  year,  there  is  now  a  handsome  balance  of  several  thous- 
and dollars  in  the  city  treasury  to  the  department's  credit.  This  is 
a  record  that  no  other  department  of  the  city's  government  can 
show.  These  results,  as  your  honor  well  knows,  are  due  exclusively 
to  you,  but  should  not  be  overlooked  in  a  review  of  this  nature  by 
the  head  of  this  department. 

The  condition  of  the  various  police  stations  is  everything-  that 
could  be  desired.  With  the  completion  of  the  new  station  in  South 
Minneapolis  during  the  past  month,  the  department  is  sufficiently 
provided  for  in  this  respect  for  the  next  five  years.  The  buildings 
are  kept  scrupulously  clean,  a  fact  which  reflects  much  credit  upon 
the  janitors  and  the  officers  in  charge.  I  might  add  in  this  connec- 
tion that  the  female  ward  at  the  Central  station,  presided  over  by 
Mrs.  Louisa  Paine,  has  been  carefully  attended  to,  though  her  duties 
at  times  are  very  disagreeable. 

While  the  department  has  not  had  as  many  members  as  last  year, 
still  more  efficient  service  has  been  rendered  during-  the  year  than 
ever  before.  Fortunately  there  has  been  comparatively  no  sickness 
among  the  men,  and  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  rules,  particularly 
the  rule  making  it  dismissal  from  the  force  for  any  member  to  be 
found  in  an  intoxicated  condition,  has  had  a  most  salutary  effect 
upon  all.  Instant  dismissal  for  intoxication  is  a  remedy  that  works 
well  everywhere,  and  while  I  believe  that  this  department  is  com- 
posed, for  the  most  part,  of  men  who  know  and  do  their  duty  as 
police  officers  without  fear  of  punishment,  still  I  am  constrained  to 
believe  that  the  rule  g-overning  intoxication  or  habitual  drinking 
has  had  a  much  better  effect  than  if  the  offense  were  treated  less 
harshly. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  there  is  no  open  or  public  gambl- 
ing in  this  city,  and  where  a  few  attempts  were  made  to  open  such 
places  the  proprietors  were  promptly  arrested  and  fined.  The  pol- 
icy of  the  administration  toward  this  and  kindred  evils  has  been 
the  means  of  keeping  the  city  free  from  the  worst  elements  of  so- 
ciety. 

The  holding  of  saloonkeepers  responsible  for  thefts  and  disturb- 
ances of  any  kind  that  occur  in  their  places  of  business,  has  been  the 
means  of  driving-  out  of  the  city  a  large  number  of  criminals  whose 
aims  and  objects  are  to  congregate  in  saloons,  and  take  advantage 
of  the  innocent  and  unwary.  So  rigidly  has  this  policy  been  ad- 
hered to  that  saloon  robberies  and  brawls  are  unknown  here  now. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  but  few  cases  of  robbery  compared 
with  other  cities  the  size  of  ours.  While  the  financial  unrest  that 
has  prevailed  throughout  the  country  for  some  time  has  thrown 
many  men  out  of  employment,  still  crime  has  been  much  less  here 
than  in  many  cities  much  smaller  than  ours.  The  larcenies  com- 
mitted here  were  of  a  petty  character,  and  in  almost  all  cases  the 
offenders  were  brought  to  justice  and  punishment." 
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The  inspectors  have  been  most  energetic  and  efficient  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  work,  and  much  credit  is  due  them  for  their  untir- 
ing efforts  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  I  cannot  compliment 
them  too  highly  for  the  able  and  cheerful  assistance  they  have  at 
all  times  rendered  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duty  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Police. 

The  statistical  portion  of  my  report,  which  is  hereto  attached, 
gives  a  complete  and  tabulated  account  of  all  arrests  made  in  the 
city  during  the  year;  also  value  of  all  stolen  property  recovered  and 
returned  to  owners,  as  well  as  sick  and  injured  cared  for,  lost  chil- 
dren restored  to  parents,  etc.,  all  of  which  I  recommend  for  your 
special  perusal. 

The  Police  Relief  Association  is  in  an  excellent  condition.  There 
is  now  in  the  treasury  $7,338.00.  There  are  105  members  in  good 
standing,  and  with  the  friendly  feeling  toward  the  organization 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  before  long  the  membership 
will  reach  150.  Fortunately  there  have  been  no  deaths  in  the  associ- 
ation during  the  year.  At  the  time  of  the  partial  reorganization  of 
the  association  this  year  some  important  changes  in  the  constitu- 
tion and  by-laws  were  made.  The  several  committees  have  been 
pains-taking  in  their  work,  and  the  sick  members  have  received  the 
most  careful  attention. 

In  conclusion  I  must  thank  your  honor  for  your  kind  and  personal 
attention  to  this  department  during  the  year;  for  your  ceaseless 
efforts  in  assisting  me  to  bring  this  important  branch  of  the  city's 
government  up  to  a  degree  of  excellence  never  attained  before.  I 
am  also  much  indebted  to  every  member  of  the  department,  particu- 
larly the  commanding  officers  of  the  different  precincts,  and  the  in- 
spectors, for  their  valued  services,  and  hope  that  the  new  year 
will,  at  its  close,  show  as  happy  a  record  as  the  one  the  work  of 
which  we  now  review.

To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  Minneapolis,  Minn. 

GENTLEMEN. — I  have  the  honor  to  report  for  your  consideration 
the  operations  and  expenditures  of  the  Department  of  Health  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1893;  and  with  it  such  suggestions 
for  future  advancement  in  municipal  sanitation  as  past  experience 
and  observation  appears  to  warrant. 

After  careful  compilation  of  home  and  foreign  vital  statistics,  we 
find  that  our  city  is  one  of  the  most  healthful  in  the  world.  Such 
statements  coming  directly  from  the  Department  of  Health  should 
contain  positive  proof  of  its  claims,  realizing  that  this  report  is  not 
merely  for  your  consideration,  but  also  for  the  scrutiny  of  more 
than  five  hundred  health  departments  and  scientific  statisticians  in 
our  own  and  foreign  countries. 

Therefore,  I  append  the  following  table  of  statistics,  a  brief  review 
of  the  same  will  convince  the  most  sceptical  of  the  trustworthy 
character  of  our  claims  and  corroborate  them  beyond  the  possibility 
of  successful  disproval.

The  general  healthfulness  of  our  people  during  the  year  1893  has 
been  exceptionally  good,  contagious  and  infectious  diseases  have 
been  kept  under  control  and  preventable  diseases  restricted  by 
energetic  sanitary  measures. 

Enteric  fever  increased  gradually  during  the  winter  and  spring 
months,  while  during  the  months  of  July,  August,  September  and 
October  its  prevalence  suggested  the  advisability  of  making  special 
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and  continuous  efforts  to  locate  its  possible  origin.  Numerous 
analyses  of  well  waters,  from  suspected  localities,  were  made,  all 
showing- marked  contamination  by  vegetable  matter  (Albuminoid 
Amm  on  ia)  and  chlorine  from  sewage.  The  water  supplied  from 
the  Mississippi  river  for  city  use  showed  traces  of  contamination, 
due,  in  all  probabilit}^  to  the  vast  number  of  pine  logs  lying  in  its 
bed  and  tributary  streams  annually.  About  the  middle  of  Novem 
ber  the  Enteric  ( Typhoid)  fever  bacillus  suddenly  became  inactive 
and  almost  disappeared  in  a  few  days.  The  original  conditions 
remaining  the  same,  what  invisible  influence  arrested  and  des- 
troyed its  activity  remains  for  further  investigations  to  answer 
correctly. 

GARBAGE. 

The  removal  of  our  garbage  by  the  contract  system  has  been  in 
operation  for  one  year,  and  so  far,  appears  to  be  an  improvement 
upon  former  methods  of  disposal.  Its  final  success  depends  largely 
upon  the  utilization  of  this  material  for  fertilizing  purposes,  either 
directly  or  by  converting  it  into  a  fertilizer  by  mechanical  processes, 
other  than  the  natural  process  by  decomposition.  The  simple  trans- 
portation of  garbage  from  the  city  into  the  rural  districts,  there  to 
accumulate  in  unsightly  masses,  cannot  be  considered  by  the  de- 
partment as  a  proper  disposal  or  sanitary  method. 

The  rapid  utilization  of  such  material  for  fertilizing  purposes  was 
the  paramount  idea  in  the  minds  of  the  Department  of  Health  when 
the  contract  system  was  advocated  and  inaugurated. 

The  amounts  and  kinds  of  material  can  be  readily  understood  by 
examining  the  quarterly  reports  herewith  submitted  by  the  con- 
tractor.

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  regarding  the  advisability  and 
desirability  of  establishing  a  systematic  collection  of  garbage  in 
our  municipality,  combined  with  its  proper  disposal.  When  such  a 
system  is  in  operation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  we  may  hope  for  the  abandonment  of  the  cesspool  by  forc- 
ing water  and  sewer  connections,  and,  consequently,  saving  the 
lives  of  hundreds  of  children  annually,  who  are  now  the  victims  of 
diphtheria,  cholera  infantum  and  other  preventable  filth  diseases, 
for  which  the  cesspools  and  filthy  vaults  are  largely  responsible,  as 
well  as  the  community  which  tolerate  those  abominable  nuisances. 

The  disposal  of  kitchen  garbage  has  been  a  live  issue  for  several 
years  before  every  department  of  health  in  this  country.    In  eastern 
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cities,  for  a  time  the  question  appeared  solved,  but  scientific  investi- 
gations proved  that  the  meat  of  garbage  fed  hogs  was  dangerous 
to  consumers,  and  like  other  articles  of  food  offered  for  sale,  of 
questionable  character,  ought  to  be  labeled  and  branded  as  pork  fed 
or  fatted  upon  city  garbage. 

There  is  but  one  way  to  destroy  that  innominate  mass  of  material 
known  as  kitchen  garbage,  and  that  is  gradually  gaining  a  firm  hold 
in  the  minds  of  practical  sanitarians,  and  rapidly  supplanting  all 
other  systems  heretofore  used.  The  garbage  furnace  specially  con- 
structed for  rapid  reduction  of  offensive  material,  recommends 
itself  to  every  municipality  as  a  sanitary  measure  unexcelled.  To 
educate  housewives  and  servants  to  burn  in  ranges,  furnaces  and 
stoves  all  house  refuse,  would  be  a  marked  improvement,  and  re- 
duce the  general  accumulation  annually.  Inventive  genius  may 
sometime  construct  apparatus  for  the  reduction  of  kitchen  gar- 
bage to  a  fertilizer,  destroying  all  noxious  gases  originating  during 
the  process  of  preparation,  but  until  such  genius  appears,  and 
practically  demonstrates  its  ability,  all  disease-breeding  garbage 
should  be  consigned  to  the  flames  for  purification. 

QUARANTINE  HOSPITAL. 

The  question  regarding  the  legality  of  our  municipal  government 
to  maintain  a  contagious  disease  hospital  within  the  corporate  lim- 
its of  the  suburban  village  of  St.  Louis  Park,  has  been  decided  in 
the  lower  courts  in  our  favor.  The  new  and  commodous  City  Hospi- 
tal, with  its  well  equipped  disease  annexes  simplifies  the  handling 
of  those  cases  (small  pox  and  cholera  excepted),  and  saves  the  extra 
travel  of  several  hundred  miles  annually  by  the  quarantine  physi- 
cian. 

During  the  year  1893  forty  patients  were  taken  to  and  cared  for  at 
the  detention  hospital  by  the  department.  Of  this  number  twelve 
suffered  from  diphtheria,  eight  from  scarlet  fever,  two  from  measles 
and  fourteen  from  erysipelas.  But  one  death  occurred  in  the  hospi- 
tal, that  one  being  caused  by  general  virulent  erysipelas.  There 
were  four  persons  detained  on  account  of  having  been  exposed  to 
diphtheria. 

When  it  is  distinctly  understood  that  the  great  majority  of  those 
cases  were  taken  from  the  lowest  and  filthiest  places  in  the  city,  in 
many  cases  several  days  having  elapsed  before  being  discovered 
and  reported  to  the  department,  the  number  of  fatal  cases  was  ex- 
ceedingly small.  We  do  not  claim  any  special  skill  in  the  treatment 
of  those  diseases,  but  rather  indicate  what  pure  air,  good  water, 
clean  beds  and  sanitary  surroundings  will  do,  when  combined  with 
good  food  and  nursing.

REPORT  OF  E.  S.  KELLEY,  COMMISSIONER  OF  HEALTH. 
To  The  Honorable  City  Council,  Minneapolis,  Minn.: 

Gentlemen — I  had  the  honor  of  representing-  Minneapolis,  and, 
in  fact,  the  state  of  Minnesota,  in  the  Pan-American  Medical  Con- 
gress, held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  from  September  5th  to  the  9th 
included. 

This  remarkable  congress,  the  first  of  its  character,  not  only  com- 
bined, as  its  title  indicates,  representatives  from  all  Americas,  but 
also  delegates  from  other  nations,  notably  England  and  Egypt.  In 
reality  it  was  a  g-athering  of  scientific  men  in  every  department  of 
medicine  and  sanitation. 

The  special  interest  of  the  Northwest  was  centered  in  quarantine 
and  the  control  of  contagious  diseases.  This  division  naturally 
placed  your  representative  in  the  section  devoted  to  that  special 
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branch.  The  danger  from  cholera  and  yellow  fever  naturally- 
intensified  the  interest  in  this  section,  insuring-  prompt  attendance 
and  activity  on  its  deliberations,  which  even  Washington  attrac- 
tions could  not  divert. 

The  full  benefit  to  the  country  of  such  congresses  cannot  be  esti- 
mated. It  places  the  health  departments  in  touch  with  each  other; 
we  know  in  Minneapolis  what  measures  are  adopted  in  South,  Cen- 
tral and  North  America  for  the  control  of  all  infectious  and  con- 
tagious diseases,  and  every  step  taken  by  quarantine  officers,  either 
by  quarantine  or  chemical  means,  used  to  prevent  the  spread  and 
destroy  the  producing  cause  of  endemic  and  epidemic  diseases.  It 
requires  years  of  actual  observation  and  special  lines  of  study  to 
become  familiar  with  the  bacillus  of  cholera  anthrax,  diphtheria, 
typhoid  fever,  glanders,  etc.,  etc.  To  be  an  efficient  health  commis- 
sioner and  secure  recognizance  as  a  scientific  sanitarian  in  such 
congresses  of  scientific  men,  it  is  absolute^  necessary  to  be  famil- 
iar with  every  phase  of  modern  bacteriology  and  microscopic  bacil- 
lus. Such  knowledge  and  qualifications  can  only  be  attained  by 
constant  study  at  home  and  opportunities  of  association  with 
co-laborers  and  laboratory  experimentation. 

Keenly  recognizing  the  advantage  which  your  honorable  body 
has  liberally  given  me,  I  can  only  assure  you  that  with  my  humble 
ability  I  have  assiduously  endeavored  to  grasp,  hold  and  apply  for 
the  best  interests  of  our  city  all  that  I  could  learn  from  the  advan- 
tages which  you  have  generously  given  me. 

The  president,  Hon.  Grover  Cleveland,  welcomed  our  congress  to 
Washington  and  gave  us  a  special  five  o'clock  reception  at  the 
White  House. 


REPORT  ON  ANALYSES  OF  WELL  WATER. 

Minneapolis,  Minn.,  December  20th,  1893. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

GENTLEMEN: — Your  standing  committee  on  health  and  hospitals, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  of  Alderman  McGuire  to  instruct 
the  health  commissioner  to  make  analysis  of  well  water,  respect- 
fully report:  That  previous  to  this  matter  being  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  council,  by  the  motion  above  referred  to,  the  depart- 
ment of  health  had  begun  an  investigation,  the  object  of  which  was 
to  determine  the  cause  of  the  large,  and  at  that  time  increasing 
number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  city. 

This  disease  is  one  of  the  number  classed  "preventable."  It  is  not 
considered  abroad  in  the  air,  but  communicable  through  waters 
polluted  by  the  discharge  from  the  bowels  of  typhoid  fever  patients. 
Such  being  the  opinions  of  the  best  authorities  of  the  age,  the  de- 
partment thought  to  determine  the  quality  of  the  water  being  used 
by  the  persons  afflicted  by  the  disease. 

Of  the  twenty-six  (26)  samples  analyzed  that  were  taken  from  wells 
used  by  typhoid  fever  patients,  not  one  sample  was  of  such  quality 
as  would  recommend  its  safe  use  as  a  potable  water  without  either 
filtration  or  boiling;  some  of  the  samples  being  so  bad  as  to  re- 
quire their  immediate  condemnation  by  the  department. 

A  few  samples  were  taken  from  wells  that  the  department  had 
good  reason  to  believe  were  unpolluted,  and  an  analysis  made  of 
them  to  show  the  quality  of  the  natural  waters  of  this  region,  and 
also  to  show  to  what  extent  the  well  waters  of  the  built-up  portion 
of  the  city  have  become  polluted. 

We  find  of  the  1,073  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurring  in  the  city 
from  January  1st,  1893,  to  December  20th,  1893,  those  using  well  water 
were  529;  those  using  city  water  were  523;  those  using  city  and  well 
were  21;  those  having  sewer  connections,  282;  those  having  no  sewer 
connections,  791. 

Your  committee,  after  giving  the  matter  much  thought,  would 
recommend  for  the  protection  of  the  people  against  this  disease: 
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1st.  The  compulsory  abandonment  of  all  cesspools  where  sewer 
connections  can  be  made. 

2nd.  The  compulsory  requirement  to  make  sewer  connections 
where  sewers  are  already  built,  in  all  cases  where  it  is  deemed  by 
the  department  of  health  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  public 
health. 

3rd.  The  extension  of  the  water  mains  in  such  districts  where  the 
wells  are  known  to  be  contaminated  with  sewage. 

4th.  Consideration  of  the  desirability  and  practicability  of  the 
city  establishing-  a  reservoir  and  filter  system  in  connection  with  its 
water  works  system. 

5th.  The  abandonment  of  the  pumping-  stations  on  the  east  and 
west  side  of  the  river  at  as  early  a  time  as  possible,  and  that  this 
whole  matter  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  health  and  hospitals, 
water  works  and  city  engineer.

Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria  is  a  contagious  disease;  ftne  that  a  well  person  can  take  from  the  sick. 
Like  all  contagious  diseases,  diphtheria  is  preventable.  In  order  to  prevent  it  we 
must  know  how  it  is  carried  from  a  sick  to  a  well  person. 

Diphtheria  may  be  taken: 

1.  By  contact  with  the  breath  and  discharges  of  a  person  sick  with  diphtheria,  and 
by  breathing  the  air  in  the  room  of  such  a  person;  also  by  getting  diphtheria  poison 
on  sores. 

2.  From  milk  and  other  food  tainted  with  diphtheria  poison. 

To  prevent  the  spread  of  diphtheria,  all  discharges  from  the  bowels,  nose  and  mouth 
of  the  sick  person  must  be  destroyed  or  made  harmless  as  soon  as  they  come  from  the 
patient,  and  all  persons  in  the  house  must  have  pure  air  and  pure  water. 

Diphtheria  is  especially  fatal  to  children,  but  many  grown  people  die  of  it.  All  the 
more  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  it,  because  when  it  breaks  out  it  is  very  fatal 
and  hard  to  treat  with  medicines.  The  following  rules  should  be  strictly  followed 
whenever  diphtheria  attacks  anyone: 

HOW  TO  PREVENT  DIPHTHERIA. 

1.  Persons  who  have  catarrh,  or  who  are  subject  to  sore  throat,  are  especially  apt 
to  catch  diphtheria.  So  are  persons  whose  health  is  run  down.  Such  persons  should 
be  very  careful  of  themselves  when  diptheria  is  near  them. 

2.  When  there  are  diphtheria  cases  in  the  neighborhood,  keep  away  from  meetings 
in  crowded  places,  such  as  theatres,  public  halls,  and  even  churches,  unless  they  are 
well  aired  and  well  heated  during  the  services.  Diphtheria  is  more  common  in  winter 
and  in  cold  months  than  at  any  other  time,  because  there  is  less  fresh  air  in  houses  in 
cold  weather. 

3.  Nurseries,  kindergartens,  school-rooms  and  other  places  where  children  go, 
should  have  plenty  of  fresh  air,  and  should  be  kept  clean.  Children  catch  diphtheria 
more  easily  than  grown  people. 

4.  When  there  is  a  case  of  diphtheria  in  the  neighborhood,  do  not  neglect  any  sore 
throat,  but  call  a  physician  at  once. 

5.  Do  not  go  into  a  house  where  there  is  a  case  of  diphtheria,  and  do  not  let  your 
children  play  with  children  who  live  in  that  house. 

t5.  Never  let  a  person  who  has  a  sore  throat  or  diphtheria  breathe  on  your  face.  Do 
not  kiss  such  a  person,  and  do  not  eat  with  one. 

7.  If  there  is  diphtheria  in  your  house  do  not  eat  or  drink  in  the  same  room  with 
the  sick  person,  and  do  not  use  or  let  anyone  else  use  the  same  cup,  plate,  glass, 
spoon,  knife  or  fork  used  by  the  sick  person. 

8.  Sometimes  we  cannot  tell  where  the  diphtheria  poison  comes  from,  unless  from 
filth.  The  filth  may  be  in  a  garbage  heap,  a  cesspool  or  a  privy  vault.  It  may  be  in 
the  gases  from  a  bad  sewer,  or  from  rotting  vegetables  in  a  cellar.  It  may  be  in  water 
or  milk  fouled  by  sewage  or  by  water  running  into  wells  or  springs  from  privies.  All 
these  things  cause  sickness. 

9.  Children  must  not  be  exposed  to  diphtheria  in  any  way.  When  grown  people  are 
obliged  to  go  into  the  room  of  a  person  who  has  diphtheria,  they  should  bathe  and 
change  their  clothing,  before  they  go  where  children  are. 

10.  Do  not  let  children  use  a  water  closet  or  privy  vault  in  which  the  discharges 
from  diphtheria  patients  are  thrown.  If  you  can  do  so,  send  the  children  away  from 
the  house  where  there  is  a  case  of  diphtheria 

11.  Cats,  dogs,  cows,  hogs,  chickens,  pigeons,  canary  birds,  parrots  and  some  other 
birds  and  animals  sometimes  have  diphtheria  and  carry  the  disease.  Keep  the  chil- 
dren away  from  any  of  these  animals  or  birds  which  have  any  throat  disease.  Do  not 
let  any  of  them  go  into  the  room  or  house  where  a  person  is  sick  with  diphtheria. 

12.  There  are  no  specifics,  nor  antidotes,  nor  sure  cures  for,  or  medicines  to  prevent 
diphtheria.    It  is  a  waste  of  time  and  money  to  buy  or  use  anything. of  the  kind. 
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DIRECTIONS  FOR  NURSING. 

1.  You  can  catch  diphtheria  almost  as  easily  as  you  can  small-pox.  When  a  person 
is  first  taken  sick  it  is  often  hard  to  tell  whether  he  has  diphtheria  or  not.  To  be  on 
the  safe  side,  take  it  for  granted  that  when  anyone  has  sore  throat,  foul  breath  and 
fever  he  has  diphtheria,  especially  if  there  is  diphtheria  in  the  neighborhood.  Sepa- 
rate this  person  from  all  others  except  the  necessary  nurses,  and  send  for  a  physician. 

THE  SICK  ROOM. 

The  room  for  a  person  sick  with  diphtheria  should  be  large,  easily  aired  and  as  far 
as  possible  from  the  rooms  of  other  members  of  the  family.  Take  out  of  the  room  all 
ornaments,  carpets,  table  covers,  draperies,  plush  chairs  and  other  things  that  are  not 
needed  in  it.  The  patient  must  have  plenty  of  fresh  air  night  and  day.  If  possible, 
heat  the  room  with  an  open  fire.  If  there  is  a  fire  place  have  a  fire  in  it.  even  if  you 
must  use  other  heat.  A  stove  makes  the  worst  kind  of  heat  for  a  sick  room.  If  a  stove 
must  be  used,  put  a  pan  or  kettte  of  water  on  it. 

If  you  can  do  so  place  the  bed  near  the  center  of  the  room,  without  letting  the  air 
blow  directly  on  the  patient. 

The  discharges  from  the  nose  and  mouth  of  the  patient  should  be  taken  on  clean 
rags  and  burned  at  once. 

Keep  in  the  chamber  pot  about  a  quart  of  solution  No.  2.  When  the  patient  has  an 
operation  from  the  bowels  empty  the  vessel  and  then  put  more  of  the  solution  into  it. 

All  knives,  forks,  spoons,  glasses,  cups  and  plates  used  by  the  patient  must  be  put 
into  boiling  water  at  once. 

A  pail  or  tub  of  solution  No.  3— two  ounces  to  one  gallon  of  water— should  be  kept  in 
the  room,  and  all  clothing,  blankets,  sheets,  towels,  pillow  slips  and  other  cloth  arti- 
cles used  about  the  patient  or  in  the  room  should  be  put  into  this  as  soon  as  they  are 
used,  and  before  they  are  taken  from  the  room.  Then  they  must  be  taken  out  and 
boiled  at  once    Use  old  blankets  on  the  bed. 

If  you  can  do  so  employ  a  professional  nurse  for  the  patient.  No  more  than  two  per- 
sons should  go  into  the  patient's  room,  and  these  persons  should  keep  away  from  other 
members  of  the  family.  If  one  of  these  persons  has  to  go  away  from  the  house,  he  or 
she  should  change  the  clothing  and  wash  the  hands,  face  and  hair  with  soap  and  water. 

While  there  is  diphtheria  in  a  house  no  one  living  in  that  house  should  get  into  any 
street  car,  omnibus,  hack,  steam  car,  steam  boat  or  other  public  conveyance,  or  go  to 
any  public  meeting,  or  into  any  crowded  building,  such  as  a  theater,  church  or  school. 
They  should  not  go  into  any  of  these  places  after  the  patient  is  well  until  the  health 
authorities  give  permission. 

Dogs,  cats,  birds  and  fowls  should  be  kept  out  of  the  room,  and  even  out  of  the 
house. 

As  long  as  any  one  in  the  house  has  diphtheria  throw  into  the  privy  vault  every  day 
four  or  five  gallons  of  solution  No.  2.  For  water  closets,  pour  a  quart  of  this  solution 
into  the  pan  after  using  it. 

CARE  AFTER  RECOVERY. 

A  person  who  has  had  a  bad  attack  of  diphtheria  can  spread  the  disease  for  forty  (40) 
days  from  the  beginning  of  the  sickness.  A  person  who  has  had  diphtheria  should 
not  associate  with  others,  nor  go  to  school  or  church,  or  to  any  public  meeting,  until 
the  throat  is  entirely  well  and  the  sores  on  the  lips  and  nose  are  healed.  Before  going 
to  school  or  any  public  meeting,  the  person  should  have  a  health  certificate  from  the 
Health  Commissioner. 

All  of  the  clothing  of  the  sick  person  should  be  disinfected  before  it  is  worn  again. 
The  clothing  the  patient  was  wearing  when  he  was  taken  sick  should  be  disinfected  at 
once  and  put  away. 

REPORT  TO  THE  HEALTH  COMMISSIONER. 

Whenever  a  case  of  diphtheria  occurs  in  a  house,  the  head  of  the  house  or  the  at- 
tending physiqian,  should  report  it  at  once  to  the  Health  Department  Plain  and  dis- 
tinct notices  in  the  form  of  placards  will  be  placed  on  the  house  or  premises  where 
there  is  a  case  of  diphtheria,  and  children  should  be  kept  away  from  such  houses. 
Notice  will  be  sent  to  the  public  school  in  the  neighborhood  where  there  is  diphtheria 
in  the  house,  and  the  pupils  should  be  warned  against  visiting  or  playing  about  such 
houses. 

When  the  Health  Commissioner  is  notified  of  a  case  of  diphtheria,  he  will  go  to  the 
house  or  see  that  the  necessary  precautious  are  enforced.  He  will  order  placards 
posted,  notify  schools,  take  charge  of  the  funeral  of  any  one  that  dies  of  the  disease, 
see  that  rooms,  clothing  and  premises  arepioperly  disinfected,  and  give  official  cer- 
tificates of  recovery.  Until  the  Health  Commissioner  gives  such  a  certificate,  the 
house  and  everything  in  it  shall  be  considered  quarantined. 

IN  CASE  OF  DEATH. 

If  a  person  dies  of  diphtheria,  the  body  should  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet  thoroughly 
wet  with  solution  No.  2,  and  placed  in  an  air  tight  coffin,  which  must  be  closed  at  once 
and  kept  in  the  sick  room  until  taken  away  for  burial. 

It  is  unlawful  to  hold  a  public  funeral  or  wake  over  the  body,  or  to  put  such  a  body 
on  a  railroad  train,  unless  specially  prepared  by  antiseptics,  hermetically  sealed  zinc 
coffin,  etc. 

FUMIGATE  AND  CLEAN  THE  HOUSE. 

After  the  patient  gets  well  or  dies,  all  the  clothes  he  has  worn  or  used  that  cannot  be 
washed,  and  the  room  and  everything  in  it  should  be  disinfected  with  sulphur.  These 
are  the  directions  for  disinfecting  a  room  with  sulphur: 

1.  Paste  strips  or  sheets  of  paper  over  the  keyholes,  window  cracks,  door  cracks,  fire- 
places, stove  holes  and  other  openings.    Have  all  windows  and  doors  shut. 

2.  All  the  articles  in  the  room  that  cannot  be  washed  must  be  spread  out  on  chairs 
or  racks.  Mattresses  must  be  opened  and  spread  upon  chairs.  Window  shades  and 
curtains  spread  out  full  length.  If  there  is  a  trunk  or  chest  in  the  room,  open  it,  but 
let  nothing  stay  in  it.  Open  the  pillows  so  that  the  sulphur  fumes  can  reach  the 
feathers. 
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3.  Use  three  (3)  pounds  of  sulphur  for  every  1,000  cubic  feet  in  the  room.  A  room 
ten  ( 10 )  feet  long,  ten  ( 10 )  feet  wide  and  ten  ( 10 )  feet  high  has  1,000  cubic  feet.  For  a 
closet  half  as  large,  use  a  pound  and  a  half  of  sulphur.  Moisten  the  sulphur  with 
alcohol. 

4.  Take  out  of  the  room  any  wire  mattresses,  sewing  machine,  piano  or  other 
machine  made  with  metal.   Sulphur  fumes  injure  fine  iron  or  steel. 

5.  Burn  the  sulphur  in  an  iron  vessel  with  live  coals.  Take  a  tub  with  about  two 
( 2  )  inches  of  water  in  the  bottom,  put  some  bricks  in  it,  then  put  the  vessel  with  live 
coals  on  the  bricks,  moisten  the  sulphur  with  alcohol  and  throw  it  on  the  coals.  When 
the  sulphur  begins  to  burn,  close  the  room  tightly  for  twenty -four  (24)  hours. 

6.  At  the  end  of  twenty-four  (24 »  hours  open  the  windows,  top  and  bottom,  if  you 
can,  and  air  the  room  for  a  day  o  two. 

7.  Take  out  the  clothes  and  other  things  that  have  been  fumigated  and  put  them  in 
th«  sunshine  and  air  for  a  couple  of  days  Take  up  the  carpet,  have  it  beaten,  and  air 
it  for  about  a  week. 

8.  While  the  room  is  being  aired,  brush  the  walls  and  ceiling  and  then  scrub  the 
paint,  all  woodwork  and  floors  with  lye  soap  and  hot  water. 

It  issafer  to  burn  straw,  husks,  moss  or  "excelsior"  mattress  filling. 

The  outer  clothing  worn  by  those  who  have  taken  care  of  the  sick,  should  be  fumi- 
gated with  sulphur.  All  clothing  that  can  be  washed,  should  be  boiled  for  at  least  one 
hour. 

BEST  DISINFECTANTS. 

For  genera]  use:  Sunlight,  fresh  air,  soap  and  water,  thorough  cleanliness.  For 
special  purposes  the  following  are  good,  simple  and  cheap.  Auy  druggist  can  make 
them : 

SOLUTION  NO.  1. 

Dissolve  4  ounces  of  the  best  chloride  of  lime  in  one  gallon  of  pure  water,  or  half  a 
pound  to  two  gallons.  Pour  one  quart  of  this  into  the  vessel  with  each  discharge  of 
a  diphtheria  patient,  and  leave  in  the  vessel  an  hour  before  ihrowing  it  into  the  privy 
vault  or  water  closet.   Let  the  patient  spit  in  the  cup  half  full  of  this  solution. 

This  solution  will  bleach  colored  cloth.   If  this  solution  is  offensive,  use  No.  2  or  3. 

SOLUTION  NO.  2. 

Dissolve  corrosive  sublimate,  permanganate  of  potash,  and  muriate  of  ammonia  in 
pure  water,  in  the  proportion  of  half  an  ounce  of  each  to  two  gallons  of  water.  Use  in 
the  same  way  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  solution  No.  1,  but  it  keeps  longer.  This 
solution  is  poisonous,  and  will  injure  lead  pipes.  It  should  not  be  made  or  kept  in 
metal  vessels. 

SOLUTION  NO.  3. 

Dissolve  four  ounces  corrosive  sublimate  and  one  pound  of  sulphate  of  copper  in  one 
gallon  of  water.  Use  this  for  disinfecting  clothing  and  bed-clothes.  Add  a  teacup 
full  of  it  to  two  gallons  of  water.  Soak  the  clothes  in  it  for  two  hours  then  wring  out 
and  boil  them  in  a  wash  boiler.  This  Solution  is  poisonous,  and  must  not  be  put  into 
metal  vessels  or  poured  into  lead  pipes. 

DISINFECTION  OF  PRIVY  VAULTS  AND  CESS-POOLS. 

Use  one  gallon  of  solution  No.  3  to  three  gallons  of  water.  Pour  this  over  the  con- 
tents of  the  vault  and  into  the  cesspool.  All  parts  of  the  woodwork  should  be  thor- 
oughly wet  with  this  solution.  This  should  be  done  every  day  while  the  disease  is  in 
the  house. 

Solution  No  2  and  3  may  be  made  by  the  barrel  and  kept  in  a  safe  place  where  chil- 
dren and  animals  cannot  get  at  it. 


Typhoid  Fever. 

ITS  SANITARY  FEATURES— RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  ITS  PREVEN- 
TION AND  SUPPRESSION. 

ITS  SANITARY  FEATURES. 

1.  For  sanitary  purposes  Typhoid  fever  is  a  contagious  disease.  Its  specific  poison 
will  produce  the  same  disease  if  introduced  into  the  system  of  a  susceptible  healthy 
individual. 

2.  Like  small-pox,  scarlet  fever  and  many  other  contagious  diseases,  one  attack  of 
Typhoid  fever,  as  a  rule,  protects  from  subsequent  attacks. 

3.  The  specific  poison  of  Typhoid  fever  is  contained  in  the  diarrhoeal  discharges 
(and  possibly,  in  other  excretions  and  the  exhalations)  of  the  patient.  If  these  obtain 
access  to  a  water  supply  or  to  articles  of  food  or  drink  an  outbreak  of  Typhoid  will 
follow  among  those  partaking  of  such  water  or  food.  Repeated  instances  of  this  kind 
have  been  traced  to  the  use  of  water  from  an  infected  well  and  to  infected  milk. 

4.  The  diarrhoeal  discharges  when  dry  may  preserve  the  poison  as  effectually  as 
the  crusts  of  small-pox,  the  scales  of  scarlet  fever  and  the  dried  membrane  of  dip- 
theria  preserve  the  specific  poison  of  those  diseases. 

5.  These  discharges  coming  into  contact  with  putrid  animal  matter,  as  by  being 
thrown  into  water  closets  and  privies,  are  capable  of  saturating  such  matter  with  the 
Typhoid  fever  poison  in  its  most  concentrated  and  virulent  form. 

(j.  Typhoid  fever  may,  therefore,  be  propagated  in  either  of  the  following  ways: 
(a)  By  poisoning  the  water  supply  through  direct  access  of  the  discharges,  or  by 
their  percolation  through  the  soil. 

(b.)  By  the  aerial  dissemination  of  the  poison  in  dried  particles  of  discharges  or 
other  excretions. 
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(c)  By  exhalations  from  sewers,  water  closets,  privies  or  other  receptacles  of  these 
discharges. 

By  modes  (a)  and  (b)  articles  of  diet,  both  solid  and  liquid,  may  be  contaminated 
and  thus  give  rise  to  outbreaks  of  the  disease. 

7.  From  the  foregoing,  the  deduction  is  obvious  that  the  important  sanitary  indica- 
tion during  the  existence  of  a  case  of  Typhoid  fever,  is  to  subject  the  intestinal  dis- 
charges and  other  excretions  of  the  patient  to  such  process  of  disinfection  as  will 
destroy  the  specific  poison  contained  and  to  do  this  promptly  and  efficiently. 

In  this  work  the  department  of  health  can  do  little  unaided  by  the  family  physi- 
cian. Upon  him  rests  the  responsibility  of  seeing  that  thorough  disinfection  is  carried 
out  in  every  case  of  Typhoid  fever  he  may  be  called  upon  to  treat. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  When  a  case  of  Typhoid  fever  is  known  to  exist  in  a  neighborhood  it  must  be  at 
once  reported  to  the  health  department,  which  will  institute  a  thorough  investigation 
as  to  the  origin  of  the  case.  A  strict  examination  will  be  made  regarding  the  sur- 
roundings and  character  of  the  water  supply  of  the  locality.  If  there  be  any  reason 
to  suspect  that  this  may  be  possibly  contaminated  from  the  case,  its  use  should  be  for- 
bidden until  the  proper  measures  can  be  taken  to  protect  it  against  such  contamina- 
tion and  the  question  of  its  safety  be  definitely  settled.  The  location  of  wells,  with 
reference  to  the  privy  Into  which  Typhoid  discharges  are  thrown,  the  inclination  of 
the  ground  between  such  points,  and  the  character  of  the  soil,  should  all  be  taken  into 
consideration.  Wells  into  whhth  surface  washings  from  the  infected  premises  might 
find  their  way  by  the  natural  slope  of  the  ground,  and  wells  within  a  given  distance 
of  the  privy  of  such  premises,  should  be  at  once  abandoned.  Tbe  contaminating  dis- 
tance varies  according  to  the  nature  of  the  soil,  and  the  depth  of  the  well;  in  a  loose, 
porous  soil  a  well  30  to  40  feet  deep  will  be  dangerous  if  within  100  feet  of  Typhoid 
premises. 

2.  If  the  case  exists  in  a  sewered  neighborhood,  every  householder  should  have  a 
thorough  inspection  made  of  the  drainage  of  his  own  premises.  If  the  sewer  connec- 
tion be  not  broken  by  a  proper  ventilating  shaft,  extending  above  the  highest  point  of 
the  roof,  such  shaft  should  be  provided  forthwith.  All  interior  plumbing  should  be 
examined,  defective  joints  repaired,  traps  put  in  order  and  the  flushing  devices  of 
water-closets  made  effective. 

Scrupulous  cleanliness  in  every  portion  of  the  premises  should  be  enforced.  All  de- 
caying animal  and  vegetable  matter,  and  every  kind  and  source  of  filth  in  and  around 
the  house  should  be  removed,  and  disinfectants  freely  used.  Surface  drains  and  gut- 
ters, areas,  outhouses,  shelters  for  domestic  animals,  fowls,  etc.,  should  receive  close 
and  constant  attention  and  disinfecting  solution  No.  3,  (see  at  close  of  Diphtheria) 
should  be  freely  and  regularly  used  in  every  such  place. 

4.  The  precautions  recommended  to  prevent  the  extension  of  the  infection  to  other 
localities,  are  of  even  more  importance  upon  the  premises  where  a  cate  of  typhoid 
fever  exists.  Here  there  is  the  greatest  danger  of  the  poison  finding  lodgment  in  the 
soil  which  favors  its  growth  and  intensify—  namely,  filth  in  any  form.  Therefore,  the 
advice  given  in  Rule  No.  3  should  be  rigidly  carried  out  in  its  every  detail  upon  the 
infected  premises. 

5.  Within  the  infected  house  itself,  the  important  matter  to  attend  to  is  the  prompt 
disinfection  of  the  discharges  from  the  patient,  and  of  everything  liable  to  come  in 
contact  with  such  discharges.   The  following  details  should  be  observed. 

(a)  .  All  discharges  should  be  received  in  vessels  and  treated  with  disinfecting  so- 
lution No.  8  or  No.  4. 

(b)  .  If  there  be  a  water  closet,  this  should  be  used  exclusively  for  the  discharges 
from  the  patient  while  the  fever  lasts,  and  the  receptacle  should  be  flooded  three  or 
four  times  a  day  with  disinfecting  solution  No.  3. 

(c)  .  When  practicable— instead  of  being  thrown  info  a  privy— the  discharges,  after 
being  thoroughly  disinfected,  should  be  buried  in  the  ground,  at  least  100  feet  away 
from  any  well  or  other  source  of  water  supply. 

(d)  .  A  pail  or  tub  of  disinfecting  solution  No.  3  should  be  kept  in  the  sick  room, 
and  into  this  all  clothing,  blankets,  sheets,  towels,  etc.,  used  about  the  patient  or  in 
the  room  should  be  dropped  immediately  after  used  and  before  being  removed  from 
the  room.  They  should  then  be  boiled  as  soon  as  practicable.  Rags,  clo  et-paper  or 
other  materials  used  about  the  person  of  the  patient  should  be  immediately  burned. 

(e)  .  The  sick-room  should  be  large,  easily  ventilated  and  as  far  as  practicable  from 
the  living  and  sleeping  rooms  of  the  other  members  of  the  family.  All  ornaments, 
carpets,  draperies  and  articles  not  absolutely  needed  in  the  room  should  be  removed. 
A  free  circulation  of  air  from  without  should'  be  admitted  both  by  night  and  by  day- 
there  is  no  better  disinfectant  than  pure  air.  Place  the  bed  as  nearly  as  possible  in 
the  middle  of  the  room,  but  keep  the  patient  out  of  draughts. 

(f)  .  Not  more  than  two  persons,  one  of  them  a  professional  nurse,  if  obtainable, 
should  be  employed  in  the  sick  room  and  their  intercourse  with  other  members  of  the 
family  should  be  properly  restricted.  If  possible,  the  attendants  should  be  selected 
from  those  who  have  already  had  typhoid  fever.  In  the  event  that  it  becomes  neces- 
sary for  the  attendant  to  go  away  from  the  house,  a  change  of  clothing  should  be 
made,  using  such  as  has  not  been  exposed  to  infection;  the  hands,  face  and  hair  should 
be  thoroughly  washed  with  a  disinfectant  of  soap  and  water— a  variety  of  such  soaps 
are  sold  by  the  druggists. 

6.  After  recovery  and  during  convalescense  the  patient  is  to  be  considered  danger- 
ous so  long  as  the  intestinal  discharges  continue  to  be  more  copious,  liquid  and 
frequent  than  natural  ;  and  disinfection  should  be  maintained  until  the  attending 
physician  advises  that  it  is  no  longer  necessary. 

7.  In  the  event  of  death,  the  body  should  be  wrapped  in  a  sheet  thoroughly  soaked 
in  disinfecting  solution  No.  2,  and  placed  in  an  air-tight  coffin,  which  is  to  remain 
in  the  sick  room  until  the  removal  for  burial.  Public  funerals  and  wakes  over  such  a 
body  are  forbidden. 

8.  After  recovery  or  death,  all  articles  worn  by  or  that  have  come  in  contact  with 
the  patient,  together  with  the  room  and  all  its  contents  should  be  thoroughly  disin- 
fected by  burning  sulphur  in  the  following  manner.   (  See  close  of  diphtheria.)

A  SPECIAL  REPORT  UPON  ITS  CHARACTER,  DISTRIBUTION,  DURATION, 
CAUSES,  MORTALITY,  ETC.,  BY  WM.  E.  LEONARD,  M.  D.,  MEDICAL 
INSPECTOR. 

To  E.  S.  KELLEY,  M.  D.,  Commissioner  of  Health  : 

This,  the  third  special  report  upon  typhoid  fever,  the  result  of  the 
systematic  medical  inspection  inaugurated  by  you  three  years 
since,  is,  in  many  respects,  of  far  greater  interest  than  either  of  the 
preceding  ones. 

NUMBER  OF  CASES— AN  EPIDEMIC. 

In  the  first  place  the  disease  assumed  the  form  of  an  epidemic 
during  the  summer  and  fall,  there  being  at  least  400  cases,  or  2  per 
cent,  of  the  population,  ill  with  the  fever  at  one  time.  This  con- 
stituted the  most  serious  outbreak  since  October,  1881,  when  for 
thirty  days  the  deaths  from  this  cause  averaged  two  each  day,  no 
record  being  then  kept  of  the  number  of  cases. 

The  total  number  of  cases  reported  in  1893  was  1 ,080,  as  against  462 
in  1892  and  582  in  1891.  The  type  of  fever  in  this  epidemic  was  mild, 
for  the  number  of  deaths  was  only  134,  or  very  nearly  12^  per  cent., 
while  in  each  of  the  former  years  the  death  rate  was  about  15  per 
cent. 

As  in  all  epidemics,  the  tendency  among  physicians  has  been  too 
much  toward  classifying  all  fevers  as  typhoid,  and  there  have  also 
appeared  in  the  practice  of  many  physicians,  as  evidenced  by  highly 
valued  correspondence  with  this  office,  certain  abortive  or  incom- 
plete forms  of  fever,  which  should  not  properly  be  called  typhoid. 
These,  as  far  as  possible,  the  inspectors  have  endeavored  to  elimi- 
nate, putting  in  these  reports  only  such  cases  as  were  evidently 
genuine. 

As  to  the  appearance  and  duration  of  this  epidemic,  study  of  table 
No.  1  shows  only  the  usual  scattering  cases  during  the  first  quarter 
of  the  year  (an  average  of  22  each  month),  but  that  early  in  April 
cases  began  to  multiply  up  to  42  and  evidence  a  gradual  increase 
each  month,  i.  e.,  to  50  in  May,  79  in  June,  82  in  July  and  195  in 
August,  until  the  epidemic  reached  its  height  in  September  with  251 
cases.  Thence  the  decline  is  quite  rapid,  i.  e.,  to  185  cases  in  Octo- 
ber, 107  in  November  and  only  21  in  December.  All  epidemics  of 
typhoid  are  worse  in  the  fall,  but  this  large  number  of  cases  on  this 
particular  year  with  their  peculiar  increase  and  decrease  remains 
without  any  assignable  local  cause. 

The  routine  inspection  has  fallen  mostly  upon  the  writer  and  Dr. 
George  E.  Ricker,  Dr.  A.  K.  Norton  being  during  the  height  of  the 
epidemic  engaged  in  quarantine  and  emigrant  inspection. 

ITS  DISTRIBUTION. 

The  whole  city  has  suffered,  even  to  its  remote  borders,  but  the 
most  of  the  cases  have  been  found  in  the  Sixth,  Third,  Eleventh, 
Fifth  and  Ninth  wards  respectively.  The  first  named  ward  had  79 
more  cases  than  any  other  in  the  city,  and  these  five  wards  afforded 
650  cases  out  of  the  total  1,080.  For  those  unfamiliar  with  the  ward 
boundaries,  a  general  statement  of  the  distribution  of  the  epidemic 
would  be  that  it  was  most  prevalent  east  of  Fourth  avenue  south, 
along  the  river  as  far  out  as  Twenty-fourth  street,  and  again  in  the 
region  of  the  thickest  population  from  Sixth  to  Twentieth  avenues 
on  the  north  side,  and  in  that  portion  of  the  city  popularly  known 
as  "New  Boston,"  i.  e.,  the  extreme  northeastern  portion.  The 
remaining  430  cases,  almost  as  many  as  occurred  altogether  in  1892, 
were  scattered  throughout  the  city,  no  ward  precinct  being  without 
at  least  one  case. 
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IMPORTED  CASES. 


As  in  former  years,  Table  No.  5  shows  that  the  harvest  fields  of  the 
two  Dakotas  and  the  pineries  of  northern  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin 
furnish  most  of  the  cases  sent  into  the  city,  besides  the  usual  acci- 
dental transfer  of  such  invalids  from  all  sections  of  the  country. 
Such  transfer  is  incidental  to  any  large  city  and  an  unavoidable 
source  of  infection.  Yet  the  physicians  and  the  public  in  general 
should  know  that  in  nearly  all  states  the  law  does  not  permit  pa- 
tients sick  with  typhoid  fever  to  travel  about  in  any  way.  Most  rail- 
way officials  fortunately  understand  and  enforce  this  law.  Inas- 
much as  the  infection  of  this  disease  is  from  the  discharges  of  the 
patient,  the  damage  that  one  single  case  might  do  in  spreading  the 
disease  is  obvious  when  attention  is  called  to  the  fact. 

For  this  reason  the  department  asks  for  the  co-operation  of  the 
medical  profession  and  of  all  citizens  in  preventing  the  transfer  of 
such  cases  about  the  city  any  more  than  is  necessary  to  their  proper 
care.  It  will  be  seen  below  that  the  number  of  imported  cases  in 
1893  was  76,or  nearly  7  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  a  much  smaller  propor- 
tion than  in  former  years,  showing  that  the  severity  of  the  epidemic 
was  mainly  due  to  local  causes.

SOURCES  OF  INFECTION. 

This  table  No.  7  is  an  attempt  to  arrive  at  any  local  causes  of 
infection,  and  unfortunately  makes  evident  the  fact  that  the  assign- 
able causes  of  more  than  half  of  the  cases  must  be  called  "unknown." 

This  is  evident  in  spite  of  the  increased  aid  of  the  profession, 
the  growing-  intelligence  of  the  people  in  sanitary  matters,  and  the 
presumably  greater  skill  of  the  inspectors  in  detecting  such  causes. 

The  infection  by  other  cases,  well  water,  and  unsanitary  surround- 
ings as  in  other  years,  still  point  the  moral  of  the  necessity  of  better 
sanitary  conditions  as  a  means  of  stamping-  out  this  disease.  Also 
the  absence  of  proper  sewer  connections  in  the  majority  of  families 
presents  much  the  same  ratio  as  before,  and  is  evidently  a  promin- 
ent factor  in  making  the  disease  almost  constantly  endemic. 

As  seen  in  the  table  below,  the  ratio  of  those  without  sewer  con- 
nections in  the  three  years  varies  from  73.7  to  84.5,  or  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  houses  infected. 

This  seems  a  proper  place  to  reiterate  to  the  medical  profession 
and  the  people  the  obvious  necessity  for  thorough  disinfection  of  all 
discharges,  since,  even  where  there  is  perfect  plumbing-,  neglect  of 
this  precaution  migTit,  through  the  sewers,  be  the  means  of  infecting- 
other  households.  As  those  who  have  had  cases  in  the  house  know 
from  experience  the  department  takes  pains  to  give  full  information 
as  to  the  best  methods  of  disinfection  and  hygiene  of  the  patient,  by 
leaving  at  each  infected  house  concise  printed  directions  as  soon  as 
the  case  is  reported  at  the  office.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

This  table  No.  9,  also  a  new  one,  is  compiled  with  the  purpose  of 
showing-,  if  possible,  what  relation  the  water  supply  has  to  this  epi- 
demic. 

This  table  shows  about  an  equal  number  of  families  using  city  and 
well  water,  viz.  520  and  514  respectively,  but  reflection  is  cast  upon 
our  city  supply  this  year  to  this  extent,  viz.,  in  the  cases  of  1891  and 
1892,  as  far  as  the  records  are  complete,  no  such  proportion  of  those 
using  city  water  is  shown;  or  in  other  words,  before  this  year,  most 
of  those  having  the  fever  used  well  water. 

This  brings  us  to  the  statement  of  former  reports  that  the  use  of 
well  water  is  a  means  of  keeping-  this  disease  in  the  community  year 
after  year,  mainly  through  the  defilement  of  the  water  from  adjacent 
cesspools  and  vaults,  into  which  latter  the  discharges  of  this  fever 
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have  at  some  time  been  thrown.  Believing"  thoroughly  in  this  means 
of  infection,  it  is  the  custom  of  the  department,  as  far  as  it  is  prac- 
ticable, to  order  the  cleaning-  of  those  vaults  where  cases  are  exist- 
ing- or  have  existed. 

By  comparing-  tables  Nos.  10  and  7,  it  will  be  seen  that  not  all  wells 
were  suspected  of  causing-  the  fever,  or  in  other  words,  while  512 
families  used  well  water  only  104  of  these  wells  were  thoug-ht  to  be 
impure  and  a  possible  cause.  That  the  suspicions  of  the  inspectors 
were  correct  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  not  one  of  the  specimens  of 
well  water  analyzed,  all  taken  from  localities  infected  with  typhoid 
fever,  were  found  to  be  good,  but  on  the  contrary,  were  all  of  them 
decidedly  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

BAD  DRAINAGE. 

In  only  a  few  instances  has  the  epidemic  concentrated  in  one  lo- 
cality and  brought  about  many  cases  in  the  same  building.  Where 
this  has  occurred,  notably  at  the  Washburn  Orphan  Asylum,  some 
defect  in  drainage  or  plumbing  has  accounted  for  the  severity  of  the 
local  outbreak.  The  presence  of  31  cases  in  this  asylum,  with  one 
death,  is  so  striking  as  to  demand  a  detailed  account. 

Late  in  August  some  of  the  attendants  and  children  began  to  come 
down  with  the  disease  until  twelve  cases  were  on  hand.  The  next 
month  sixteen  followed  in  such  rapid  succession  that  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  plumbing  followed. 

As  is  well  known,  no  expense  was  spared  by  the  generous  founder 
in  making  the  building  as  sanitary  and  complete  as  possible.  Its 
situation;  away  from  the  city  (50th  street  and  Nicollet  avenue,)  com- 
pletely isolated  it  from  contamination.  Its  water  supply  was  the 
best  that  could  be  obtained  by  deep  drilling  and  its  sewage  was  into 
a  large  cesspool  down  the  hill  some  distance  from  the  building.  In 
this  investigation  the  whole  plumbing  system  was  uncovered,  and 
the  main  drainage  pipe  (8  inches)  as  it  came  out  from  under  the 
eastern  foundations  of  the  great  building,  probably  from  the  set- 
tling of  the  same,  was  found  to  be  broken  in  pieces,  thus  allowing 
the  sewage  of  the  building  to  accumulate  there,  back  up  into  the 
basement,  and  infiltrate  the  ground  around.  Moreover  many  of  the 
waste  pipes  of  the  building,  evidently  of  poor  material,  were  broken 
and  allowed  much  leakage  in  the  walls  inside  the  building.  Many 
loads  of  foul  earth  were  removed  from  about  the  foundations,  and 
the  whole  system  renovated  during  October.  Only  three  cases  oc- 
curred during  that  month  and  none  since.  This  lamentable  state  of 
things  not  only  accounted  for  this  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever,  but 
also  for  the  sudden  death  of  the  superintendent,  Mr.  Briggs,  from 
diphtheria  in  September,  1892,  and  for  sporadic  but  not  fatal  cases 
of  the  latter  disease  during  the  past  three  years.

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DURATION  OF  FATAL  CASES. 
The  last  table  again  shows  the  classical  twenty-one  days  as  about 
the  average  duration  for  severe  cases. 

NO  LIKE  STATISTICS. 

The  department  takes  pardonable  pride  in  these  tables,  since  as 
yet  we  find  no  attempts  at  similar  records  by  the  health  authorities 
of  any  city.  Because  of  this  fact  we  have  no  means  of  making-  com- 
parisons with  other  communities  as  to  the  nature  and  prevalence  of 
this  disease,  nor  can  we  know  how  widespread  such  an  epidemic  as 
this  of  1893  is  throughout  the  Northwest  or  other  parts  of  the  coun- 
try. We  believe  that  when  such  records  become  general  more  prog- 
ress will  be  made  in  arresting  and  finally  completely  eliminating 
this  form  of  fever  from  modern  civilization. 

COST  OF  THIS  EPIDEMIC. 

The  clearest  way  to  demonstrate  the  necessity  of  checking  all  pre- 
ventable diseases  is  by  summing  up  the  cost  of  an  epidemic  to  the 
community  in  which  it  occurs. 

Viewed  in  this  light  this  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  shows  an 
appalling  financial  loss  to  this  city  in  detail  as  follows : 

Of  the  134  deaths  57  were  adult  males  and  37  adult  females,  the 
remainder  minors.  The  lives  of  these  94  adults  were  worth  legally 
$5,000  each  to  society,  or  $470,000.  But  of  the  40  minors  22  were  at 
work  daily,  and,  therefore,  had  lives  of  equal  value  to  those  of  legal 
age,  entailing  a  loss  of  $110,000  more.  To  this  should  be  added  the 
average  expense  of  $50  each  for  medical,  drug  and  sick  expenses  for 
an  average  of  20  days'  sickness  (as  shown  in  table  No.  10),  and  an 
average  funeral  expense  of  $50  each,  making  a  total  item  of  $13,400. 

Of  the  946  cases  recovered  it  is  fair  to  figure  an  average  loss  of 
time  to  each  of  40  days,  or  at  an  average  of  $2  per  day,  $80  a  piece,  or 
a  total  loss  of  $75,680.  Add  to  this  the  cost  of  medical  attendance, 
hospital  and  nursing,  drugs  and  supplies,  an  average  of  $100  to  each 
case,  and  $94,600  is  added  to  the  total. 

To  sum  up  these  items: 

Loss  from  death   $593,400 

Loss  from  time  sick  of  the  cases  recovered   75,680 

Loss  from  medical  and  other  necessary  expenses.  94,600 


Grand  total   $763,680 

This  sum  would  have  been  saved  to  the  city  had  the  disease  been 
thoroughly  intercepted  in  the  beginning  of  the  epidemic — a  sum 
almost  sufficient  to  establish  a  new  water  supply  for  the  city  of  Min- 
neapolis, if  that  were  necessary,  or  amply  sufficient  to  support  the 
fire  department,  the  police  department,  the  engineer's  department 
and  street  lighting  for  the  year  1893. 

The  moral  of  the  epidemic  viewed  in  this  light  is  obvious.  It  pays 
this  or  any  other  city  to  enact  and  enforce  laws  looking  to  more  per- 
fect hygienic  and  sanitary  conditions,  and  to  spend  money  to  edu- 
cate its  citizens  in  these  matters.

To  E.  S.  KELLEY,  M.  D.,  Commissioner  of  Health  : 

The  progressive  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria, 
and  consequently  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  past  three  years,  is 
highly  gratifying,  and  goes  to  show  that  this  grave  disease  is  yield- 
ing to  the  efforts  of  the  Department  of  Health  to  enforce  a  strict 
quarantine  and  an  effective  method  of  disinfection. 

In  1891  there  were  reported  in  this  city  358  cases  of  Diphtheria  with 
104  deaths,  a  mortality  ratio  of  29  per  cent.  In  1892,  305  cases  with  71 
deaths,  a  ratio  of  23.4  per  cent.  Whereas  in  the  past  year  there  oc- 
curred only  217  cases  and  49  deaths,  a  mortality  of  22.58  per  cent.  The 
mortality  rate  is  still  very  high  and  impresses  us  with  the  necessity 
of  using  every  effort  to  still  further  repress  this  terrible  disease,  even 
at  the  expense  of  considerable  inconvenience  to  those  families  in 
which  the  disease  may  appear  in  a  mild  form,  for  no  case  of  diph- 
theria is  ever  so  mild  that  it  may  not  occasion  a  virulent  and  per- 
haps fatal  form  in  the  person  who  may  next  contract  it. 

As  usual,  the  disease  prevailed  more  during  the  colder  months, 
January  leading  with  38  cases  and  6  deaths,  November  next  with  27 
cases  and  7  deaths,  followed  by  December  with  26  cases  and  10  deaths. 
The  smallest  number  of  cases  (8)  appeared  in  July  with  2  deaths; 
August  had  the  lowest  mortality  ratio,  as  no  deaths  occurred  dur- 
ing that  month,  although  12  cases  were  reported,  while  September 
exhibited  the  highest  death  rate,  as  10  deaths  occurred  out  of  the  13 
cases  reported  that  month,  giving  a  death  rate  of  nearly  78  per  cent, 
a  most  alarming  record.  131  cases,  or  over  60  per  cent  of  the  cases 
reported,  occurred  in  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  ten  years, 
and  here  we  find  the  highest  mortality,  as  46  of  these  little  ones  died, 
or  over  35  per  cent,  a  mortality  rate  that  can  be  compared  only  with 
cholera,  yellow  fever  and  small  pox.  In  children  from  10  to  15 
years  of  age  the  report  is  much  more  favorable,  as  only  one  death 
occurred  in  the  24  cases  reported.  In  persons  over  15  years  of  age 
57  cases  occurred  and  but  2  deaths;  the  reports  thus  show  that  the 
greatest  danger  in  this  disease  is  in  cases  occurring  in  children 
under  10  years  of  age.  The  female  sex  suffered  more  than  the  male 
and  120  cases  were  reported  with  29  deaths,  a  ratio  of  over  24  per 
cent  of  deaths,  while  in  the  male  sex  only  97  cases  occurred  with 
20  deaths,  a  mortality  rate  a  trifle  over  20  per  cent. 

Membranous  croup,  or  the  laryngeal  form  of  diphtheria,  occurred 
in  20  cases  and  9  recovered  from  it,  a  very  high  ratio  of  recoveries. 
It  would  be  of  much  interest  to  the  profession,  if,  when  death  certifi- 
cates are  written,  the  physicians  would  put  down  the  immediate 
cause  of  death,  whether  sepsis,  paralysis,  nephritis,  membranous 
croup  or  whatever  it  may  be,  but  this  is  rarely  done  except  in  cases 
taking  the  laryngeal  form.  As  far  as  causes  are  concerned,  we  find 
a  very  large  percentage  of  the  cases  cannot  be  traced  to  the  source 
of  the  exposure.  Fifty  cases  are  ascribed  to  contagion  from  other 
cases.  Filthy  surroundings  are  credited  with  9  cases,  while  5  cases 
were  imported. 

As  an  example  of  what  mischief  non-isolation  and  failure  to  report 
one  suspected  case  of  diphtheria  can  do,  it  may  be  well  to  refer  to 
the  track  of  disease  and  death  following  in  the  wake  of  a  person 
visiting  in  this  city,  who  happened  to  be  infected  with  the  disease 
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before  her  arrival.  On  reaching-  here  she  was  taken  ill  and  diph- 
theria suspected;  the  following-  morning,  November  30th,  she  left 
the  city  ;  in  a  day  or  two  the  servant  girl  in  the  family  visited  fell 
sick  and  went  to  stay  with  some  friends  in  South  Minneapolis.  Some 
days  after  a  physician  was  called,  who  recognized  the  disease 
and  ordered  the  patient  to  be  taken  to  the  City  Hospital,  where  she 
died  December  7th.  In  the  family  visited  one  child  was  taken  sick 
with  the  disease  December  5th,  another  December  10th,  and  another 
December  17th,  and  on  December  19th  the  second  child  died  ;  in  the 
meantime  the  disease  was  busy  at  the  house  where  it  first  appeared, 
as  two  children  and  one  adult  became  ill  there,  and  one  of  these 
children  succumbed  to  the  disease  December  13th.  Two  other  cases 
have  since  appeared  at  the  house  visited  by  the  servant  girl.  Here 
then  is  a  record  of  nine  cases  and  two  deaths  following  one  unre- 
ported and  non-isolated  case  of  diphtheria,  and  yet  we  still  find 
people  vigorously  opposing  the  restrictions  imposed  by  quarantine. 
As  the  diphtheritic  virus  is  most  tenacious  in  character,  and  can 
adhere  to  any  object  on  which  it  chances  to  light,  and  can  be 
carried  by  anything  coming  in  contact  with  the  same,  such  as 
clothing,  bedding,  eating  utensils  and  food,  also  by  the  persons  and 
clothing  of  those  in  attendance  upon  the  patient  and  as  this  virus  is 
very  long  lived,  the  utmost  caution  is  needed  in  caring  for  patients 
afflicted  with  this  disease  in  order  that  it  may  not  be  conveyed  to 
others.  Strict  instructions  are  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health 
in  all  cases  reported  ;  but,  if  in  addition  to  these  instructions  issued 
by  the  department,  the  family  would  receive  more  explicit  instruc- 
tions from  the  physician  in  attendance,  and  if  he  would  emphasize 
the  necessity  of  following  closely  the  directions  given  by  the  De- 
partment of  Health,  and  should  explain  thoroughly  the  reasons  for 
isolation  and  strict  quarantine,  even  in  the  cases  where  the  disease 
assumes  a  mild  form,  we  have  no  doubt  that  it  would  result  in  a 
marked  diminution  in  thenumberof  casesand  of  deaths.  On  account 
of  the  tenacity  of  the  virus,  and  the  fact  that  it  has  been  found  in 
the  secretions  of  the  nose  and  throat  even  after  the  membrane  itself 
has  disappeared,  it  seems  advisable  to  recommend  a  longer  period 
of  quarantine,  and  in  cases  of  average  severity,  three  weeks  would 
be  none  too  long  for  isolation.  After  disinfection  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  premises  in  a  good 
sanitary  condition  should  be  insisted  upon,  as  there  is  no  doubt 
that  poor  sanitary  conditions  favour  the  development  and  propaga- 
tion of  the  virus.  Damp,  foul,  and  ill-ventillated  cellars,  damp, 
unventilated  spaces  under  floors,  leaking  cesspools,  imperfect  drains 
overflowing- privy  vaults,  accumulations  of  manure  and  garbage  all 
act  as  receivers  and  propagators  of  the  diphtheritic  virus.  All 
these  things  should  be  attended  to.  Remove  the  g-arbage  and  ma- 
nure, clean  out  and  disinfect  the  cesspools  and  privy  vaults,  and  let 
in  the  fresh  air  and  sunshine  into  the  damp  and  mouldy  cellars; 
do  this  after  diphtheria,  if  necessary,  but  better  by  far  before  this 
disease  has  appeared  and  found  lodgment,  and  rendered  the  home 
a  constant  menace  to  its  inhabitants. 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  diphtheria,  fatal  as  it  is,  is  a  prevent- 
able disease,  and  that  the  efforts  of  the  Department  of  Health  are 
designed  solely  for  the  purpose  of  stamping  it  out.  If  these  efforts 
are  backed  up  by  the  medical  profession,  and  by  the  people  who 
certainly  are  the  ones  most  concerned  in  this  matter,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  a  great  many  cases  may  be  averted  and  many  lives  saved. 
Sporadic  cases  of  the  disease  may  appear  but  it  certainly  will  never 
exist  as  the  scourge  it  has  been.

To  E.  S.  KELLEY,  M.  D.,  Commissioner  of  Health: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  report  of  scarlet  fever  for  the  year 
just  closed.  The  total  number  of  cases  was  less  than  last  year  but 
the  death  rate  higher,  showng  a  more  malignant  type  of  this  dis- 
ease.   (See  tables  annexed.) 

The  causes  of  scarlet  fever  are  not  to  be  sought  in  climatic  influ- 
ences or  in  sanitary  surroundings.  It  is  clearly  a  contagious  disease, 
transmitted  readily  from  patient  to  others  in  clothing,  letters,  drink- 
ing water  or  milk.  To  prevent  this,  our  system  of  quarantine  should 
be  more  thorough,  and  all  cases  should  be  rigidly  isolated  from 
all  communication  with  other  members  of  the  family. 

Whenever  children  have  sore  throat,  a  red  eruption  and  sick  stom- 
ach, they  should  be  separated  at  once  from  the  rest  of  the  family 
and  a  physician  sent  for.  The  mildest  form  of  scarlet  fever  may 
transmit  to  another  the  most  malignant.  All  discharges  from  the 
mouth,  nose,  ears  , bowels  and  kidneys  are  particularly  dangerous, 
and  so  long  as  any  peeling  or  scales  continue  to  be  thrown  off  from 
the  skin,  the  danger  continues. 

Everything  that  is  in  the  sick  room  should  be  thoroughly  disin- 
fected before  being  removed  or  used  by  other  children.  The  habit 
of  neighbors  running  in  to  inquire  how  the  children  are  getting 
along,  and  taking  articles  of  food  for  them,  returning  to  their  chil- 
dren, is  one  that  spreads  scarlet  fever  to  a  much  greater  extent  than 
statistics  show. 

The  following  tables  to  some  extent,  show  the  source  of  contagion; 
too  large  a  number  are  from  unknown  causes;  for  the  reason  that 
children  play  with  each  other  unaware  of  the  danger,  and  the  mania 
to  attend  funerals  of  neighbors'  children  who  have  died  from  this 
dread  disease.

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Inspection  of  Immigrants 

At  the  Depots  of  Minneapolis  During-  the  Year  1893. 

BY.  A.  K.  NORTON,  M.  D. 

To  E.  S.  KEEEEY,  M.  D.,  Commissioner  of  Health  : 

Again  I  was  appointed  by  the  Department  of  Health  to  inspect 
immigrants  arriving  in  this  city.  Every  indication  seemed  to  point 
to  a  visitation  of  cholera  during  the  summer,  especially  so,  as  so 
many  were  coming  from  all  over  the  world  to  the  Columbian  Expo- 
sition at  Chicago. 

We  had  been  forewarned,  and  the  city  was  placed  in  the  best  sani- 
tary condition  possible. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  but  little  sickness  has  appeared  among 
the  immigrants  arriving  here.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  efficient 
quarantine  inspection  at  our  seaports  and  especially  at  Grosse  Isle, 
Canada. 

There  have  arrived  during  the  year  13,207  immigrants,  of  that 
number  2,412  have  made  this  city  their  home. 

We  have  had  a  larger  increase  this  year  than  previous,  and  expe- 
rience has  shown  us  the  necessity  of  keeping  this  thorough  inspec- 
tion for  the  prevention  of  contagious  diseases. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  the  continuatin  of  this  work  during 
the  coming  year. 


Report  of  Cases  at  Quarantine  Hospital 

From  April  1, 1893,  to  October  1, 1893— Attended  by  Quarantine  Physi- 
cian, A.  K.  Norton,  M.  D.,  Medical  Inspector. 
To  E.  S.  KELLEY,  M.  D.,  Commissioner  of  Health: 

In  April  I  was  appointed  by  the  Department  of  Health  as  Quaran- 
tine Physician,  with  care  of  all  patients  at  the  Quarantine  Hospital. 

I  have  had  six  (6)  cases  of  Erysipelas,  four  (1)  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  two  (2)  cases  of  Diphtheria,  requiring  fifty-seven  (57)  visits. 

There  occurred  but  one  death,  that  of  malignant  Phlegmonous 
Erysipelas. 

Since  the  purchase  of  the  new  city  hospital,  all  contagious  diseases 
are  cared  for  there,  except  Small  Pox  and  Cholera.

REMARKS  AND  RESULTS  OF  ANALYSES. 

Sample  No.  1— Contains  a  large  excess  of  albuminoid  ammonia 
and  of  chlorine  and  is  undoubtedly  polluted  and  unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  2 — Contains  a  large  excess  of  albuminoid  ammonia 
and  of  chlorine  and  is  undoubtedly  polluted  and  unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  3 — This  sample  is  organically  quite  pure,  but  the 
abnormally  large  amount  of  chlorine  and  nitrates  indicate  previous 
sewage  contamination,  and,  therefore,  it  must  be  looked  upon  with 
considerable  suspicion.  I  think  it  is  unwise  to  use  it  for  drinking 
purposes. 

Sample  No.  4— Contains  considerable  organic  matter,  and  also  a 
very  large  amount  of  chlorine  and  nitrates.  It  is  a  bad  water  and 
should  not  be  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

Sample  No.  5 — This  sample  is  organically  quite  pure,  but  the 
abnormally  large  amount  of  chlorine  and  nitrates  indicate  previous 
sewage  contamination,  and  it  must,  therefore,  be  looked  upon  with 
considerable  suspicion.  I  think  it  unwise  to  use  it  for  drinking 
purposes. 

Sample  No.  6 — Contains  an  excess  of  free  and  albuminoid  ammonia 
and  chlorine.    It  is  an  impure  water. 

Sample  No.  7 — Contains  a  very  large  amount  of  albuminoid  am- 
monia and  a  considerable  excess  of  chlorine.  It  is  undoubtedly 
polluted  and  unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  8— Contains  an  excess  of  free  ammonia,  a  large  excess 
of  albuminoid  ammonia  and  of  chlorine,  much  more  oxidizable 
organic  matter  than  should  be  present  in  a  well  water  and  a  large 
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amount  of  nitrates.  It  is  polluted  with  sewage  and  the  pollution  is 
of  long-  standing.    It  is  utterly  unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  9— This  sample  is  from  a  drilled  well  about  100  feet 
deep.  It  is  of  good  quality  and  satisfactory  purity  for  a  deep  well 
water. 

Sample  No.  10 — Contains  a  large  excess  of  both  free  and  albumi- 
noid ammonia,  an  abnormal  amount  of  oxidizable  organic  matter 
and  of  chlorine  and  a  large  amount  of  nitrates.  This  is  a  polluted 
water  and  unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  11 — Contains  a  large  excess  of  albuminoid  ammonia, 
chlorine  and  oxidizable  organic  matter.  This  is  a  polluted  water 
and  unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  12— This  sample  is  from  a  drilled  well  about  100  feet 
deep.  It  is  of  good  quality  and  satisfactory  purity  for  a  deep  well 
water. 

Sample  No.  13— This  sample  is  from  a  shallow  dug  well  about  12 
feet  deep  located  at  999  Mill  street,  lower  flats.  It  is  one  of  the  wells 
which  has  been  flooded  with  crude  petroleum  during  the  past  year 
and  the  sample  has  a  layer  of  crude  petroleum  about  half  an  inch 
in  depth  upon  its  surface,  and  even  after  the  removal  of  this  layer 
smells  of  petroleum  strongly.  The  water  is  diluted  sewage  contain- 
ing a  very  large  amount  of  all  the  ordinary  organic  and  inorganic 
impurities. 

Sample  No.  14 — This  sample  is  from  a  well  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
new  tank  erected  by  the  Gas  Company.  It  is  affected  by  the  seep- 
ings  from  the  tank  and  is  charged  with  illuminating  gas  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  smell  of  it  strongly.  This  alone  would  render  it  un- 
wholesome and  unfit  for  use.  It  also  contains  an  excess  of  free  and 
albuminoid  ammonia,  chlorine  and  oxidizable  organic  matter,  which 
would  class  it  as  impure  were  the  other  impurities  not  present. 

Sample  No.  15 — The  remarks  made  relative  to  No.  14  apply  equally 
to  this  sample. 

Sample  No.  16— The  remarks  made  relative  to  No.  14  apply  equally 
to  this  sample. 

Sample  No.  17 — This  sample  is  from  a  well  in  the  same  locality  as 
the  three  preceding,  except  that  it  is  deeper,  this  being  44  feet  deep 
and  drilled  into  the  rock  14  feet.  It  is  not  contaminated  with  illumi- 
nating gas  and  is  of  better  quality  than  that  from  the  surrounding 
wells  although  it  is  sufficiently  impure  to  justify  its  being  regarded 
as  of  suspicious  quality. 

Sample  No.  18 — This  sample  is  from  a  small  stream  which  flows 
from  the  face  of  the  bluff  just  below  the  new  gas  tank.  It  has  been 
by  some  regarded  as  the  outcropping  of  a  spring.  It  is  shown  by 
the  analysis  to  be  reasonably  pure  so  far  as  organic  constituents 
are  concerned,  but  its  high  proportion  of  chlorine  and  nitrates  point 
to  previous  pollution  with  sewage  and  partial  purification  by  soil 
filtration.  This  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  safe  water  for  household 
use. 

Sample  No.  19— This  sample  is  from  the  section  which  received  the 
drainage  from  the  territory  lying  about  Hoag's  lake,  where  the 
extensive  filling  with  stable  and  other  refuse  has  been  carried  on, 
and  the  analysis  shows  the  presence  of  very  large  amounts  of  the 
products  of  the  putrefaction  of  this  refuse.  This  water  is  totally 
unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  20— This  sample  is  from  the  neighborhood  of  Bassett's 
creek.  It  is  not  a  water  from  a  well  which  is  fed  from  sources 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  ground,  or  which  has  been  subjected  to 
any  considerable  degree  of  filtration  during  its  passage  from  the 
surface.  It  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  a  surface  water.  The  pro- 
portion of  chlorine  is  low  and  indicates  the  absence  of  animal  pol- 
lution ;  the  very  small  amount  of  nitrates  indicates  the  absence  of 
the  products  of  decomposition  of  organic  impurities.  The  free  am- 
monia is  within  the  normal  limits.  The  amount  of  oridizable 
organic  impurities  is  large  as  is  also  the  yield  of  albuminoid  am- 
monia.   This  indicates  the  presence  of  vegetable  impurities,  and 
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the  behavior  during-  distillation  shows  these  to  be  of  a  stable  char- 
acter and  not  readily  decomposed.  From  a  careful  study  of  all  data 
obtainable  I  should  consider  this  water  as  suitable  for  use  despite 
the  presence  of  organic  matter  of  vegetable  origin. 

Sample  No.  21 — This  is  a  water  of  satisfactory  purity. 

Sample  No.  22 — This  water  is  moderately  impure  from  presence  of 
free  ammonia  and  albuminoid  ammonia  and  chlorine  somewhat  in 
excess. 

Sample  No.  23— This  is  a  water  of  satisfactory  purity. 

Sample  No.  24— Contains  great  excess  of  free  and  albuminoid  am- 
monia, chlorine,  oxidizable  organic  matter  and  nitrates.  This  is  a 
water  polluted  with  sewage  and  unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  25 — This  is  a  water  of  satisfactory  purity. 

Sample  No.  26 — Contains  a  large  excess  of  free  and  albuminoid 
ammonia.    Impure  and  unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  27— This  is  a  water  of  satisfactory  purity. 

Sample  No.  28 — Contains  great  excess  of  free  and  albuminoid  am- 
monia and  oxidizable  organic  matter,  also  an  excess  of  chlorine. 
This  is  a  polluted  water  and  unfit  for  use. 

Sample  No.  29 — Contains  a  great  excess  of  free  and  albuminoid 
ammonia,  also  excess  of  chlorine.    A  polluted  water. 

Sample  No.  30 — This  is  a  water  of  unusual  organic  purity  and 
seems  to  show  what  the  well  waters  of  the  city  should  be  were  they 
not  rendered  impure  by  contamination. 

Sample  No.  31 — This  is  a  water  of  satisfactory  purity. 

Sample  No.  32— This  is  a  water  of  satisfactory  purity. 

Sample  No.  33 — This  sample  is  from  the  same  well  which  furnished 
No.  32,  but  this  was  taken  from  the  storage  tank  under  the  roof  at 
the  Washburn  Home.  The  increased  proportion  of  albuminoid  am- 
monia demonstrates  the  tendency  of  very  good  waters  to  deterior- 
ate and  become  more  or  less  impure  in  contact  with  organic  mate- 
rial during  storage. 

Sample  No.  34 — This  is  a  water  of  a  fair  degree  of  purity  and  of  a 
fairly  satisfactory  character. 

Sample  No.  35— Contains  an  excess  of  chlorine  and  of  both  free 
and  albuminoid  ammonia  which  indicates  some  source  of  contami- 
nation in  proximity  to  the  well  which  has  rendered  the  water  de- 
cidedly impure. 

CONCLUSIONS  BASED  UPON  RESULTS  OF  ANALYSES  OF  WELL  WATERS. 

The  table  of  analyses  above  recorded  represents  the  results  of  the 
most  general  and  extended  investigation  of  the  sanitary  character 
of  the  waters  supplied  by  wells  located  in  various  parts  of  the  city 
which  has  thus  far  been  made  by  this  department.  The  results  are 
of  such  a  nature  as  to  create  great  surprise  in  the  minds  of  all  who 
have  previously  been  uninformed  as  to  what  the  character  of  such 
waters  really  was.  Of  the  samples  reported  upon,  Nos.  one  to 
eighteen  were  all  taken  from  wells  located  in  densely  populated 
sections  of  the  city  situated  in  the  sixth  and  eleventh  wards.  Of 
these  samples  all  which  were  taken  from  driven  wells  of  ordinary 
depth,  are  shown  by  the  analysis  to  be  sufficiently  impure  to  render 
their  employment  a  menace  to  the  health  of  those  using  them,  and 
to  demonstrate  that  the  sources  from  which  they  derive  their  sup- 
plies are  in  communication  with  some  sources  of  pollution  by  ani- 
mal waste. 

Of  samples  Nos.  24  to  29  which  were  taken  from  wells  located  in 
the  northeast  section  of  the  city  the  same  may  be  said  with  refer- 
ence to  all  except  two  which  are  probably,  as  judged  from  their 
quality,  from  deeper  wells.  Samples  Nos.  30  to  35  are  with  a  single 
exception  from  wells  located  in  the  eighth  ward  in  sparsely  settled 
localities  and  are  shown  to  be  waters  of  good  quality.  The  ex- 
ception above  noted  is  evidently  rendered  impure  from  some  source 
of  contamination  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the  well  itself. 
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Of  the  35  samples  examined  24  must  be  regarded  as  either  of  sus- 
picious character  or  as  absolutely  unsafe  from  the  existence  of 
animal  pollution,  and  eleven  as  either  of  a  fair  or  satisfactory  degree 
of  purity. 

In  view  of  the  universally  conceded  importance  of  pure  water  for 
household  use,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  such  diseases  as  typhoid 
fever  and  diarrhoeal  disorders  are  known  to  be  generally  trans- 
mitted by  the  pollution  of  water  supplies,  by  the  excreta  of  persons 
suffering-  from  such  diseases,  the  conditions  detailed  in  this  report 
present  an  important  issue  for  the  consideration  of  this  department. 
That  such  waters  as  many  of  the  above  can  be  used  for  drinking 
purposes  without  serious  risks  of  the  propagation  of  the  disease  is 
very  improbable,  and  it  is  extremely  likely  that  many  of  the  cases 
of  typhoid  fever,  which  have  occurred  in  the  city  during  the  past 
few  years,  are  directly  attributable  to  the  use  of  water  from  these 
wells,  and  of  the  many  like  them  of  which  a  more  extended  examin- 
ation would  reveal  the  existence. 

If  it  is  the  desire  of  the  authorities  to  remove,  so  far  as  is  practi- 
cable, this  source  of  danger  to  the  health  of  the  city,  which  is  grow- 
ing greater  every  year,  it  can  only  be  done  by  an  investigation  of 
the  character  of  the  water  from  all  suspicious  sources  and  by  the 
compulsory  closing  by  the  department  of  all  wells  which  are  found 
to  furnish  water  which  is  polluted  with  sewage;  by  requiring  the 
making  of  sewer  and  water  connections,  where  such  are  possible, 
and  by  extending,  as  rapidly  as  possible,  the  water  mains  of  the 
city  to  localities  where  they  are  not  yet  laid,  and  by  exercising  a 
rigid  supervision  over  all  sources  of  pollution  necessarily  existing 
in  localities  devoid  of  sewer  and  water  mains.

CONCLUSIONS  BASED    UPON    RESULTS    OF    ANALYSES  OF  MISSISSIPPI 

RIVEJR  WATER. 

During  the  last  half  dozen  years  a  very  large  amount  of  work  has 
been  done  in  a  number  of  the  eastern  states  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  character  of  the  surface  waters  of  the  several  states  and 
their  suitability  for  use  as  sources  of  public  water  supply.  The 
results  of  these  investigations  have  been  to  add  greatly  to  the  fund 
of  knowledge  in  our  possession  in  relation  to  these  matters,  and  in 
some  respects  to  modify  the  judgment  and  opinions  of  sanitary 
experts  in  regard  to  the  interpretation  of  the  results  of  sanitary 
water  analysis. 

In  order  to  form  a  well  grounded  judgment  in  relation  to  the  suit- 
ableness of  a  surface  water  as  a  source  of  public  supply,  it  is  desir- 
able that  a  thorough,  systematic  and  long  continued  series  of 
investigations  should  be  made  in  order  that  the  normal  composition 
of  the  water  at  different  periods  of  the  year  may  be  satisfactorily 
established,  and  the  influence  of  existing  sources  of  possible  pollu- 
tion may  be  ascertained.  Such  systematic  investigation  of  the  char- 
acter of  the  water  supply  of  this  city  has  never  been  undertaken. 
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Analyses  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  by  various  chemists, 
and  great  variations  in  composition  have  been  shown,  and  widely 
different  opinions  have  been  rendered  as  a  result.  That  it  would  be 
advantageous  to  the  department  and  to  the  people  of  the  city  to 
possess  the  results  of  such  systematic  investigation,  and  that  such 
an  investigation  will,  in  the  near  future,  become  a  sanitary  necessity 
there  is  no  question.  If  the  character  of  the  water  supply  of  the 
city  is  such  that  it  is  desirable  on  sanitary  grounds  to  attempt  to 
improve  it,  the  sooner  that  the  facts  are  established  and  the  attempt 
made  the  better.  If  from  the  location  of  any  of  the  intake  pipes 
there  is  liability  that  pollution  of  the  supplies  take  place,  the  sooner 
that  such  facts  are  established  and  either  the  sources  of  pollution 
are  removed  or  the  location  of  the  intake  pipes  changed  the  more 
fully  the  effects  of  such  possible  pollution  will  be  avoided. 

With  reference  to  the  character  of  the  river  water  as  disclosed  by 
the  analyses  above  reported,  it  may  be  said  that  no  ordinary  surface 
water,  like  that  of  a  river  or  lake,  is  organically  pure,  all  containing 
a  greater  or  less  proportion  of  vegetable  matter  derived  from  various 
sources.  The  surface  waters  of  the  Northwest  so  far  as  they  have 
been  investigated,  seem  to  contain  a  much  larger  proportion  of  veg- 
etable matter  in  solution  than  those  of  some  other  sections  where  the 
character  of  the  water  sheds  is  different.  At  the  present  time  the 
amount  of  this  vegetable  matter  is  much  less  than  at  other  seasons 
of  the  year,  and  indeed,  it  is  only  about  one-third  as  abundant  as 
when  examined  in  November  and  December,  1886,  by  Dr.  Charles 
Smart,  for  the  state  board  of  health.  This  vegetable  matter  is  shown 
by  its  behavior  under  examination  to  be  quite  stable  in  composition 
and  not  to  be  readily  decomposable  or  putrefactive,  hence  the  like- 
lihood of  its  producing  the  effects  of  ordinary  impurities  is  greatly 
diminished.  A  comparison  made  between  two  samples,  one  taken 
at  Coon  creek,  twelve  miles  above  the  city,,  and  the  other  drawn  from 
the  city  water  tap,  December  15, 1893,  showed  that  at  that  time  they 
were  practically  identical  in  compositiou.  Upon  the  basis  of  the 
evidence  thus  far  at  hand,  and  in  the  light  of  the  information 
gleaned  from  recent  work  upon  surface  waters,  it  would  be  my 
judgment  that  at  the  present  time  the  water  as  furnished  from  the 
Shingle  creek  station  for  distribution  in  the  mains  was  of  a  satis- 
factory quality  for  household  use.  Of  that  furnished  from  the  lower 
stations  when  in  operation  I  have  no  personal  knowledge,  although 
it  would  be  my  judgment  that  the  absence  of  liability  of  pollution 
should  be  demonstrated  by  rigid  investigations  before  their  use 
should  be  resumed.         Respectfully  submitted,

The  total  number  of  nuisances  inspected  during  the  year  1893  was 
16,762,  an  increase  of  5,199  over  the  year  1892.  An  astonishing  num- 
ber of  written  complaints- lacking-  proper  directions  are  received  at 
the  office,  and  much  difficulty  is  often  experienced  by  the  sanitary 
inspectors  in  locating  the  complaints  on  account  of  carelessness  in 
giving  the  street  or  number,  and  failure  to  state  whether  the  street 
or  avenue  is  situated  on  the  east  or  west  side  of  the  river,  or  in  the 
north  or  south  divisions. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  sanitary  inspectors  has  been 
increased  to  eight.  The  city  has  been  divided  into  eight  districts, 
one  of  which  has  been  assigned  to  each  inspector,  and  he  has  had 
g-eneral  oversight  of  his  territory,  investigated  complaints,  sought 
out  nuisances,  and  placarded  houses  in  which  cases  of  contagious 
disease  occurred.  The  inspectors  also  attend  all  funerals  from 
death  by  contagious  disease,  and,  after  recovery  or  death,  when  an 
examination  has  been  made  by  the  medical  inspector,  disinfect 
every  house  in  which  there  has  been  a  case  of  contagious  disease 
and  remove  the  placard. 

In  some  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to  bring-  into  court  parties 
who  failed  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health.  Eig-hteen  offenders  against  the  rules  have  been 
prosecuted  and  conviction  has  followed  in  nearly  every  instance. 

One  inspector  has  had  charge  of  the  cases  of  glanders  reported 
during  the  year,  and  examined,  quarantined,  and,  when  necessary, 
killed  the  animals.  There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  horses  killed  during-  the  year,  there  having-  been  only  27  as 
ag-ainst  51  the  previous  year.  In  many  instances,  animals  reported 
as  suspects  have  been  found  to  be  suffering-  from  severe  colds  or 
distemper.  The  use  of  Mallein  has  materially  aided  in  the  diagnosis 
of  questionable  cases. 

The  following-  tables  will  give  a  summary  of  the  work  done  by  the 
sanitary  inspectors  during-  the  year.

First  Annual  Report  of  Inspector  of  Bread 

IN  THE  HISTORY  OF  MINNEAPOLIS. 

To  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Minneapolis : 

Gentlemen — I  beg  the  privilege  of  laying  before  your  honorable 
body  and  also  before  the  public  the  true  condition  of  matters  as 
found  in  this  particular  branch  of  the  city  government  when  I  first 
entered  on  my  duty.  The  majority  of  the  bakeries  were  in  a  deplor- 
able sanitary  condition.  I  also  found  a  few  offenders  against  the 
ordinance  as  to  the  standard  weight  of  each  loaf  of  bread.  In  order 
to  bring  the  transgressors  in  line  with  the  city  ordinance  I  had  to 
make  complaints  and  bring  the  bakers  before  the  municipal  court. 
The  complaints  were  six  in  number  and  conviction  followed  in  each 
instance.  This  course  I  found  had  a  salutary  influence  in  inducing 
others  to  comply  with  the  ordinance,  but  the  only  way  to  keep  a  cer- 
tain class  of  the  bakers  from  evading-  the  law  is  by  frequent  visits  of 
the  bread  inspector. 

According  to  the  wise  move  of  the  city  council  ordering  me  to 
report  to  the  Department  of  Health,  I  have  sent  in  a  daily  report 
which  appears  in  the  monthly  report  of  said  Health  Department.  I 
have  found  it  to  be  an  advantag-e  to  be  thus  connected  with  the 
department.  It  is  of  great  assistance  in  bringing-  the  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  bakeries  up  to  a  higher  grade  than  heretofore.  Bakeries 
that  are  situated  in  trasements  are  in  the  worst  condition,  usually 
on  account  of  impure  air.  In  some  cases,  however,  provision  is 
made  for  the  escape  of  the  foul  air. 

The  cheap  bread  thrown  upon  the  market  is  not  what  it  appears 
to  be  on  the  surface.  In  order  to  bring  the  cheap  dark  flour  to 
appear  as  white  as  the  best  grade,  too  much  alum  is  used  in  the 
making.

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Report  of  Vital  Statistics. 

To  E.  8.  KELLEY,  M.D.,  Commissioner  of  Health. 

I  herewith  submit  the  following-  report  of  Vital  Statistics  of  the 
City  of  Minneapolis  for  the  year  ending-  December  31st  1893. 

There  were  4,993  births  reported  during  the  year,  an  increase  of 
839  over  the  previons  year,  and  the  largest  number  ever  reported  in 
the  city.  Of  these,  2,505  were  males,  and  2,329  were  females.  There 
were  74  pairs  of  twins  reported.  The  third  ward  headed  the  list  with 
857  births,  followed  closely  by  the  ninth  with  563,  the  eleventh  with 
559,  the  sixth  with  483,  the  fourth  with  418,  etc.  The  greatest  number 
was  reported  in  March,  there  being  458. 

Of  the  4,993  births,  2,495  were  attended  by  physicians,  2,466  were 
attended  by  midwives,  and  32  had  no  medical  attendant. 

The  proper  registration  of  births  is  a  matter  of  serious  import, 
and  the  failure  to  comply  with  the  law  and  recognise  the  import- 
ance of  this  branch  of  statistical  information,  particularly  by  phy- 
sicians, is  a  matter  of  deep  regret. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  2,223,  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  9.93 
per  thousand  inhabitants  with  an  estimated  population  of  223,700. 
This  number  does  not  include  premature  births  and  still  births  of 
which  there  were  311.  The  mortality  for  1892  was  2,258  or  35  more 
than  for  this  year. 

There  were  572  deaths  reported  of  children  under  one  year,  248 
from  one  to  five,  while  there  were  551  from  the  ages  of  20  to  40.  Of 
the  decedents  1,212  were  males  and  1,011  were  females. 

There  were  245  deaths  in  public  institutions  during  the  year. 

There  were  shipped  from  the  city  for  interment  349  bodies  and 
received  for  interment  from  other  cities,  257. 

The  largest  number  of  deaths  (256)  occurred  in  the  month  of  July. 
The  third  ward  had  the  largest  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  or 
271.    The  average  number  of  deaths  daily  was  6.05. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  phthisis  pulmonalis,  228;  pneu- 
monia, 143;  typhoid  fever,  134;  cholera  infantum,  132;  marasmus, 
106;  broncho-pneumonia,  97;  valvular  heart  disease,  85;  cancer  84. 
There  were  three  (3)  homicides  and  21  suicides.

CITY  HOSPITAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections: 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  City  hospital  for  the  year  ending-  Dec.  31st,  1893  :

Of  the  cases  treated  in  the  medical  department  255  were  dis- 
charged well.  85  relieved,  34  not  relieved,  7  not  treated,  and  71  died. 
Of  the  cases  treated  in  the  surgical  department  89  were  discharged 
well,  84  relieved,  6  not  relieved,  1  not  treated,  and  27  died.  Total 
mortality,  90  or  12.39  per  cent.  Died  within  48  hours,  25;  subtracting- 
this  number,  practically  moribund  on  admission,  leaves  a  mortality 
of  9.27  per  cent. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  this  city  owns  a  hospital.  In  June, 
1893,  the  property  on  Seventh  avenue  south,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth 
streets,  was  purchased  from  Mr.  George  A.  Brackett  for  $100,000.00. 
This  property  consisted  of  land  lying  on  the  north  side  of  Seventh 
avenue  south,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth  streets,  and  having  a  total 
depth  of  192  feet. 

The  improvements  present  were  a  large  brick  house,  a  large  frame 
stable  and  three  frame  houses.  Work  was  immediately  commenced 
looking  to  the  thorough  remodeling  of  these  building-s  for  pur- 
poses suitable  to  a  hospital.  From  the  main  building  many  parti- 
tions were  removed,  portions  of  the  roof  were  raised,  the  plumbing- 
entirely  removed  and  replaced  by  new,  hard-wood  floors  laid 
throughout,  and  the  entire  building  painted  outside  and  inside. 

A  two-story  brick  addition  16  feet  square,  an  elevator  with  a  brick 
well-way  for  the  same,  a  complete  system  of  piping  and  radiators 
for  steam  heating,  and  an  efficient  system  of  ventilation  were  among- 
the  new  improvements. 

The  frame  buildings  were  painted,  some  necessary  changes  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  rooms  and  in  the  plumbing  made,  and  all  were 
piped  and  fitted  for  steam  heating.  In  addition  to  this  renovation 
of  the  old  building,  a  new  one  of  brick,  46x28,  one-story  high  with  a 
deep  basement  was  constructed.  The  basement  contains  a  boiler 
27  0 
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and  engine  room  and  coal  bins;  the  first  floor  a  kitchen  and  laun- 
dry. Two  tubular  boilers  4  feet  by  16  feet  furnish  heat  for  the  entire 
plant.  A  large  tank  placed  above  the  boilers  gives  an  unfailing 
supply  of  hot  water,  (a  great  source  of  gratification  to  those  who 
worked  in  the  old  hospital,  where  hot  water  could  often  be  had  only 
in  tea-kettle  lots). 

A  sixteen  horse-power  engine  furnishes  power  for  running  the 
fan  which  forces  the  fresh  air  into  the  main  building,  and  also  for 
running-  the  laundry  machinery.  The  laundry  is  well  equipped 
with  the  best  appliances  for  doing  good  work,  and  contains  also  a 
hot  water  box  for  disinfecting  clothing. 

All  the  cooking  is  done  in  the  central  kitchen,  which  is  connected 
by  an  8-foot  hallway  with  all  the  buildings  except  the  one  for  con- 
tagious diseases. 

The  main  building  contains  the  office,  dispensary,  operating  and 
surgical  dressing  rooms,  three  general  medical  wards,  a  surgical 
ward,  a  convalescent  medical  and  a  convalescent  surgical  ward, 
general  dining-  room  and  four  rooms  used  as  sleeping  rooms  for 
the  help. 

The  wards  in  this  building  are  devoted  to  the  male  patients  and 
contain  59  beds.  The  surgical  ward  of  twelve  beds  has  been  fur- 
nished by  Mr.  Brackett,  and  named  in  memory  of  his  wife  the 
"Annie  M.  Brackett  ward." 

The  nine-room  house  on  the  corner  of  Sixth  street  and  Seventh 
avenue  south  has  been  fitted  up  for  the  matron  and  nurses,  and  is 
known  as  the  Nurses'  Home.  The  adjoining  building,  with  24  beds, 
cares  for  the  female  patients,  and  the  small  cottage,  which  contains 
12  beds,  is  devoted  to  contagious  diseases. 

On  October  16th  the  main  building  was  ready  for  occupancy,  and 
the  male  patients  who  could  be  safely  moved  were  transferred  from 
the  old  hospital  to  the  new;  on  October  31st  the  remainder  of  the 
patients  were  moved,  and  the  keys  of  the  old  building  returned  to 
ihe  owners. 

In  the  conversion  of  these  buildings  from  the  purposes  of  ordi- 
nary dwellings  to  those  of  a  hospital,  all  possible  space  has  been 
given  up  to  ward  room  in  order  to  accommodate  the  largest  possi- 
ble number  of  patients.  This  idea  has  been  carried  out  to  the  extent 
of  doing  without  some  necessary  conveniences  for  the  easy  admin- 
istration of  the  nursing.  In  spite  of  this  fact,  the  management  on 
several  occasions,  in  the  month  of  December,  has  been  perplexed  to 
know  what  disposition  to  make  of  patients  present  in  larger  num- 
bers than  there  were  beds  to  put  them  in.  This  has  been  especially 
true  of  the  female  department  where  temporary  cots  have  been  put 
into  already  crowded  rooms  in  order  to  make  a  place  for  all. 

The  main  building  has  been  substantially  built  and  has  been 
fitted  up  in  such  a  manner  as  to  serve  the  city  satisfactorily  for 
many  years,  to  the  extent  of  its  capacity;  the  frame  buildings,  how- 
ever, are  at  best  but  temporary  makeshifts,  expensive  and  unsatis- 
factory to  run,  and  should  give  place  at  the  earliest  practical  time 
to  a  substantial  structure  built  from  modern  plans  and  with  accom- 
modations sufficient  at  least  for  present  needs. 
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The  running"  of  a  contagious  department  in  connection  with  a 
general  hospital  has  many  disadvantages,  the  chief  one  being  the 
difficulty  of  its  administration  in  a  way  to  avoid  the  danger  of  a 
spread  of  infection  to  the  general  wards. 

On  account  of  the  necessity  of  the  isolation  of  patients  with  dif- 
ferent contagious  diseases,  the  cost  of  the  nursing  and  general  care 
is  also  much  increased  over  that  in  the  general  ward. 

It  must,  however,  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  the  general  public 
to  know  that  comfortable  quarters  for  the  treatment  of  these  dis- 
eases are  now  provided  in  an  easily  accessible  location.  They  may 
now  be  spared  the  necessity  of  a  trip  to  the  quarantine  hospital  or 
of  hiring  a  house  to  be  sick  in,  when  stricken  with  a  contagious 
disease  outside  of  their  own  home. 

With  the  establishment  of  a  new  hospital,  the  need  of  a  much 
larger  corps  of  nurses  became  apparent.  In  the  old  institution  a 
greater  number  of  patients  was  given  to  one  nurse  to  care  for  than 
could  be  possibly  attended  to  in  the  best  manner.  The  nurses  were 
much  overworked  and  deserve  great  credit  for  making  as  good  a 
showing  as  they  did  under  the  disadvantages  and  inconveniences 
which  were  unavoidably  present. 

The  establishing  of  the  training  school  has  been  the  natural  con- 
sequence of  increased  facilities  and  of  the  possession  of  an  institu- 
tion sufficiently  respectable  to  rank  with  others  of  its  kind. 

There  are  at  present  ten  pupil  nurses  in  the  school,  which  is  under 
the  management  of  a  Superintendent  of  Nurses.  Three  of  the  old 
nurses  have  been  temporarily  retained,  Miss  Wold,  Miss  Duncan  and 
Mr.  Blaine,  and  I  wish  here  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  ex- 
cellent work  that  they  are  doing  in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  their 
services  will  soon  be  unavoidably  dispensed  with. 

A  feature  of  the  present  work  is  the  furnishing  to  the  assistant 
city  physicians  of  nurses  at  the  homes  of  the  sick  poor,  where  no 
other  capable  help  is  available;  the  attendant  expense  is  probably 
no  greater  than  the  hiring  of  extra  help  only  when  needed,  and  the 
advantage  of  always  having  trained  assistants  ready  for  sucn  emer- 
gencies, cannot  be  over-estimated. 

So  many  things  were  needed  in  the  furnishing  of  the  new  hospital 
that  the  equipment  of  the  training  school  with  a  few  necessary  arti- 
cles was  postponed  to  a  future  time.  A  skeleton,  manikin,  and  a 
few  elementary  books  on  medical  subjects,  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a 
library  for  the  nurses,  would  not  seem  an  extravagant  request,  and 
I  would  recommend  their  purchase. 

I  would  especially  call  your  attention  to  the  following  compara- 
tive statement  of  work  done  by  the  Assistant  City  Physicians,  Drs 
P.  M.  Holl,  and  A.  F.  Irwin  : 


When  it  is  remembered  that  these  men  cover  the  53  square  miles 
of  territory  comprised  in  the  city  limits  in  doing  this  work,  the 
amount  of  the  increased  demands  upon  their  time  and  endurance, 
made  necessary  by  such  a  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  work

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done  can  be  better  appreciated,  Under  ordinary  circumstances  I 
should  feel  like  recommending  the  appointment  of  a  third  assis- 
tant, as  there  is  abundant  work  for  three;  but  with  the  present 
financial  depression  and  the  hope  that  better  times  will  soon  pre- 
vail, and  with  them  fewer  demands  upon  this  department,  I  consider 
it  better  economy  to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  present  incumbents 
to  an  extent  that  will  reasonably  compensate  them  for  the  extra 
work  done,  and  the  necessary  neglect  of  their  private  practices  en- 
tailed by  their  public  duty. 

I  refrain  from  recommending-  a  definite  amount  of  increase,  but 
ask  for  a  careful  consideration  of  the  matter  by  your  Honorable 
Board,  knowing-  that  the  same  will  result  in  a  just  conclusion. 

$500  has  been  expended  during  the  past  year  in  transferring 
patients  to  the  Hospital.  It  pleases  me  to  believe  that  the  steps 
now  being  taken  will  result  in  the  near  future,  in  furnishing  the 
city  with  an  ambulance.  The  expense  of  running  this  will  not  be 
greater  than  the  old  method  by  hacks  and  the  police  patrol  wagon; 
at  the  same  time  it  will  add  much  to  the  comfort  and  occasionally 
be  the  means  of  saving  the  life  of  the  patient. 

The  thanks  of  the  Hospital  are  extended  to  the  flower  mission, 
florists,  and  others  who  have  sent  flowers;  to  the  donors  of  books, 
pamphlets,  and  other  articles  for  the  amusement  of  the  patients; 
to  the  musical  bodies  who  have  given  their  time  and  talents  in 
entertaining  and  cheering  the  sick  and  to  all  others  who  have  in 
any  way  contributed  to  the  happiness  and  well-being  of  the 
inmates. 

I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  matron  and  the  House  offi- 
cers for  their  fidelity  and  the  assistance  always  so  cheerfully 
rendered.  The  nurses  and  other  employes  have  as  a  rule  faithfully 
performed  their  duties  and  have  contributed  in  no  small  measure 
to  whatever  good  results  have  been  obtained. 

To  the  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee  special  credit  is  due 
for  his  constant  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  new  Hospital  and 
his  untiring  energy  in  pushing  it  to  a  rapid  completion. 

Assuring  you,  gentlemen,  of  my  hearty  appreciation  of  the  sup- 
port and  assistance  you  have  given  me  in  the  conduct  of  the  Hos-

MINNEAPOLIS  WORKHOUSE. 


Minneapolis,  January  1st,  1894. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections: 

GENTLEMEN: — I  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  the 
Eighth  annual  report  of  the  Minneapolis  workhouse,  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1893: 

Bills  audited  during  the  year  amount  to  $27,254.50.  Of  this  amount 
$1,600.00  was  balance  of  purchase  price  on  lots  four  (4),  five  (5),  six  (6) 
and  seven  (7),  in  block  three  (3)  of  Farnham's  addition  to  the  city  of 
Minneapolis,  the  above  described  property  being  the  city  stone 
quarry. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  committed  to  the  workhouse  2,099 
male  and  153  female  prisoners,  a  total  of  2,252,  an  increase  of  222  over 
the  year  previous.  Discharged,  2,123  males  and  148  females,  a  total 
of  2,271.  Remaining  in  prison  December  31st,  1893,  133  males  and  14 
females,  a  total  of  147.  Of  those  discharged  1,939  was  at  expiration 
of  sentence,  155  on  payment  of  fine,  169  by  suspension  of  sentence. 
One  sent  to  City  hospital,  one  transferred  to  House  of  Good  Shep- 
herd and  six  escaped.  Seven  escapes  were  reported  to  your  honor- 
able body  and  to  superintendent  of  police,  one  of  whom  has  been 
recaptured  and  served  out  his  sentence. 

The  largest  number  of  prisoners  received  in  any  month  was  235,  in 
October,  and  the  largest  number  discharged  in  one  month  was  236, 
in  August.  February  1st,  210  remained  in  prison,  being  the  highest 
number  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

Terms  of  sentence  were  from  three  to  ninety  days;  1,196  or  over  one- 
half  of  the  whole  number  committed  were  for  ten  days.  All  were 
sentenced  from  the  municipal  court,  excepting  three  sent  from  Hen- 
nepin county  district  court. 

Tables  showing  previous  occupation,  nativity,  age  when  com- 
mitted, habits  of  life,  crime  or  offense,  condition  of  health,  previous 
commitments,  religious  training  and  education  will  no  doubt  inter- 
est you,  and  to  them  I  invite  your  attention. 

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 

No  very  expensive  but  some  valuable  improvements  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  A  cesspool  of  one  thousand  barrels  capac- 
ity has  been  built  of  stone  and  cement,  into  which  all  refuse  from 
the  prison  empties,  and  is  pumped  into  a  tank  built  for  that  pur- 
pose and  emptied  on  the  farm,  and  is  of  great  value  as  a  fertilizer 
to  the  dry,  sandy  soil. 

To  the  residence  of  the  superintendent  has  been  added  steam 
heating,  a  gravel  sidewalk  made  along  the  street  frontage  of  the 
property,  the  Root  house  has  been  repaired  and  a  shingle  roof 
added,  the  brick  bake  oven  rebuilt  and  the  laundry  tubs  all  built 
new,  nearly  all  done  with  prison  labor. 
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labor. 

Tables  accompanying-  this  report  show  the  actual  days'  labor, 
when  and  where  performed,  and  certainly  is  a  g-ood  showing-  for  an 
institution  of  this  kind. 

COST  OF  FEEDING  PRISONERS. 

The  question  of  the  cost  of  feeding  prisoners  is  quite  an  interest- 
ing and  important  one,  and  I  wish  to  call  to  your  notice  the  fact, 
that  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  according  to  reports  sub- 
mitted to  you  in  July,  it  cost  nine  cents  and  5-10  mills  per  capita 
per  diem,  sixty-three  cents  three  and  5-10  mills  per  week,  and  six- 
teen dollars  forty-seven  cents  and  one  mill  for  six  months,  while 
for  the  last  six  months  it  cost  but  six  cents  five  and  9-10  mills  per 
capita  per  diem,  forty-six  cents  one  and  3-10  mills  per  week,  eleven 
dollars  ninty-nine  cents  three  and  8-10  mills  for  the  six  months.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  number  fed  the  first  six  months  was  greater 
than  the  last,  this  is  certainly  very  satisfactory. 

The  cost  for  the  entire  year  was  seven  cents  seven  and  2-10  mills 
per  capita  per  diem,  fifty-four  cents  and  4-10  mills  per  week,  and 
twenty-eight  dollars  and  ten  cents  for  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  the  officers  of  the  workhouse  for 
the  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duty;  to 
his  honor  the  mayor  and  gentlemen  of  the  board  for  assistance 
g-iven  and  the  confidence  and  kindness  shown  me  at  all  times.

INSPECTOR  OF  STREET  LIGHTS  REPORT. 


Minneapolis,  Minn,  January  1,  1894. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

GENTLEMEN  : — I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Inspec- 
tor of  Street  Lights  for  the  year  ending-  December  31, 1893.  Table  No. 
1  shows  the  number  of  lamps  not  burning-  when  required  by  sche- 
dule of  lighting  and  deductions  made  for  same.  Table  No.  2  shows 
the  number  of  lighting  nights,  as  per  schedule  of  lighting,  also  ex- 
cess lighting  owing  to  cloudy  weather.  Table  No.  3  shows  the 
number  and  location  of  gas  lamps  added  during  the  year  and  when 
first  lighted.  Table  No.  4  shows  the  number  and  location  of  electric 
lamps  added  during  the  year  and  when  first  lighted.  Table  No.  5 
shows  the  exact  location  of  all  electric  lamps  and  circuit  on  which 
operated.  Table  No  6  shows  the  number  and  location  of  all  gas 
lamps.  During  the  year  there  has  been  added  209  gas  and  81  elec- 
tric lamps,  of  which  number  4  gas  lamps  on  10th  Av.  S.,  near  10  Av. 
bridge,  and  119  electric  lamps  in  the  central  district  or  business 
part  of  the  city  are  lighted  on  the  all  night  and  every  night  schedule, 
and  the  balance  on  the  moon  schedule.  On  January  1,  1893,  there 
were  2,496  globe  lamps  in  service,  which  has  been  reduced  during 
the  past  year  owing  to  extention  of  gas  and  electric  lines,  and  by 
order  of  City  Council  July  28,  1893,  to  1,050  lamps  from  Aug.  1  to 
Dec.  31,  1893.  The  additional  950  globe  lamps  ordered  by  the  City 
Council  to  be  put  in  service  from  and  after  January  1, 1894,  are  all  in, 
but  after  looking  over  the  territory  dependent  on  this  system  of 
street  lighting  it  is  found  that  there  is  yet  a  few  changes  to  be  made. 
For  that  reason  the  location  of  the  2,000  globe  lamps  now  in  service 
are  not  included  in  this  report.  From  Table  No.  1  will  be  seen  that 
the  deductions  for  gas  is  much  the  largest  during  the  winter 
months  owing  to  the  liability  of  the  gas  to  congeale  in  the  pipes 
in  extreme  cold  weather.  The  atmospheric  conditions  of  1893  was 
also  very  unfavorable  to  electric  lighting;  consequently  there  oc- 
curred during  the  year  several  breakages  on  the  electric  overhead 
circuits.  I  can  not  conclude  this  report,  however,  without  express- 
ing my  appreciation  of  the  very  able  and  prompt  manner  all  such 
cases  have  been  handled  by  the  Minneapolis  General  Electric  Co. 
also  of  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  Gas  Light  Co.  to  keep  their  street, 
lamps  in  good  condition,  especially  during  cold  weather.

Minneapolis,  Minn,  January  1st,  1894. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  by  your 
honorable  body,  November  28, 1890,  calling-  for  a  detailed  report  from 
the  heads  of  different  departments  of  the  city  government  to  be 
submitted  on  or  before  January  10th  of  each  and  every  year,  I  here- 
with submit  the  following  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1893. 

I  have  visited  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-seven  (1,637) 
places  of  business  (counting  in  the  second  and  third  visitations 
often  made)  where  either  scales,  weights  or  measures  or  all  of  them 
were  used  in  the  transaction  of  their  affairs.  I  have  had  examined 
and  tested  and  either  found  correct  or  condemned  three  thousand 
two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  (3,267)  sets  of  either  scales  or  weights, 
two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve  (2,912)  wine  and  dry  measures, 
and  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-nine  (1,469)  yard  measures. 
I  have  had  adjusted  eighty-seven  (87)  sets  of  scales  that  were  more 
or  less  out  of  order,  caused  by  some  one  or  more  trifling  defects 
that  could  be  overcome  without  much  difficulty,  and  thus  avoid  the 
necessity  of  the  owners  being  made  any  extra  expense  on  them  by 
having  to  take  them  to  some  scale  house  for  repairs;  and  in  no  case 
have  I  ever  made  any  charge  over  and  above  the  regular  testing 
fees.  I  found  it  necessary  to  condemn  twenty-eight  (28)  sets  of 
scales,  seventy-seven  (77)  weights,  sixty-seven  (67)  wine  and  dry  mea- 
sures and  fifty-three  (53)  yard  measures;  this  being  twenty  (20)  weights 
and  forty  (40)  measures  less  than  were  condemned  in  1892,  I  think 
may  be  taken  as  a  fair  indication  that  dealers  are  becoming"  more 
careful  in  the  weighing  and  measuring  of  merchandise  than  they 
have  heretofore  been.  This  condition  of  affairs  is  gradually  being 
brought  about  by  the  frequent  agitation  of  such  matters  by  the 
press  and  others,  including  the  market-master  and  myself.  In 
justice  to  the  larger  and  better  class  of  dealers  that  I  come  in  con- 
tact with  in  an  official  way,  I  must  say  I  do  not  believe  that  many 
of  them  intentionally  have  their  scales  or  measures  wrong,  and  it 
frequently  happens  that  I  find  them  against  their  owners. 

In  accordance  with  the  coal  ordinance  passed  by  your  honorable 
body  March  14th,  1890,  I  have  appointed  during  the  year  twelve  (12) 
deputy  weighmasters,  which  have  been,  in  every  case,  men  who 
were  recommended  by  the  coal  dealers  themselves,  which  I  believe 
to  be  only  right  and  proper,  as  they  have  to  pay  them  for  their  servi- 
ces.  Some  of  those  that  have  been  appointed  this  year  were  for  new 
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stations  and  coal  yards  that  were  not  in  operation  last  year,  but 
most  of  them  were  appointed  to  take  the  places  of  deputies  that  had 
either  been  removed  or  those  who  had  voluntarily  resigned  to  fill 
other  positions.  The  ordinance,  so  far  as  it  goes,  is  as  near  perfect 
as  it  very  well  could  be,  but  I  do  not  think  it  goes  far  enough.  As 
I  said  in  my  report  last  year,  I  think  it  should  include  wood  as  well 
as  coal,  especially  all  kinds  of  hard  wood  that  are  sold  by  the  cord, 
which  costs  the  consumer  nearly  if  not  quite  as  much  as  coal.  I 
know  of  no  way  in  which  the  public  can  be  protected  unless  the  coal 
ordinance  be  amended  so  as  to  apply  to  wood  as  well  as  coal.  The 
same  deputies  that  weigh  coal  can  measure  the  wood  without  addi- 
tional expense  to  anyone,  and  they  should  be  obliged  to  send  a  cer- 
tificate of  correct  measurement  the  same  as  they  do  in  coal.  This 
can  be  easily  done,  from  the  fact  that  most  of  the  wood  sold  is  de- 
livered from  the  same  yards  from  which  coal  is  also  delivered.  To 
be  sure,  there  are  some  exclusive  wood  yards  where  coal  is  not  kept, 
and  in  such  cases  a  deputy  for  the  measurement  of  wood  could  be 
appointed  the  same  as  for  the  weighing  of  coal.  And  parties  bring- 
ing wood  from  out  of  the  city  should  be  obliged  to  go  to  some  one 
of  the  regular  appointed  deputies,  have  his  wood  measured  and  re- 
ceive a  certificate  of  correct  measurement,  for  which  he  should  pay 
a  small  fee.  I  most  earnestly  recommend  to  your  honorable  body 
the  passage  of  an  ordinance  at  an  early  date  that  will  give  to  those 
who  are  obliged  or  prefer  to  buy  wood  the  same  protection  as  is 
given  to  those  who  buy  coal.    I  believe  it  to  be  clearly  equitable. 

As  I  have  already  stated  in  former  reports,  I  still  believe  that  car 
lots  of  coal  should  be  weighed  when  being  delivered  from  the  cars 
by  some  one  of  the  deputy  weighmasters  just  the  same  as  though  it 
was  being  delivered  from  a  coal  yard,  and  that  the  purchaser  of  car 
lots  should  not  be  obliged  to  pay  as  per  railway  rates,  which  are 
very  uncertain  and  unreliable.  This  is  the  only  way  that  they  can 
ever  know  the  exact  weight  of  said  coal,  except  that  they  go  to  the 
expense  of  having  it  weighed  at  the  city  scales  or  purchasing  a  set 
of  scales  of  their  own,  all  of  which  is  entirely  unnecessary,  as  it  ap- 
pears to  me. 

I  have  found  it  necessary  to  remove  during  the  past  year  three 
deputy  weighmasters  who  were,  to  say  the  least,  careless  in  the 
weighing  of  coal  and  in  making  out  certificates  for  the  same, 
whether  intentional  or  not  I  am  not  able  to  say,  so  I  gave  them  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt  by  simply  removing  them  from  office. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  once  more  call  your  honorable  body's  attention 
to  the  fact  that  a  large  portion  of  the  dealers  in  that  class  of  foods 
and  liquids  that  should  be  measured  in  either  dry  or  wine  measures 
are  still  avoiding  the  spirit  of  the  law  by  substituting  in  the  case  of 
dry  measures  paper  sacks  and  bags  which  they  claim  hold  the 
given  amount  asked  for  by  the  customer.  As  an  illustration,  they 
will  take  what  is  known  to  the  trade  as  a  twelve  or  twenty-pound 
sack,  fill  it  as  near  full  as  they  think  they  can  afford  to  for  a  half- 
peck  or  peck,  as  the  case  may  be.  A  great  many  of  them  measure 
their  liquids,  such  as  vinegar,  cider,  syrup,  molasses,  etc.,  by  running 
them  directly  from  the  barrel  or  package  in  which  they  are  con- 
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tained  into  so-called  one,  two  or  three-gallon  jugs  or  jars,  which 
may  or  may  not  hold  a  given  quantity.  I  still  maintain  that  it  is 
but  right  and  proper  that  every  dealer  selling  such  goods  should 
be  obliged  by  law  to  keep  at  least  one  full  set  of  wine  and  dry 
measures  and  be  compelled  to  use  them  in  place  of  guess-work,  as 
is  too  often  the  case. 

The  arrest  and  conviction  of  the  several  potato  and  vegetable 
peddlers,  which  was  accomplished  this  fall  with  the  aid  of  the  city 
attorney's  office,  the  municipal  court,  the  marketmaster  and  myself, 
would  seem  to  me  to  be  all  that  is  necessary  to  convince  your 
honorable  body  that  the  so-called  farmers  and  market  gardeners 
who  are  allowed  to  peddle  their  wares  during  the  summer  and  fall 
to  the  serious  detriment  of  the  reputable  business  of  storekeepers 
should  be  dealt  with  in  a  more  rigid  manner  than  has  heretofore 
been  done  by  passing  an  ordinance  making  it  obligatory  to  sell 
their  wares  either  in  standard  measures  or  by  weight,  making  the 
violation  of  the  same  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  either  fine  or 
imprisonment  or  both. 

I  have  had  several  parties  come  to  me  and  complain  that  some  of 
the  dealers  were  selling  such  articles  as  beans,  peas,  cranberries, 
strawberries  and  other  kinds  of  fruit  by  the  quart  and  were  measur- 
ing them  in  a  tin  quart  cup,  which  are  all  made  after  the  wine 
measure  standard.  I  have  been  asked  what  they  could  do  about  it 
or  what  I  could  do  to  stop  it.  I  have  been  obliged  to  tell  them  that 
little  or  nothing  could  be  done,  as  the  state  laws  under  which  the 
ordinance  regarding  this  matter  is  framed  is  not  explicit  enough  to 
exactly  reach  such  cases.  There  is  certainly  too  much  difference 
between  wine  and  dry  measures  to  permit  such  abuses  to  go  on 
without  just  complaint,  and  I  trust  the  legislative  committee 
appointed  by  your  honorable  body  will  take  this  and  other  kindred 
matters  before  the  state  legislature  at  its  next  session  and  try  to  have 
tbem  righted.  I  have  talked  this  matter  over  more  or  less  with 
Alderman  Gray,  who  has  always  taken  considerable  interest  in  it, 
and  I  have  been  assured  by  him  that  he  would  do  his  part  toward 
having  the  matter  presented  before  the  proper  parties  when  a  favor- 
able opportunity  presents  itself. 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  your  honorable  body  that  my  efforts  to 
have  the  manufacturers  and  jobbers  pay  more  attention  to  accuracy 
in  the  measurement  of  dry  and  wine  measures  (that  I  called  your 
attention  to  last  year  in  my  report)  has  met  with  unexpected  success. 
Such  business  houses  as  Geo.  R.  Newell  &  Co.,  Morrison  &  Co.,  and 
others,  having  already  taken  proper  action  in  the  matter,  which  is 
sure  to  be  a  great  benefit  to  those  who  are  desirous  of  knowing 
where  they  can  purchase  standard  measures. 

The  fees  for  testing  scales,  weights,  measures,  etc.,  for  the  year 
1893,  have  amounted  to  the  sum  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
five  and  85-100  dollars  ($1,605.85).  I  have  incurred  an  expense  to  my- 
self, during  the  year,  of  the  sum  of  five  hundred  seventy-eight  and 
55-100  dollars  ($578.55).  divided  as  follows:

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I  feel  it  my  duty  to  again  call  your  honorable  body's  attention 
to  what  I  believe  to  be  the  prevailing  sentiment  of  a  large  majority 
of  our  better  class  of  citizens,  especially  the  business  community, 
that  the  officer  holding  my  position  should  not  only  be  paid  a  sal- 
ary by  the  city,  but  that  the  fee  should  be  abolished,  as  the  parties 
that  are  most  benefitted  by  the  work  of  the  office  are  tax  payers  and 
the  public  in  general,  and  consequently  they  ought  to  pay  their 
proportion  of  the  expense  and  thus  not  throw  the  burden  entirely 
upon  those  dealers  who  are  already  largely  taxed  for  the  purpose  of 
doing  business.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  officer  should  be  paid  out 
of  the  same  fund  as  the  other  city  inspectors  are,  it  being  at  the 
present  time  the  only  feed  office  in  the  state  except  the  state  oil  in- 
spector. 

The  officer  can  also  be  more  independent  and  faithful  to  his  trust 
when  he  knows  that  what  he  gets  for  his  services  has  been  paid  pro- 
portionately by  those  most  benefitted,  and  when  so  divided,  of  so 
small  an  amount  as  not  to  be  a  burden  to  any  one  person.

GENTLEMEN  : — I  beg1  to  submit  the  ninth  annual  report  and  the 
fourth  quarterly  report  of  the  Department  of  Buildings,  for  the 
year  1893,  with  the  recapitulation  of  the  business  and  work  done  and 
services  performed  by  this  office  for  the  year  just  closed. 

There  has  been  expended  in  this  city  during-  the  year  in  building 
repairing-,  plumbing  and  electric  wiring,  $4,583,655.00,  add  to  this 
$102,591.76  expended  on  the  new  city  hall  and  court  house,  and  we 
have  a  total  amount  of  $4,686,246.76  expended  in  building-,  and  prac- 
tically represents  the  money  value  of  the  capital  added  to  the  City's 
investment  during  the  year  1893. 

A  number  of  buildings  erected  during  the  past  year  are  above  the 
average  in  qualit}^.  A  larg-e  amount  of  money  has  been  expended 
in  remodelling  old  store  buildings,  in  transforming  them  into 
modern  and  more  inviting  stores  for  general  business;  property 
owners  finding  it  absolutely  necessary  to  make  such  changes  and 
improvements  to  secure  tenants,  and  meet  the  demands  and  require- 
ments of  the  progressive  age. 

The  following  table  will  show  what  Minneapolis  had  within  its 
corporate  limits  of  fifty-four  square  miles  at  the  close  of  the  year 
1892,  the  number  of  different  business  buildings  and  residences  and 
those  added  to  this  number  during  the  year  of  1893.

The  foregoing-  are  a  few  of  the  principal  structures  erected  during 
the  year.  Table  No.  1,  on  the  last  page  of  this  report,  will  be  found 
a  statement  of  buildings  erected  in  each  ward  during  the  year  of 
1893. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  fire-proof  and  slow-burning 
buildings  within  the  fire  limits.  I  would  especially  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  necessity  of  better  construction  of  buildings,  of  those 
which  are  not  absolutely  fire-proof  within  certain  limits  in  the 
business  portion  of  the  city.  Under  our  present  building  law,  we 
have,  and  are  now  constructing  buildings,  which  are  acceptable  in 
the  tire  limits,  simply  enclosing  them  with  a  brick  wall  according 
to  ordinance,  plate  glass  on  street  fronts,  and  a  good  sized  lumber 
yard  of  small  dimensions  within  its  interior;  such  buildings  are,  in 
my  opinion  fire  traps  and  are  dangerous  in  any  locality,  especially 
when  such  buildings  are  filled  from  top  to  bottom  with  human 
beings  and  costly  merchandise. 
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A  limit  might  be  prescribed  in  our  ordinance  that  all  buildings 
hereafter  erected  in  the  most  populous  part  of  our  business  centre 
must  be  either  fire-proof,  slow-burning  or  mill  construction.  The 
mill  construction  of  building  makes  in  my  opinion  better  and  safer 
structures  as  far  as  fire  is  concerned  than  a  slow-burning  structure, 
and  is  so  considered  by  all  fire  insurance  companies. 

THE  NEW  PEOPLES'  THEATRE. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  a  portion  of 
the  theatre  ordinance  relative  to  fireproof  floors.  During  the  con- 
struction of  the  Peoples'  theatre,  a  question  arose  as  to  the  meaning 
of  the  word  "fireproof"  in  said  ordinance.  The  forty-second  para- 
graph of  section  three,  theatre  ordinance,  reads  as  follows:  "The 
entire  main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule,  and  the  entire 
floor  of  the  second  story  of  the  front  superstructure  over  the 
entrance  lobby  and  corridors  shall  be  fireproof;"  and  in  another 
paragraph  same  section  reads  :  "All  stairs  shall  be  constructed  of 
fireproof  material."  Your  inspector  held  and  decided  that  the  above- 
mentioned  floors  and  stairs  should  be  constructed  of  non-com- 
bustible or  fireproof  material.  The  owner  and  architect  took  excep- 
tions to  my  decision,  and  according  to  section  four  of  building 
ordinance,  the  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee.  Alderman  S.  B. 
Loye  was  chosen  by  the  inspector  of  buildings,  A.  J.  Boardman  by 
the  owner  of  the  building,  and  Alderman  Lars  M.  Rand,  chairman 
of  the  committee  on  public  grounds  and  buildings,  was  chosen  as 
the  third.  I  laid  the  matter  before  said  committee,  also  the  mean- 
ing of  the  above  paragraph,  and  the  following  is  a  copy  of  the 
report  made  to  the  inspector  of  buildings  by  said  committee  of  their 
decision  in  the  matter  referred  to  above : 

Minneapolis,  Minn.,  June  28, 1893. 
"The  committee,  consisting  of  L.  M.  Rand,  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  city  council  on  public  grounds  and  buildings  ,  Alder- 
man S.  B.  Loye,  chosen  by  the  inspector  of  buildings,  and  Hon.  A.  J. 
Boardman,  chosen  by  the  owner  of  the  Peoples'  theatre  building, 
who  were  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  section  four  of  the 
building  and  plumbing  ordinance  of  said  City  of  Minneapolis  to 
decide  whether  or  not  the  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  vestibule  and 
of  the  second  story  of  the  front  superstructure  in  the  Peoples' 
theatre,  now  in  process  of  erection  on  part  of  lots  four  and  five, 
block  sixty-three,  Minneapolis,  comes  within  the  ordinance  now  in 
force  in  regard  to  theatres  in  said  city,  hereby  report  and  submit 
that  said  committee  has  carefully  inspected  and  considered  the 
plans  and  specifications  of  said  building  and  all  the  matters  in  con- 
nection therewith  and  has  decided  and  hereby  does  decide  that  said 
floors  are  fireproof  within  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  relating 
to  theatres  now  in  force  in  said  City  of  Minneapolis.

The  construction  of  above  floors  to  make  them  fire-proof  as  shown 
by  plans  drawn  by  architect  H.  G.  Carter  are  wooden  joists  and  a 
four  (4)  inch  grouting  of  sand  and  cement  mortar  between  each  joist, 
and  a  tile  floor  on  top,  and  metalic  lath,  and  plaster  on  bottom, 
which  is  considered  by  said  committee  and  architect  as  fire-proofed. 

The  decision  of  the  above  committee  is  final,  and  the  work  in  con- 
structing the  main  auditorium  and  vestibule  floors  and  stairways 
was  carried  out  in  accordance  with  their  decision,  and  all  other  work 
to  complete  said  theatre  is,  and  will  be,  in  compliance  with  the  let- 
ter and  spirit  of  the  theatre  ordinance  now  in  force.  I  would  recom- 
mend to  your  honorable  body  that  the  wording  of  the  above  men- 
tioned paragraphs  be  so  amended  that  will  leave  no  doubt  as  to  its 
meaning-  in  the  future. 

THE  OLD  TRIBUNE  BUILDING. 

The  safety  of  the  walls  of  the  old  Tribune  building,  located  on  the 
corner  of  First  avenue  south  and  Fourth  street,  gave  rise  to  consid- 
erable newspaper  talk  and  street  gossip,  and  several  architects  com- 
mented on  their  safety  in  rebuilding.  On  July  18th,  1892,  my  prede- 
cessor, J.  M.  Hazen,  issued  a  permit  to  J.  C.  Plant  to  rebuild  the 
building  according  to  plans  drawn  by  J.  C.  Plant,  architect,  for  the 
New  England  Association,  and  operations  were  commenced  on 
building  but  were  abandoned  by  said  company,  when  said  company 
assigned  to  a  receiver.  On  August  11th,  1893,  by  motion  of  Alder- 
man Rand  the  building  inspector  was  directed  to  have  the  old  walls 
of  the  Tribune  building  torn  down  to  the  level  of  the  sidewalk.  Au- 
gust 17th  I  notified  the  receiver  of  the  New  England  Association  of 
the  action  of  the  city  council,  but  nothing  was  done  by  said  com- 
pany. I  placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  city  attorney  and  a 
suit  was  begun  in  the  district  court  to  compel  the  receiver  to  put 
said  walls  in  a  safe  condition.  On  November  13th,  1893,  the  case 
came  up  for  trial  and  the  case  was  dismissed  by  Judge  Hicks  on 
the  ground  that  sufficient  expert  testimony  was  produced  by  said 
defendants  to  show  that  the  walls  were  in  a  safe  enough  condition 
to  stand  until  said  association  were  ready  to  rebuild. 

PLUMBING. 

Plumbing  and  sanitary  matters  attached  to  this  department  has 
been  very  efficiently  attended  to  by  my  plumbing  and  sanitary 
assistants,  the  amount  of  work  performed  by  them  has  been  very 
large  as  the  following  table  will  show.

ELEVATORS— PASSENGER  AND  FREIGHT. 

The  passenger  and  freight  elevators  of  this  city  number  452,  of 
which  110  are  passenger,  being-  an  increase  of  52  during  the  year 
1893.  The  law  requires  a  careful  inspection  of  all  elevators  by  this 
department  at  least  once  a  year,  which  is  in  my  opinion  not  sufficient 
and  should  be  inspected  at  least  four  times  a  year.  Our  ordinance 
on  elevators  is  not  as  complete  as  might  be,  and  proper  caution  is 
not  always  used  by  the  owners  and  operators  of  elevators  in  pro- 
tecting- the  public.  An  ordinance  should  be  passed  compelling 
owners  of  elevators  to  have  an  automatic  device  to  each  elevator 
door  or  opening  to  protect  persons  from  falling-  into  those  dangerous 
openings.  Trap  doors  and  guard  rails  to  shafts  which  are  lifted 
by  hand  and  constantly  left  open  contrary  to  repeated  notices  from 
inspectors  not  to  allow  them  to  be  left  open,  but  neglect  to  close 
them  as  the  elevator  passes  the  floors.  Railing-s  around  well  holes 
or  trap  doors  in  freight  elevators  are  constantly  removed  by  owners 
and  fastened  up  and  left  remaining  there  long  enough  to  cause  an 
accident.  I  should  recommend  that  the  amendment  to  the  building- 
ordinance  relative  to  elevators,  which  is  now  pending-  before  your 
honorable  body,  be  passed  and  a  penalty  clause  be  added  to  punish 
such  owners  of  elevators  as  above  mentioned. 

FIRE  ESCAPES  AND  STAND  PIPES. 

The  fire  escapes  in  this  city  number  263,  an  increase  during-  the 
year  of  1893  of  36;  three  of  the  above  fire  escapes  are  in  the  form  of 
iron  stairs,  and  thirty-three  are  perpendicular  ladders  and  stand 
pipes,  the  latter  form  of  escape  being  quite  unsuitable  in  the  upper 
floors  of  business  blocks.  The  erection  of  common  vertical  ladders 
as  fire  escapes  has  been  discourag-ed  by  this  department  and  iron 
stairs  advocated  to  take  their  place  in  business  blocks  and  tenement 
building-s,  where  men  and  women  are  employed. 

There  has  been  31  notices  served  to  erect  fire  escapes  during-  the 
year  and  ten  certificates  issued  for  fire  escapes  and  stand  pipes.

ELECTRIC  WIRES. 

The  inspection  of  electric  wiring  which  has  been  attached  to  this 
department  has  been  efficiently  attended  to  by  my  assistant  wire 
inspector,  and  the  loss  by  fire  from  electricity  is  nominal.  The  total 
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number  of  inspections  of  generators,  motors,  and  lights  are  as 
follows:

There  were  four  persons  killed  from  electric  shock  during  the 
year  as  follows: 

June  14th.  Frank  Arnit,  short  circuiting  arc  dynamo  at  street  railway  power  sta- 
tion, 3rd  avenue  north  and  2nd  street. 

July  24th.  Chas.  McCoy,  at  2218  Colfax  avenue  south,  carelessly  handling  con- 
deramed  transformer. 

September  20th.  James  Tobin,  Cedar  avenue  and  4th  street,  handling  telephone 
wire  crossed  with  1,000  volt  alternating  current  wire. 

October  6th.  Geo.  Truesdell,  26th  street  and  16th  avenue  south,  picking  up  1,000  volt 
alternating  current  wire  which  had  broken  and  fallen  in  the  street. 

August 9th.  A  horse  was  killed  at  Hennepin  and  Groveland  avenues  by  coming  in 
contact  with  a  telephone  wire  which  had  fallen  across  a  street  railway  trolley  wire. 

The  electric  fires  during  the  year  were  as  follows: 

January  12.  At  Nicollet  avenue,  carbon  fell  out  of  arc  lamp  after  store  was  closed, 
setting  fire  to  goods.    Damage  $1,169.50. 

January  12.  At  49  Washington  avenue  south,  wire  carrying  110  volt-current  came  in 
contact  with  a  gas  pipe,  melting  a  whole  in  the  pipe  letting  out  the  gas  and  setting  fire 
to  the  building.   Damage  $246.00. 

These  wires  were  condemned  the  day  before  the  fire  occured,  but  had  not  been 
repaired. 

January  19.  Basement  of  the  Journal  building  short  circuit  on  pendant  cord,  Fuse 
strip  had  been  replaced  with  copper  wire.   No  damage, 

March  24.  At  2727  Pillsbury  avenue,  defective  transformer,  1,000  volt-current  on  50 
volt  wires.    Damages  $2.00. 

March  24.   At  2712  Blaisdell  avenue,  same  cause.   Damage  $2.00. 

March  24.   At  122  Thirteenth  avenue  northeast,  same  cause.   Damage  $354.95. 

April  4.  At  314  First  avenue  north,  short  circuit  on  motor  wires,  fuse  too  large' 
Damage  125.00. 

April  17.   At  417  Cedar  avenue,  grounding  arc  wires.   Damage  $6.00. 

May  22.  At  115  Nicollet  avenue,  grounding  of  wires  supplying  current  for  a  group  of 
series  multiple  lights.   Damage  $25.00. 

May  22.   At  Exposition  building,  grounding  of  arc  wires.   Damage  $150.00. 

July  31.  At  15  south  Third  street,  water  dropping  on  wires  at  Edison  street  tube. 
Damage  $100.00. 

August  9.  At  527  Washington  avenue  north,  1,000  volt  wires  falling  on  metal  roof. 
Damage  $35.00. 

August  17.   At  1901-1903  Sixteenth  avenue  south,  same  cause.   Damage  $769.17. 
August  30    At  18  and  20  Washington  avenue  north,  grounding  of  110  volt  wires. 
Damage  $10.00. 

December  19.   At  623  Nicollet  avenue,  current  left  on  elecrtic  flat  iron  over  night, 
iron  setting  fire  to  wood  work.    Damage  $790.00. 
Total  number  of  fires  15.   Total  loss  from  same  $3,684.62. 

The  first  and  last  fire  of  the  year,  were  the  two  largest,  and  both 
were  due  to  carelessness  on  the  part  of  attendants  rather  than 
from  any  defect  in  the  wiring  or  appliances.  There  was  one  arrest 
for  violating  the  underground  wire  ordinance,  which  has  not  been 
brought  to  trial  yet. 
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PLANS  AND  SPECIFICATIONS. 
Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  by  this  department 
and  the  work  superintended  for  the  following-  city  building's  during 
the  year  1893: 

Engine  House  No.  19,  located  corner  of  Oak  street  and  University  avenue  SE.  The 
house  has  a  frontage  of  44  feet  and  a  depth  of  100  feet;  it  has  two  large  arched  entran- 
ces in  front  and  bell  tower.  The  first  floor  contains  apparatus  room  and  stalls  for  ten 
horses,  with  all  the  most  approved  appliances  and  facilities.  The  second  floor  contains 
a  large  bedroom,  bathroom  and  closets,  linen  stores  and  hayloft.  In  the  arrangement 
of  this  house  the  chief  of  the  fire  department  was  consulted  and  his  requirements 
adopted.  The  house  is  substantially  built  and  well  arranged.  The  building  was 
completed  and  accepted  November  28th,  1893. 

Third  Precinct  Police  Station,  located  corner  Nineteenth  avenue  south  and 
Fourth  street.  The  station  has  a  frontage  of  54  feet  and  a  depth  of  68  feet;  the  first 
floor  contains  offices  and  roll  call  room,  cell  room  with  eight  cells,  patrol  room  and 
stalls  for  three  horses.  Second  floor  contains  a  large  drill  room,  bedrooms,  bathrooms 
and  closets,  gymnasium  and  hayloft.  In  the  arrangements  of  this  station  the  chief  of 
police  was  consulted  and  his  requirements  were  adopted.  The  station  was  completed 
and  accepted  December  18th,  1893, 

The  New  City  Hospital,  located  on  the  corner  of  Fifth  street  and  Seventh  avenue 
south.  The  building  is  two-story  brick,  and  has  a  frontage  of  44  feet  on  Fifth  street, 
and  88  feet  on  Seventh  avenue.  The  building  contains  seven  wards  for  patients, 
offices  and  a  special  surgical  operating  room;  there  is  also  two  wards  for  infectious 
diseases,  isolated  from  the  main  building. 

The  new  brick  boiler  house  is  24x42  feet;  first  floor  used  as  kitchen  and  laundry;  the 
oasement  contains  two  boilers,  4x14  feet,  and  a  fifteen  horse  power  engine,  and  pro- 
vides the  buildings  with  steam  heat,  and  forces  the  hot  air  through  a  fan  system  into 
the  buildings  and  ventilates  the  rooms  at  the  same  time;  also  provides  every  ward, 
kitchen  and  laundry  with  cold  and  hot  water.  In  the  arrangement  of  the  hospitaL 
Doctor  Weston,  city  physician,  was  consulted  and  his  suggestions  carried  out.  The 
hospital  is  substantially  built  and  well  arranged.  The  building  was  completed  and 
accepted  by  the  Board  of  Corrections  and  Charities,  October  16th,  1893. 

New  Headquarters  for  Fire  Department.  Plans  and  specifications  have  been 
prepared  by  this  department  for  a  new  building  to  be  used  as  headquarters  for  city 
fire  department.  The  building  will  be  located  on  Fourth  street  between  Hennepin 
and  First  avenues  N.  The  building  will  have  a  frontage  of  52  feet  and  a  depth  of  161 
feet,  three  stories  in  height;  it  will  have  two  large  entrances  in  front  and  a  practice 
tower  32  feet  in  height  from  roof.  The  first  floor  contains  apparatus  room  and  a  space 
for  water  tower  and  stalls  for  19  horses,  with  all  the  most  improved  appliances  and 
facilities.  The  second  floor  will  contain  offices  for  chief  of  fire  department  and  his 
secretary,  sleeping  compartments  for  firemen,  closets  and  bathrooms,  hay  loft  and 
coal  room  in  the  rear.  The  third  floor  contains  a  large  drill  hall,  store  room,  battery 
room  and  room  for  fire  alarm  telegraph  operators,  also  a  private  office  for  superin- 
tendent of  fire  alarm.  The  material  used  for  front  of  building  is  St  Louis  red  pressed 
brick  and  brown  sandstone.  The  building  will  be  a  substantial  one  and  well  arranged, 
and  the  estimate  of  same  is  $25,000. 

The  amount  of  work  performed  by  this  department  in  furnising 
plans  and  specifications  and  superintending  the  work  for  the  city 
during  the  year  of  1893  is  as  follows :

The  above  work  performed  by  this  department  would  have  cost 
the  city,  if  said  plans  had  to  be  furnished  by  any  architect,  at  least 
3  per  cent,  of  the  whole  cost  and  5  per  cent,  if  they  had  to  furnish 
plans  and  superintend  the  work  and  furnish  detail  drawings,  which 
would  make  a  per  centage  of  $1,947  at  3  per  cent,  or  $3,245  at  5  per 
cent.,  and  the  actual  cost  of  labor  and  material  to  the  city  by  having- 
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the  plans,  specifications  and  detail  drawings  prepared  by  this 
department  will  not  exceed  $1,000,  and  the  city  is  getting-  better 
buildings  for  less  money,  same  style  and  size  of  buildings,  than 
they  ever  had  before. 

We  have  issued  2,837  permits  to  erect  and  repair  buildings,  the 
same  to  cost  $4,301,780;  927  permits  to  do  plumbing,  valued  at  $227,556; 
311  permits  to  do  electric  wiring,  same  to  have  cost  $54,319;  353  per- 
mits to  move  buildings;  120  permits  for  the  use  of  street  for  build- 
ing purposes.  Made  6,424  miscellaneous  examinations;  20  exami- 
nations of  dangerous  buildings;  1,781  examinations  of  plumb- 
ing; 234  examinations  of  reported  dangerous  plumbing;  675  air 
tests  of  plumbing;  1  water  test  of  plumbing  and  871  final  exami- 
nations of  plumbing;  1,252  examinations  of  electric  wires;  243  con- 
demned or  ordered  changed;  421  notices  served;  31  notices  to  erect 
fire  escapes;  225  elevators  inspected  and  110  certificates  issued  for 
damages  by  changing  of  street  grade.

REPORT  OF  ASSESSOR. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council: 

GENTLEMEN: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  for  your  con- 
sideration, my  annual  report  of  the  work  of  this  department,  for  the 
year  ending-  December  31st,  1893.  Being-  the  odd-numbered  year, 
only  the  new  buildings,  and  personal  property  were  subject  to 
assessment,  according-  to  the  assessment  laws  of  the  state. 

PERSONAL  PROPERTY. 

Schedule  A,  to  which  you  are  respectfully  referred,  is  an  abstract 
of  the  personal  assessment,  the  total  amount  of  which,  as  originally 
made  by  this  department,  was  $20,403,002;  as  equalized  by  the  City 
Board  of  Equalization,  it  was  $19,960,522,  and  as  finally  equalized  by 
the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  was  $19,985,051,  being  a  reduction 
from  the  original  assessment  of  $417,951.  The  total  valuation  of  per- 
sonal property  for  taxation,  after  the  exemption  allowed  by  law,  of 
$100  on  each  individual  assessment,  was  $18,785,086,  being-  an  increase 
over  1892  of  $320,291.  To  this  amount  should  be  added  $289,000,  for 
money  which  I  found  subsequent  to  the  time  of  making-  the  reg-ular 
assessment,  in  the  hands  of,,  or  on  deposit  by,  divers  persons,  who 
had  neglected  to  return  the  same  for  assessment,  and  which  was 
added  to  the  personal  assessment  rolls  by  the  county  auditor,  pur- 
suant to  Section  138,  Chapter  13,  of  General  Tax  Laws,  and  making-  a 
grand  total  of  $19,074,086.  The  total  number  of  personal  assessments 
was  13,586,  a  decrease  from  1892  of  422. 

NEW  IMPROVEMENTS. 

For  the  new  improvements,  I  refer  to  Schedule  B,  the  total  amount 
of  which  was  $1,853,130;  removed  or  destroyed,  $203,600;  net  new 
buildings,  $1,649,530.  No  change  was  made  in  improvements  by  the 
board  of  equalization.  The  number  of  assessments  for  new  im- 
provements was  1,065,  representing  at  least  1,200  new  buildings.  The 
quality  of  the  buildings  erected  in  1892,  and  assessed  May  1st,  1893, 
show  a  marked  improvement  over  those  of  previous  years. 

The  total  vauation  of  real  and  personal  property  for  1893  is 
$141,600,506. 

VACANT  BUILDINGS. 
The  number  of  vacant  building-s  found  between  May  1st  and  June 
20th,  by  the  deputies  of  the  thirteen  wards,  whose  duty  it  is  to  visit 
each  house,  was  756,  as  against  1,008  in  1892.    For  classification  by 
wards  of  the  same,  I  beg-  leave  to  refer  you  to  Schedule  C. 

EXPENSES.

GENTLEMEN:  I  herewith  submit  to  your  honorable  body  a  report 
of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  year  ending-  Decem- 
ber 31,  1893.

During-  the  past  year  the  building-  operations  of  the  board  have 
been  limited  to  an  extent  far  below  the  needs  of  the  schools,  owing 
to  a  lack  of  the  necessary  funds. 

The  only  additional  building  erected  during  the  year  was  the 
Blaine  building-,  situated  on  the  corner  of  Third  street  and  Twelfth 
avenue  north.  A  site  was  purchased  for  said  building-  from  Lam- 
bert Hays  for  the  sum  of  $16,000.00.  Messrs.  Dunnell  and  Elliot,  of 
this  city,  were  appointed  architects,  plans  for  the  new  building  were 
prepared  and  the  contract  let  to  Erick  Lund  for  the  building;  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  to  the  Pond-Hasey  Co.,  and  the  plumbing-  to  J. 
S.  Kearney  &  Co.  The  work  of  erecting  the  building  was  commenced 
about  the  first  of  May,  and  was  occupied  by  the  pupils  on  the  18th  of 
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September.  The  total  contract  price  of  the  building-  was  $40,040.00. 
The  Blaine  building-  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  of  its  kind  erected 
at  such  a  low  cost.  The  plan  is  in  harmony  with  the  latest  ideas 
regarding-  school  buildings  and  embraces  every  convenience  and 
improvement  necessary  for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  pupils. 

On  the  5th  of  April  last  the  Lowell  school  building  was  destroyed 
by  fire.  As  soon  as  the  loss  on  the  building-  and  its  contents  was 
adjusted  by  the  insurance  companies,  operations  were  commenced 
for  the  re-erection  of  the  building.  Plans  for  the  new  building  were 
prepared  by  Messrs.  Dunnell  &  Elliot  and  the  contract  let  to  D.  D. 
Smith  for  the  building-;  heating-  and  ventilation  to  Tunstead  & 
Moore,  and  the  plumbing-  to  Chas.  Wilkin  &  Co.  The  total  contract 
price  of  the  building-  was  $29,022.00.  The  general  plan  of  the  new 
Lowell  building-  is  in  all  respects  identical  to  that  of  the  Blaine. 

The  beginning-  of  January  last  saw  the  completion  and  formal 
opening-  of  the  new  South  Side  Hig-h  School.  The  total  cost  of  the 
building-  was  $79,201.75.  This  building  is  specially  adapted  to  the 
requirements  of  a  hig-h  school  course  and  since  the  opening  the 
increase  of  hig-h  school  pupils  has  been  very  larg-e,  testifying-  to  the 
wisdom  and  to  the  necessity  of  erecting  the  building-.  The  board 
expresses  a  hope  that  they  will  be  able  to  erect  a  building-  of  a 
similar  character  on  the  East  Side  in  the  near  future. 

By  reason  of  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Prescott  school  in 
North  East  Minneapolis,  the  board  for  the  past  two  years  have  been 
obliged  to  rent  rooms  outside  of  the  building  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  overflow  of  pupils.  This  year  it  was  decided  to  erect  a 
new  eight-room  building  in  that  neighborhood,  and  thus  dispense 
with  the  uncomfortable  rented  annex.  A  site  was  purchased  on 
Twenty-fifth  avenue  northeast,  between  Madison  and  Jefferson 
streets,  for  the  sum  of  $4,400.00.  Messrs.  Dunnell  and  Elliot  were  in- 
structed to  prepare  plans  for  the  building-,  but  unfortunately,  im- 
mediately after,  the  Lowell  building-  burned  down,  the  re-erection 
of  which  demanded  first  attention,  and  in  view  of  a  probable  de- 
crease in  the  collection  of  taxes  the  board,  from  lack  of  funds,  were 
forced  to  reluctantly  abandon  the  project  of  erecting-  the  new  eight 
room  building  in  North  East  Minneapolis.  But,  however,  means 
must  be  provided  for  the  care  of  the  pupils,  and  the  board  decided 
to  erect  a  temporary  two-story  frame  addition  to  the  Prescott  school, 
which  cost  about  $1,400,  and  contains  four  regular  sized  school  rooms. 

The  erection  of  the  foregoing  buildings  are  entirely  inadequate 
to  meet  the  demands  for  school  accommodations.  For  the  past  two 
or  three  years  the  board  were  able  to  build  one  or  two  building  out 
of  the  ordinary  revenue,  but  now  owing  to  the  large  increase  of 
pupils  each  year  and  the  consequent  increase  in  the  expense  of 
maintenance,  the  total  revenue  of  the  board  from  all  sources  is  only 
sufficient  to  meet  running  expenses,  leaving  nothing  for  the  erec- 
tion of  new  buildings. 

In  the  way  of  improvements  made  to  old  buildings  the  board  this 
year  have  not  done  anything  except  to  keep  the  various  buildings 
in  proper  repair. 
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The  most  serious  question  confronting-  the  success  of  the  schools 
is  the  matter  of  accommodation.  Even  with  the  present  enrollment 
many  pupils  are  confined  to  half  day  sessions,  which  is  necessarily 
detrimental  to  their  progress.  The  importance  of  giving  all  the 
pupils  the  benefit  of  a  full  day's  session  is  manifest,  and  is  empha- 
sized by  the  fact  that  the  large  majority  of  the  pupils  are  found  in 
the  first  three  grades. 

During  the  school  year  which  closed  June  30th,  1893,  61  per  cent  of 
all  the  pupils  in  attendance  upon  the  puplic  schools  were  enrolled 
in  the  first  three  grades,  being  nearly  two  thirds  of  the  total  enroll- 
ment. This  shows  the  large  number  of  pupils  who  drop  out  of 
school  at  the  completion  of  this  work,  and  makes  it  evident  that 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  give  them  the  privilege  of  a  full  day's 
session. 

The  increase  in  attendance  during  the  present  school  year  over 
that  of  last  year  will  not  be  less  than  2,500  pupils,  which  of  itself 
shows  a  deep  interest  in  the  schools,  and  a  confidence  on  the  part 
of  the  community  in  the  work  which  they  are  doing-.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  school  year  a  new  course  of  study  was 
adopted,  under  which  the  schools  are  working  at  the  present  time. 
More  attention  has  been  given  to  the  work  in  science,  literature  and 
history,  and  the  results  already  accomplished  show  the  wisdom  of 
the  change.  The  department  of  cooking  has  been  enlarged,  three 
schools  having  been  established,  so  that  all  the  girls  in  the  7th 
grade  are  receiving  weekly  lessons  in  this  subject.  The  course  was 
extended  in  time,  now  occupying-  one  year  in  our  course  of  study 
instead  of  a  half  year  as  heretofore.  Sewing-  is  carried  on  by  the 
girls  of  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  grades. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  Supervisor  of  Manual  Training- 
was  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  who  has  charge  of  the 
industrial  work  of  the  boys  from  the  4th  grade  through  the  High 
School.  It  was  thought  this  plan  would  lead  to  a  closer  uniformity 
in  the  work,  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  department.  The 
method  pursued  is  as  follows:  Each  boy  in  the  4th  and  5th  grades  is 
provided  with  a  knife,  pair  of  compasses  and  a  twelve  inch  ruler,  and 
in  the  6th  grade  there  is  added  to  this  equipment  a  try-square,  T 
square  and  triangle.  For  this  work  a  desk  cover  and  compasses 
are  also  added,  and  the  work  is  under  the  immediate  direction  of 
the  room  teacher,  who  receives  instruction  from  the  Supervisor  of 
Manual  Training.  One  hour  a  week  is  devoted  to  this  work.  The 
teachers  occasionally  meet  with  the  Supervisor  at  his  office,  for  in- 
struction in  regard  to  the  work. 

The  boys  of  the  7th  grade  take  their  work  at  the  four  high  schools 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  Instructors  in  Manual  Train- 
ing.   Two  hours  a  week  are  devoted  to  this  work. 

The  importance  of  industrial  work  for  both  boys  and  g-irls  is 
fully  recognized  and  all  possible  encouragement  is  given  to  it.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  educational  value  of  all 
this  manual  training  work  is  not  measured,  necessarily,  by  the 
amount  spent  for  equipment.  The  aim  is  not  to  make  carpenters  or 
mechanics,  but  to  develop  in  the  boy  those  faculties  which  will  be 
of  use  to  him  in  all  the  relations  of  life. 
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Some  changes  have  been  made  during-  the  past  year  in  the  matter 
of  salaries.  This  has  been  in  the  direction  of  equalizing  them,  the 
former  schedule  being  unsatisfactory,  if  not  unfair.  Under  the 
present  arrangement  the  maximum  salary  for  the  first  seven  grades 
is  the  same,  and  in  fixing  the  salary  of  new  teachers  previous  experi- 
ence and  success  is  taken  into  consideration.  Very  little  additional 
expense  was  incurred  by  this  arrangement.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  the  schools  to  the  lowest  possible 
figure  consistent  with  their  progress  and  success.  All  unnecessary 
expenses  have  been  avoided,  and  a  large  saving  over  the  previous 
year  has  been  the  result. 

The  evening  schools  were  reduced  this  year  to  three  in  number, 
one  in  each  of  the  following  buildings:  Blaine,  Jackson  and 
Winthrop.  These  schools  have  obtained  so  strong  a  hold  on  the 
community  and  have  done  so  good  a  work  for  those  who  are  not 
able  to  attend  the  day  schools  that  it  was  thought  best  to  continue 
them  even  if  it  became  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  on  account 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  board. 

The  most  radical  change  in  the  schools  has  been  in  the  matter  of 
free  text  books.  During  the  present  year  all  text  books  and 
materials  of  every  kind  are  furnished  free  to  the  pupils  by  the 
board  of  education.  So  far  the  change  seems  to  be  a  wise  one  and 
to  meet  with  the  approval  of  all  connected  with  the  schools.  The 
advantages  which  result  from  always  having  at  hand  a  full  supply 
of  text  books  and  other  material  for  every  pupil  who  is  admitted, 
the  great  reduction  in  the  expense  of  text  books,  together  with  the 
fact  that  under  this  arrangement  many  pupils  are  able  to  attend 
school  who  would  not  otherwise  be  able  to  do  so,  show  conclusively 
that  the  action  taken  by  the  board  was  in  the  right  direction. 

In  conclusion  allow  me  to  say  that  the  schools  seem  to  be  suc- 
cessfully accomplishing  the  work  which  belongs  to  them  and  to  be 
constantly  gaining  in  efficiency  and  in  the  confidence  of  the  people.

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Secretary's  Report. 


Minneapolis,  Minn.,  January  9, 1894. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Library  Board  : 

GENTLEMEN: — The  financial  showing  this  year  is  very  favorable 
if  we  take  into  consideration  the  diminished  income  of  the  board 
The  rate  of  tax  levy  was  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year,  four-tenths 
of  a  mill,  but  the  receipts  from  taxes,  penalties  and  interest  have 
been  only  $52,346.49,  as  against  $58,122.68  received  from  the  same 
source  in  1892,  a  falling  off  of  $5,776.19.  The  extraordinary  expendi- 
ture of  the  year  has  been  for  the  North  Side  Branch  building,  on 
account  of  which  we  have  paid  out  about  $8,000,  $1,000  of  which  was 
contributed  by  North  Side  citizens.  We  have  on  hand  at  the  beginn- 
ing of  the  year  a  nominal  balance  of  $6,755,  but  of  this  amount 
$2,297.96  is  not  at  present  available  on  account  of  having  been 
deposited  in  insolvent  banks.

Report  of  the  Librarian. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Library  Board: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  the  report  of  the  Librarian 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending-  December  31, 1893,  the  fourth  annual  report 
since  the  Library  was  opened. 

CIRCULATION. 

The  circulation  for  the  year,  under  the  able  superintendence  of 
Miss  Josephine  Cloud,  shows  a  total  issue  for  home  use  of  368,090,  a 
gain  over  last  year  of  34,478;  46  per  cent,  of  this  issue  was  from 
branches  and  stations.  To  this  number  must  be  added  the  books 
checked  in  the  leading-  rocms,  about  32,CC0,  a  total  of  4C0,GS0,  a  tolal 
larger  than  that  of  last  year  by  a  little  more  than  10  per  cent.  These 
figures,  however,  by  no  means  represent  completely  the  use  of  the 
Library.  The  alcoves  are  always  open  to  the  holders  of  shelf  per- 
mits, who  help  themselves.  Of  these  permits,  there  have  been 
issued  the  past  year,  677.  The  reference  and  fine  arts  books  are  con- 
stantly in  the  hands  of  readers.  Under  our  system  of  free  access  no 
record  can  conveniently  be  made  of  books  thus  consulted.  Could 
there  be  a  count  the  above  total  would  be  swelled  by  many  thou- 
sands. The  Library  has  put  almost  half  a  million  books,  the  past 
year,  into  the  hands  of  the  people.  The  details  of  the  circulation  are 
given  in  the  tables  by  which  this  report  is  accompanied.  One 
thousand  more  cards  were  issued  from  '92  to  '94  than  from  '90  to  '92. 

NOVELS. 

In  this  community,  as  everywhere  in  our  time,  novels  form  much 
the  largest  class  of  the  books  read,  47.22  per  cent.;  Hardy's  "Tess 
of  d'Urberville"  was  issued  759  times,  standing  at  the  head.  The 
opinion  expressed  by  me  at  some  length  a  year  ago,  that  this  read- 
ing of  fiction  is  by  no  means  a  circumstance  to  be  mourned  over, 
I  have  seen  no  reason  to  change.  I  was  glad,  at  Chicago,  to  find 
myself  borne  out  in  my  position  by  Dr.  Emil  Hirsch,  president 
of  the  Chicago  Library  Board,  in  a  striking  address  at  the  opening 
of  the  library  convention,  upon  the  subject  of  fiction  reading. 
No  better  book  than  a  good  novel  can  be  undertaken  by  a  reader. 
Much  of  the  most  effective  teaching  of  the  present  day  in  science, 
philosophy  and  religion  has  been  done  through  novels.  The  finest 
pieces  of  literary  art  achieved  in  our  generation  are  within  the 
realm  of  fiction.  For  some  reason,  which  need  not  be  here 
discussed,  interest  in  poetry,  the  product  of  excited  imagina- 
tion limited  within  the  bonds  of  rhyme  and  rhythm,  is  in 
our  generation  only  languid.  But  the  prose  romance  differs 
from  poetry  only  in  being  unfettered  by  rhyme  and  rhythm.  The 
same  canons  of  criticism  can  be  applied  to  the  romance  as  are 
applied  to  the  formal  epic  and  lyric.  Goethe  wrote  '•Hermann  and 
Dorothea''  and  "Werther ;"  Longfellow,  "Hyperion"  and  "Evange- 
line ;"  Scott,  "Ivanhoe"  and  "Marmion" — in  the  case  of  each  a  novel 
and  a  metrical  romance,  and  as  to  class,  the  novel  and  romance 
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are  only  superficially  distinguishable.  In  the  case  of  each  pair 
cited  the  author  exerted  in  the  composition  of  both  works  the  same 
faculties,  and  except  that  while  busy  with  one  he  was  spared  count- 
ing- out  upon  his  fingers  a  certain  number  of  feet  and  hunting  for 
chiming  syllables,  the  effort  of  his  genius  must  have  seemed  to  him 
one  and  the  same  thing.  All  that  we  can  get  from  good  poetry  we 
can  get  from  a  good  novel,  and  as  Lowell  said,  in  a  passage  I  quoted 
a  year  ago,  the  love  and  study  of  such  works  "is  of  practical  utility 
in  a  country  so  profoundly  material  in  its  leading  tendencies  as 
ours."  Special  care  continues  to  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of 
novels  for  the  Library.  All  such  books  are  read  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Librarian  before  being  received  and  only  the  best 
retained. 

While  novel  reading  may  with  reason  be  thus  defended,  it  is  need- 
less to  say  it  should  form  but  a  part  of  the  reading  of  any  one.  The 
tables  will  show  a  fair  circulation  of  books  of  other  classes,  espe- 
cially in  biography  and  history.  It  would  be  to  the  credit  of  our 
city  if  our  circulation  here  were  larger;  as  it  would  be  also  to  our 
credit  if  the  taste  for  works  in  philosophy  and  science  were,  accor- 
ding to  our  statistics,  more  strongly  developed. 

CHILDREN'S  DEPARTMENT. 
The  administration  of  the  Library  has  proceeded  throughout  the 
year  with  great  smoothness.  Although  the  business  has  increased 
by  fully  10  per  cent.,  the  number  of  the  staff  has  been  considerably 
diminished.  With  the  beginning  of  the  fall,  a  children's  department 
was  opened  in  the  lower  corridor,  where  the  juvenile  books  were 
placed  upon  convenient  racks,  the  children  being  admitted  within 
the  rail,  to  free  access.  The  benefit  resulting  has  been  great;  the 
children  have  been  better  accommodated  in  a  place  by  themselves; 
and  the  adults  have  been  relieved  of  much  inconvenient  crowding, 
which  under  the  old  arrangement  had  become  exceedingly  embar- 
rassing. The  Athenaeum  Assistant  Librarian  was  discontinued  by 
the  Athenaeum  board  in  September,  leaving  a  vacancy  which  has 
not  been  filled  until  within  a  week.  In  the  appointment  to  that  posi- 
tion of  Miss  Jessie  McMillan,  a  valued  member  of  the  Library  staff 
receives  a  recognition  which  her  abilities,  accomplishments  and 
faithfulness  fully  deserve. 

BRANCHES  AND  STATIONS. 

Of  the  new  Branches  and  Stations  established  at  the  end  of  1892 
Branch  E  and  Station  I  have  been  closed,  while  Station  F  has  been 
shifted  to  a  more  convenient  location.  Station  I  was  closed  by  the 
action  of  the  manager  of  the  University  book-store,  in  which  it  had 
been  located,  who  felt  that  the  small  result  accomplished,  made  it 
for  him  not  worth  the  trouble.  In  Branch  E,  at  Labor  Temple,  an 
earnest  effort  was  made  with  little  success,  to  meet  the  wishes  of  our 
valued  fellow  citizens  the  Knights  of  Labor.  The  periodicals  and 
books  of  reference  placed  there,  were  selected  with  especial  regard 
to  the  supposed  wants  of  that  class.  Had  any  encouragement  been 
given,  your  Board,  no  doubt,  would  have  increased  considerably 
the  number  of  volumes.    The  small  patronage  seems  to  have  been 
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largely  due  to  the  unfortunate  location.  Labor  Temple  is,  to  be 
sure,  resorted  to  by  large  numbers  of  working-  men,  but  they  go 
there  for  a  particular  purpose,  to  attend  their  lodges  and  unions. 
They  come  at  the  end  of  a  working  day,  returning  home  when  the 
meetings  are  over,  the  homes,  in  most  cases,  being  at  a  distance. 
Little  or  no  time  is  left  for  using  a  reading  room.  The  Board  need 
not  regret  that  the  experiment  was  tried;  it  needed  to  be  tried  ; 
no  judgment  could  be  formed  until  after  trial. 

As  to  che  other  Branches  and  Stations,  F,  G  and  H  have  been  ex- 
cellently cared  for  by  the  gentlemen  in  whose  stores  they  have  been 
located,  and  have  served  a  most  useful  purpose.  Station  D,  at  Wash- 
ington and  Hennepin  avenues,  is  very  important  to  us;  Branch  B, 
at  the  south,  occupied  in  October  a  much  more  convenient  location; 
Branch  C,  at  the  east,  is  well  placed,  surpassing  in  its  business  all 
the  others;  the  fine  structure  erected  by  the  Board,  with  help  from 
the  North  side  citizens,  for  Branch  A,  is  nearly  ready  for  occupancy, 
and  gives  great  satisfaction  to  all.  Branches  A,  B  and  C  have  each 
been  restricted  since  November  1st  to  one  assistant,  besides  the 
head,  instead  of  two.  At  the  Central  building,  the  young  men  from 
the  university,  who  had  done  most  of  the  evening  work,  have  been 
entirely  dispensed  with,  all  the  work  of  day  and  evening,  except  on 
Sundays  and  holidays,  being  done  by  the  regular  force.  The  in- 
creased labor  and  longer  hours,  made  imperative  by  the  stress  of 
the  times,  have  been  cheerfully  undertaken,  and  the  public  has 
appeared  to  be  quite  satisfied.  I  may  commend  here  the  faithful 
work  of  our  chief  janitor,  Mr.  L.  A.  Runge,  whose  competent  over- 
sight includes  the  Branches  and  Stations  as  well  as  the  central 
building. 

CATALOGUING. 

As  to  the  work  of  the  cataloguing  department,  it  is  important  that 
your  Board  and  the  public  should  be  clearty  informed  of  the  task  it 
has  had  to  cope  with,  and  the  result  obtained.  The  work  of  making 
our  present  card  author-catalogue  began  about  six  months  after 
this  building  was  opened,  at  a  time  when  there  was  an  accumula- 
tion of  books,  the  old  Athenaeum  library  and  the  new  purchases, 
amounting  to  29,800,  which  had  to  be  dealt  with  from  the  beginning. 
In  a  proper  library  list  each  book  must  appear  in  three  ways,  ac- 
cording to  its  author,  according  to  its  title  and  according  to  its  sub- 
ject. To  have  such  a  catalogue,  in  technical  phrase  a  "  dictionary 
catalogue,"  has  been  the  aim  of  the  administration  from  the  begin- 
ning. To  the  29,800,  with  which  it  was  necessary  to  start,  more  than 
36,000  volumes  have  been  added,  the  present  size  of  our  collections 
reaching  66,846.  How  has  this  mass  been  dealt  with  during  the  last 
three  years  and  a  half?  All  the  accessions  to  the  original  nucleus, 
accessions  amounting  to  more  than  36,000,  have  been  author-cata- 
logued, together  with  about  20,000  of  the  original  nucleus.  About 
10.000,  therefore,  of  the  original  books  still  remain  to  be  dealt  with. 
As  regards  the  old  books,  the  order  followed  has  been  to  select  first 
the  more  popular  classes.  These  having  been  taken  care  of,  it  is  ex- 
pected that,  in  addition,  the  classes  Theology  and  Law  will  be 
author-catalogued  this  month.    The  Useful  Arts,  Medicine,  Natural 
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Science  and  Natural  History  will  follow ;  Government  Documents 
will  come  last.  Besides  this  author-cataloguing-,  all  our  works  in 
Biography  have  been  subject-catalogued.  The  subject-cataloguing 
of  the  class  Travels  is  now  in  progress.  The  only  class  of  books  in 
the  Library  as  yet  completely  catalogued  in  the  three  ways,  by  the 
dictionary  plan,  is  that  of  Art.  During  the  present  year  15,000  author 
cards  have  been  inserted  in  the  case  in  the  reference  room. 

To  accomplish  so  much  as  this  has  required  diligent  work  by  a 
number  of  experienced  assistants.  It  is  vital  to  the  library  that 
their  work  should  continue.  The  name  cataloguing  department  is 
unfortunate,  leading,  as  it  does,  to  a  misapprehension  of  the  duties 
so  well  cared  for  by  Miss  Countryman  and  her  assistants.  The  list- 
ing of  our  books  is  but  a  portion  of  the  work  done  by  them.  The 
supervision  of  the  binding  belongs  here;  also  the  repairs  of  books 
not  so  far  gone  as  to  require  binding,  a  care  by  which  several  hun- 
dred dollars  are  saved  each  year.  Here,  also,  the  new  books  are 
stamped  and  labelled,  in  preparation  for  the  shelves;  here,  too,  be- 
longs the  bookkaeping  of  the  library,  no  inconsiderable  item  in  a 
business  establishment  of  this  size.  Aside  from  these  duties,  the 
cataloguers  have  always  been  at  hand  for  work  in  the  issue  and  ref- 
erence departments.  Latterly,  since  we  have  dispensed  with  the 
evening  force,  the  cataloguers  have  spent  a  large  part  of  their  time 
in  issue  and  reference  work.  In  fact  the  cataloguing  department,  as 
a  separate  part  of  the  Library  force,  can  hardly  be  said  longer  to  ex- 
ist, the  staff  here  spending  nearly  or  quite  half  their  time  at  other 
labors. 

LIBRARY  AND  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

An  experiment  was  tried  in  the  spring  of  1893  with  results  so  suc- 
cessful that  in  my  opinion  a  way  is  indicated  by  which  the  useful- 
ness of  the  Library  may  be  largely  increased  and  its  hold  upon  the 
affections  of  the  community  greatly  strengthened.  The  cities  of 
Cleveland,  Detroit  and  Milwaukee,  cities  of  about  the  same  grade  as 
Minneapolis,  and  each  possessed  of  a  well  administered  public 
library,  have  led  the  way  in  forming  a  close  connection  with  the 
public  schools.  Collections  of  about  seventy-five  books  suited  to 
youths  on  the  verge  of  manhood  and  womanhood  are  sent  to  the 
schools,  those  in  the  remote,  outlying  districts  being  served  first, 
where  they  are  put  into  the  charge  of  the  principal,  she  becoming 
for  the  time  being  a  Library  assistant.  The  books  are  issued  for  the 
most  part  to  children  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  follow- 
ing the  Library  rules  for  circulation.  At  the  end  of  three  or  four 
months,  or  at  such  time  as  the  books  appear  to  have  been  well  read, 
the  collection  goes  to  some  other  school,  being  replaced  by  a  fresh 
lot  of  books,  to  be  distributed  like  the  former,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  principal.  In  the  cities  mentioned,  the  plan,  now  for  several 
years  in  operation,  has  met  with  great  success  and  is  spreading 
elsewhere.  Having  informed  myself  of  the  good  results  of  this 
arrangement,  erroneously  supposing  after  some  conference  with 
the  Library  Committee,  that  a  trial  of  the  scheme,  if  it  could  be  done 
without  expense,  would  meet  with  their  approval,  I  explained  the 
idea  to  the  teachers  of  the  city,  receiving  from  them  a  cordial 
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response.  Finding  among  our  juvenile  books  about  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  duplicates  which  could  be  spared,  I  sent  half  to  the 
Lowell  and  half  to  the  Long-fellow  schools,  schools  far  in  the  out- 
skirts, remote  from  the  Library  and  all  its  Branches  and  Stations, 
which  they  have  little  means  of  getting  at  from  one  year's  end  to 
the  other.  The  benefit  of  the  arrangement  was  at  once  apparent. 
The  children  caught  at  the  books  with  enthusiasm  as  did  also  the 
parents  at  home.  If  the  father  were  an  old  soldier  the  war  books 
of  Coffin  were  as  interesting  to  him  as  to  his  boy;  the  mother  found 
Miss  Alcott,  Susan  Coolidge  and  Mrs.  Champney  as  interesting  as 
they  had  been  to  her  daughter.  The  travels  of  Knox  and  Butter- 
worth,  the  historical  tales  of  Henty,  the  classic  stories  of  Church 
pleased  old  and  young.  Households  to  which  the  Library  had  been 
utterly  strange  felt  for  the  first  time  an  influence  from  it.  Good 
was  communicated;  the  Library  was  popularized  in  those  outlying 
districts  as  it  could  be  in  no  other  way.  Miss  Jennison  and  Miss 
Sprague,  principals  respectively  of  the  Lowell  and  Longfellow 
schools,  testified  warmly  to  the  excellent  outcome.  In  one  way  the 
experiment  resulted  in  loss.  In  the  burning  of  the  Lowell  school 
about  one-half  of  its  collection,  which  had  been  called  in  with  a 
view  to  returning,  was  destroyed.  The  Library  Committee  felt  that 
the  departure  was  for  the  present  too  radical  and  that  the  plan 
ought  now  to  go  no  further.  The  librarian,  however,  desires  to 
express  his  opinion  that  in  no  other  way  at  once  so  cheap  and  so 
effective  can  the  advantages  of  the  Library  be  extended  and  the 
institution  itself  be  made  to  take  firm  hold  on  the  heart  of  the  pub- 
lic as  by  constituting  the  schools,  after  this  plan,  sub-stations,  the 
work  beginning  in  the  remote  regions  of  the  city,  leaving  the 
central  parts  to  be  last  served. 

FREE  ACCESS. 

Free  granting  of  shelf-permits  has  continued  the  past  year  as 
heretofore,  twice  as  many  having  been  issued  in  1893  as  in  1892,  and 
neither  administration  nor  directors,  so  far  as  any  expression  has 
been  made,  see  any  reason  to  change.  It  is  a  good  public  to  serve, 
and  in  the  main  it  can  be  thoroughly  trusted.  Liberties  are  some- 
times taken  with  the  light  Library  rules  and  thefts  have  sometimes 
occurred.  The  thefts,  however,  are  seldom  of  large  amount,  and 
probably  it  is  better  to  stand  the  loss  than  to  restrict  freedom  of 
access. 

It  is  only  right  to  say  here,  that  the  experience  of  this  Library  but 
repeats  that  of  similar  institutions  throughout  the  country.  Those 
who  override  the  rules,  who  resist  fines  justly  imposed,  who  demand 
unreasonable  privileges,  those  even  who  show  dishonesty,  are  far 
less  likely  to  be  from  the  plain  people  than  from  those  high  in  so- 
cial station.  The  masses  can  often  be  trusted  where  the  finer  world 
will  bear  watching. 

GROWTH. 

The  growth  of  the  Library  during  the  year  past,  has  been  small  as 
compared  with  that  of  the  year  preceding.  The  Athenaeum  Board 
have  made  but  few  additions  to  their  collection,  and  the  city  pur- 
chases, especially  during  the  last  six  months,  have  been  much  cur- 
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tailed.  The  figures  give  5,536  volumes  for  1893,  as  against  14,338  for 
1892.  Naturally  the  wear  and  tear  of  books  is  a  most  important  item 
in  a  library  like  ours.  Said  Edward  Everett  Hale,  in  a  recent  ad- 
dress: "The  greatest  credit  to  a  library,  is  its  ability  to  report  at  the 
end  of  a  year  that  a  large  number  of  its  books  have  been  worn  out 
in  clear  and  honest  service."  That  credit  we  can  take  to  ourselves 
every  year,  and  this  year  the  number  of  worn  out  books  has  been 
larger  than  ever  before.  Numbers  of  the  volumes  with  which  the 
Library  opened,  having  now  had  four  years'  service,  have  fallen 
into  a  state  of  disrepair  quite  beyond  the  binder's  art.  Many  of 
them  it  has  been  necessary  to  replace,  as  they  were  standard  works* 
indispensable  to  us.  Accessions  of  this  kind  make,  of  course,  no 
impression  upon  the  catalogue,  simply  taking  the  place,  as  they  do, 
of  those  that  have  dropped  to  pieces. 

HARD  TIMES. 

The  Library  has  felt  sensibly  in  its  resources,  the  effect  of  the  bad 
year  1893.  The  Board  of  Tax  Levy  felt  obliged,  for  the  third  time,  to 
cut  down  its  estimate,  this  time  to  a  point  lower  than  ever.  The  di- 
minished income  seems  likely  to  be  still  further  shortened  by  the 
unusual  amount  of  delinquency  in  the  tax  payments;  and  by  the 
fact  that  the  taxes  when  collected,  have  sometimes  been  put  into 
insolvent  banks,  from  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  recover  them. 

The  building  of  the  North-Side  Branch,  to  which  your  Board  had 
committed  itself  before  the  financial  storm  had  burst  upon  us,  has 
drawn  heavily  upon  our  means  at  an  tmfortunate  time.  Our  show- 
ing, however,  might  be  much  worse. 

Our  expenditure  for  the  year  1893  was  $60,878.78,  as  against  $58,564.71, 
the  expenditure  for  the  year  1892.  In  1893,  however,  your  Board  spent 
$8,058.05  in  building  the  North-Side  Branch,  $1,000  of  which  was  con- 
tributed by  citizens  of  North  Minneapolis.  Setting  to  one  side  that 
amount,  the  expenditures  for  1893  were  $4,743.98  less  than  during  the 
year  1892,  a  saving  largely  made  before  the  special  plans  for  re- 
trenchment devised  by  your  Board,  had  gone  into  operation, — plans, 
the  influence  of  which  did  not  begin  to  be  felt  until  toward  the  close 
of  the  year.  At  the  present  moment,  the  sum  standing  to  the  credit 
of  the  Board  upon  the  books  of  the  comptroller,  is  $6,755.00;  of  which 
it  is  unfortunately  necessary  to  say  that  $2,297.96,  county  money,  was 
put  into  insolvent  banks  and  is  not  at  present  available. 

RANK  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

Minneapolis  has  never  had  more  cause  to  feel  proud  of  her  Library 
than  at  the  present  moment.  While  it  ranks  among  the  cities  of 
the  country,according  to  the  last  census,  but  eighteenth,  its  Library, 
as  regards  the  work  accomplished  by  it,  so  far  as  statistics  can  be 
reached,  stands  fifth,  possibly  fourth.  Probably  only  Boston,  Chi- 
cago Baltimore,  and  Cleveland,  besides  ourselves,  in  the  United 
States,  pass  the  400,000  mark.  At  the  same  time,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  Philadelphia,  Brooklyn,  New  York  and  St.  Louis  have  as 
yet  no  free  public  libraries,  the  institution  in  the  latter  city  being  at 
the  present  moment  just  struggling  upon  its  feet.  To  quote  once 
more  from  the  address  of  Edward  Everett  Hale: 

"The  institution  of  a  large  free  public  library  may  be,  and  ought 
to  be  the  most  important  event  in  the  education  of  the  community 
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which  endows  it.  *  *  *  The  rank  and  file  of  the  city  of  Boston 
would  more  readily  rise  in  rebellion  against  any  city  government 
which  neglected  to  provide  for  their  library,  than  if  they  had  been 
wounded  at  any  other  point  of  their  social  life.  After  thirty  years' 
experience,  this  has  come  to  be  the  law  and  understanding:  You 
may  retrench  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left;  you  may  cut  down 
the  salary  of  the  mayor;  you  may  leave  the  streets  narrow;  you  may 
have  a  bad  fire  department;  you  may  go  to  the  dogs  in  any  other 
direction;  but  beware  how  you  put  a  finger  on  the  appropriation  for 
the  public  library!  The  people  of  that  city,  even  those  who  you 
would  say  were  of  the  most  ignorant  and  thoughtless  grade,  have 
tasted  the  blood  of  life;  and  having  tasted  it  once,  they  will  not 
forego  their  feast.  They  know  what  it  is  to  have  the  best  books  in 
the  world  at  their  command.  They  and  their  wives  and  children 
know  what  this  is.  Having  once  feasted  at  that  board,  they  mean 
that  the  steward  and  the  cook  shall  purvey  for  them  as  well  to- 
morrow as  they  did  yesterday."

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TEXT  OF  ACT  CREATING  LIBRARY  BOARD. 


1885. 


AN  ACT  to  Amend  the  Charter  or  the  City  of  Minneapolis. 

Be  It  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota: 

Section  1.  An  act  entitled  "an  act  to  amend  and  consolidate  the  charter  of  the  city 
of  Minneapolis,"  approved  March  8,  1881.  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  to  the  end  of 
such  act  the  following:  Chapter  12,  section  1,  there  is  hereby  created  and  established 
in  and  for  the  city  of  Minneapolis  a  board  which  shall  be  styled  the  "library  board  of 
the  city  of  Minneapolis."  said  board  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  maintain  in  the 
city  of  Minneapolis  public  libraries  and  reading  rooms,  galleries  of  art  and  museums 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  city,  and  for  the  purpose  of  so  doing 
it  shall  have  the  following  powers,  that  is  to  say:  It  may  adopt  a  common  seal  and 
be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  taking  by  gift,  grant,  purchase,  devise,  be- 
queath or  otherwise,  any  real  or  personal  property  and  of  using,  selling,  controlling, 
conveying  and  engaging  the  same,  and  of  entering  into,  making  and  performing  and 
enforcing  contracts.  It  may  make  and  publish  from  time  to  time  by-laws  for  its  own 
guidance,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  its  agents,servants  and  employes 
and  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  libraries  and  other  collections  under  its 
control.  It  may  hire  or  erect  and  maintain  as  it  shall  deem  best,  buildings  suitable  for 
the  purpose  contemplated  by  this  act,  but  it  shall  never  erect  any  buildings  upon  land 
to  which  it  has  not  the  title  in  fee  simple.  It  may  appoint  all  necessary  agents  and 
employes,  fix  their  compensation,  and  may  remove" such  appointees.  It  shall  have  the 
expenditure  of  all  moneys  collected  by  taxation  or  otherwise  and  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  library  fund,  and  shall,  in  addition  to  the  herein  enumerated  powers,  have  full 
powers  and  authority  to  undertake  and  perform  every  act  necessary  or  proper  to  carry 
out  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  Said  library  board  shall  consist  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  the 
president  of  the  board  of  education  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  the  president  of  the 
university  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  wno  shall  respectively  be  members  ex-officio 
thereof,  and  six  other  members  who  shall  be  elected  from  time  to  time,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, by  the  legal  voters  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  and  who  shall  be  resident  and 
qualified  electors  of  said  city. 

At  the  annual  city  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  1886,  there  shall 
be  elected  two  library  directors  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  thereafter  there  shall 
every  second  year  be  elected  two  library  directors  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the 
third  Tuesday  in  April  after  their  election.  In  case  any  library  director  shall  die.  re- 
sign, remove  from  the  district  or  otherwise  vacate  his  office  for  more  than  one  year 
before  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  a  library  director  may  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  election  after  such  vacancy  shall  occur,  to  fill  the  place  for  the  unexpired  term 
of  the  director  so  vacating. 

Sec.  3.  All  elections  for  library  directors  shall  be  at  the  annual  city  election,  and  as 
a  part  of  such  city  election,  and  such  library  directors  shall  be  voted  for  upon  a  sep- 
arate ballot,  and  a  separate  ballot-box  shall  be  provided  at  each  precinct,  which  shall 
be  kept  by  the  judges  to  receive  the  ballots  of  such  persons  as  are  entitled  to  vote  for 
such  library  directors.  The  judges  of  elections  shall  make  returns  of  the  votes  cast 
for  library  directors,  and  the  city  conncil  shall  canvass  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  city 
officers.  The  city  clerk  shall  forthwith  notify  the  persons  elected  of  their  election, 
and  in  all  matters  not  herein  specially  provided  for,  touching  such  election,  the  rules 
provided  for  the  election  of  city  officers  of  said  city  shall  apply. 

Sec.  4.  Every  library  director,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
shall  take,  subscribe  and  tile  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  of  said  city  an  oath  or  affirm- 
ation that  he  will  support  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  The  officers  of  the  library 
board  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis  shall  consist  of  a  president  and  secretary,  who  shall 
be  library  directors.  The  city  treaeurer  shall  be  treasurer  of  the  board,  and  the  comp- 
troller shall  perform  such  duties  in  connection  therewith  as  are  hereinafter  prescribed. 
The  secretary  of  the  board  and  the  city  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis  shall  each, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  library  board 
of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  payable  to  the  library  board  of 
the  city  of  Minneapolis,  in  such  sums  as  shall  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board,  and  with 
sureties  who  shall  be  freeholders  of  said  city  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  board,  and 
who  shall  justify  in  the  aggregate  to  double  the  amount  of  the  bond,  conditioned  that 
the  principal  in  the  bond  shall  well  and  faithfully  perform  and  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  his  office  and  pay  and  turn  over  to  his  successor  or  whomsoever  the  board  may 
direct,  all  moneys  and  every  valuable  thing  which  shall  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue 
of  his  office,  belonging  to  said  board.  Such  bonds  shall  be  filed  for  safe  keeping  with 
the  city  comptroller  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis. 
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Sec.  5.  The  president,  or  in  his  absence  a  president  pro  tempore,  shall  preside  at  all 
the  meetings  of  the  hoard  and  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  moneys  voted  to 
he  paid,  and  shall  perform  all  duties  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  board,  and  which  are  usually  performed  by  the  president  of  a  corporation.  The 
secretary,  or  in  his  absence  the  secretary  pro  tempore,  shall  keep  a  full  and  fair  record 
of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board  at  its  meetings,  and  shall  draw  and  attest  all  orders 
drawn  upon  the  treasurer,  and  keep  a  record  thereof  showing  the  date,  numbers, 
amount,  purpose  for  which  drawn,  and  names  and  payee  of  each  order  separately. 
All  such  orders  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  the  payee  therein  named,  and 
shall  not  be  paid  without  his  indorsement,  either  personally  or  by  his  authorized 
agent  or  attorney.  The  secretary  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  usually  per- 
formed by  such  officer  or  as  may  be  directed  by  the  board,  and  shall  draw  no  order  on 
the  treasurer  except  such  as  have  been  allowed  by  the  board  by  a  majority  vote  of  all 
its  members  taken  by  ayes  and  nays  and  entered  on  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  board.  The  city  comptroller  shall  keep  the  regular  books  of  account  of  the  board 
in  which  he  shall  enter  all  indebtedness  <>f  such  board  and  which  shall  at  all  times 
show  the  precise  financial  condition  of  said  board,  the  amount  of  bonds,  orders,  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  outstanding  and  the  redemption  of  the  same  when  redeemed, 
and  shall  countersign  all  bonds,  orders  or  other  evidences  of  said  board,  and  keep  an 
exact  account  thereof  showing  to  whom  and  for  what  purpose  issued  and  the  amount 
of  each,  and  all  moneys  received  or  paid  out  by  the  city  treasurer  on  account  of  said 
board.  All  claims  allowed  by  the  board  shall  be  audited  by  the  city  comptroller.  The 
city  treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  all  moneys  of  the  board  and  pay  the  same 
out  only  upon  orders  signed  by  the  president  and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the 
board  and  countersigned  by  the  comptroller  and  indorsed  by  the  payee,  and  shall 
keep  full  books,  records  and  vouchers  of  all  his  transactions.  Be  shall  deposit  the 
moneys  of  said  board  as  the  moneys  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  in  any  banks  which 
shall  be  designated  by  the  city  council  of  said  city  as  depositories  of  funds  of  said 
city,  and  the  funds,  while  on  deposit  in  such  bank  shall,  for  all  purposes  connected 
with  such  deposit,  be  regarded  as  the  money  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  and  may  be 
recovered  as  such  by  said  city  from  said  banks  and  the  sureties  of  such  banks,  upon 
the  bonds  said  banks  which  shall  execute  to  the  said  city,  but  when  drawn  or  recovered 
from  such  banks  shall  be  accounted  for  to  its  proper  fund.  And  the  treasurer  shall 
have  the  same  exemption  respecting  such  funds  deposited  in  such  banks  as  in  respect 
to  other  funds  of  said  city.  The  secretary  of  the  board  is  hereby  forbidden  from  sign- 
ing or  issuing  any  orders  upon  the  treasurer  of  said  board,  except  when  there  is  money 
in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  to  pay  the  same.  The  said  board  shall  never  issue  any 
bonds  or  promissory  notes,  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  other  obligation,  for  the  pay- 
ment of  money,  except  that  the  same  shall  be  made  to  come  due  at  a  date  not  later 
than  the  first  day  of  July  the  next  ensuing,  and  then  for  no  greater  sum  than  can  be 
paid,  when  due,  out  of  the  regular  revenues  of  the  board  for  the  year  in  which  such 
bond,  note,  certificate  of  indebtedness,  or  of  other  obligation  indebtedness  is  issued. 

Sec.  6.  Said  library  board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  upon  the 
taxable  property  of  said  city  in  each  and  every  year  such  taxes  as  will  raise  sufficient 
sums  of  money  as  will  be  required  during  the  succeeding  year  for  the  establishment, 
maintenance  and  government  of  the  libraries  and  collections  contemplated  by  this 
act,  and  for  the  payment  of  all  other  expenses  properly  incidental  to  the  same,  pro- 
vided that  the  aggregate  annual  levy  of  such  taxes  shall  never  exceed  in  any  one  year 
one-half  of  one  mill  on  tbe  dollar  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of  said  district.  The 
board  shall  make  a  return  of  its  annual  levy  of  taxes  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember of  every  year  to  the  county  auditor  of  the  county  of  Hennepin,  and  such  taxes 
shall  be  collected  and  the  payment  thereof  enforced  with  and  in  like  manner  as  state 
and  county  taxes  are  collected  and  the  payment  thereof  enforced,  and  when  collected, 
together  with  all  costs,  interest  and  penalties  collected  thereon  to  be  paid  over  by  the 
county  treasurer  to  the  city  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis  as  often  as  said 
county  treasurer  is  required  to  make  settlement  with  the  city  treasurer  in  respect  to 
city  taxes.  Provided,  however,  that  if  for  any  reason  said  board  shall  in  any  year 
fail  to  make  return  of  its  annual  levy  of  taxes  to  the  county  auditor  by  the  time 
herein  specified,  that  in  such  case  the  rate  of  taxation  determined  and  fixed  by  the 
board  of  tax  levy  of  Hennepin  county  as  the  maximum  rate  which  said  library  board 
shall  levy  for  such  year,  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  rate  of  taxation  determined  upon 
by  said  library  board  for  such  year,  and  the  county  auditor  shall  govern  himself  ac- 
cordingly; and  any  taxes  which  shall  hereafter  be  extended  upon  the  tax  list  of  Hen- 
ninep  county  by  the  county  auditor  of  said  county  based  upon  the  action  of  the  board 
of  tax  levy,  said  library  board  having  for  any  reason  failed  to  make  a  return  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  and  remain  legal  and  valid. 

Sec.  7.  Said  library  board  may  purchase  real  estate  for  the  purposes  contemplated 
by  this  act  whenever  six  library  directors  shall  vote  to  make  such  purchase,  and  the 
board  may  also  sell  and  convey  any  of  its  real  estate,  but  only  when  five  of  the  library- 
directors  shall  vote  to  make  such  sale.  In  the  case  of  sale  of  real  estate  by  the  board, 
the  deed  of  conveyance  thereof  may  be  executed  by  the  president  and  secretary 
officially,  having  the  seal  of  the  board  affixed  thereto.  All  votes  under  this  section 
shall  be  by  ayes  and  nays,  and  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board. 
Any  person  desiring  to  make  donations  of  money,  personal  property  or  real  estate  for 
any  of  the  purposes  herein  contemplated  shall  have  the  right  to  vest  the  title  to  the 
money,  property  or  real  estate  so  donated  in  the  board  of  directors  created  under  this 
act,  to  be  held  and  controlled  by  such  board  when  accepted,  according  to  the  terms  of 
the  deed,  gift,  device  or  bequeath  of  such  property,  and  as  to  such  property,  the  board 
shall  be  held  and  considered  to  be  special  trustees. 

Sec.  8.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  board  for  the  election  of  officers  for  the  year 
shall  always  be  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  April,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  board 
may,  by  its  rules  adopt  for  its  regular  meetings.  But  vacancies  may  be  filled  when- 
ever they  shall  happen  during  the  year,  and  officers  shall  hold,  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified,  unless  they  cease  to  be  eligible.  The  regular  meetings  of 
the  board  shall  be  fixed  by  its  rules  and  by-laws.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by 
the  president  or  any  two  library  directors  by  written  notice,  stating  the  time,  place 
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and  object  of  the  meeting,  to  be  served  personally  or  by  mail  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  before  such  meeting.  But  when  a  majority  of  all  the  directors  are  present  at 
any  meeting,  the  same  shall  be  a  legal  meeting  at  which  any  business  which  could  come 
before  a  regular  meeting  may  be  transacted,  irrespective  of  whether  any  legal  notice 
was  given  of  such  meeting  or  not. 

Sec.  9.  Said  library  board  may  enter  into  association  with  any  independent  society 
or  other  organization  owning  libraries  or  museums  or  existing  for  purposes  kindred 
to  those  contemplated  in  this  act,  upon  sucb  terms  and  conditions  as  shall  best  pro- 
mote the  object  for  which  said  board  is  created. 

Sec.  10.  All  libraries  and  museums  established  under  this  act,  and  so  far  as  con- 
sistent with  the  preceding  sections,  all  collections  in  auy  manner  under  the  charge  of 
the  library  board  herein  established,  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  of  Minneapolis,  always  subject,  however,  to  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
as  shall  be  necessary  for  their  effective  administrations. 

Sec.  11.  That  Thomas  Lowry.  M.  B.  Koon,  John  B.  Atwater,  Sven  Oftedal,  T.  B. 
Walker,  E.  M.  Johnson,  together  with  the  mayor  of  the  city,  ex-officio,  the  president  of 
the  board  of  education  of  the  city,  ex-officio,  the  president  of  the  university,  of  the 
state  of  Minnesota,  ex-officio,  are  hereby  appointed  and  constituted  the  first  directors 
of  the  library  board  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  and  the  six  first  above  named  shall  be 
the  elective  members  of  said  board,  and  shall  bold  office,  two  for  one  year,  two  for 
three  years,  and  two  for  five  years  from  the  third  Tuesday  of  April  next  following  the 
passage  of  this  act :  and  at  their  first  regular  meeting  shall  cast  lots  for  such  respective 
terms.  The  library  board  herein  appointed  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  city  clerk 
of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,  on  Saturday,  the  21st  day  of  March,  1885,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  practicable,  and  may  then  and  there  affect  a  temporary  organization  and 
attend  to  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AND  THE  MINNEAPOLIS  ATHEN/EUM, 


1885. 


Whereas,  The  library  board  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis  is  about  to  erect  a  library 
building  in  the  city  of  Minneapolis  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the 
legislature  of  the  state  of  Minnesota  creating  said  library  board,  (which  said  act  was 
approved  March  2.  A.  D.,  1885),  and  for  the  purpose  in  said  act  prescribed  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  library  board  is  desirous  of  furnishing  the  people  of  Minneapolis 
with  a  public  library  as  soon  as  practicable,  and 

Whereas,  The  Minneapolis  Athenaatum,  a  corporation  duly  organized  and  created 
under  tne  laws  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  owns  a  iarge  and  valuable  miscellaneous 
library,  and 

Whereas,  The  building  now  occupied  by  the  said  Minneapolis  Athenaeum  is  too  small 
for  the  convenient  arrangement  and  management  of  said  library  and  therefore  the 
said  library  is  not  accomplishing  in  the  community  all  that  the  members  of  the  said 
Athenaeum  desire  it  to  do.  and 

Whereas,  The  funds  and  resources  of  the  said  Minneapolis  Athenaeum  are  not  suffic- 
ient to  provide  suitable  room  and  accommodations  for  said  library  : 

Now,  therefore,  this  contract,  made  this  first  day  of  September,  A.  D.,  1885,  between 
the  said  "The  Minneapolis  Athenaeum,"  a  corporation,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the 
said  "library  board  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis,"  party  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth 
that  the  said  parties  hereto,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  promises  and  engagements 
hereinafter  contained,  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar  paid  by  each  to 
the  other,  the  receipt  whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged,  do  mutually  covenant  and 
agree  together  as  follows,  to-wit : 

First.  That  upon  the  completion  of  a  suitable  library  building,  to  be  erected  by 
said  second  party  in  said  city  of  Minneapolis,  (which  said  building  is  to  be  erected  and 
made  ready  for  occupancy  as  soon  as  practicable),  the  said  first  party  will  remove 
thereto  its  entire  library,  including  all  books,  pamphlets,  periodical*,  maps,  charts, 
and  all  its  library  property  of  every  name  and  nature,  and  that  said  library  shall 
remain  in  said  building  and  under  the  general  care  and  supervision  of  said  second 
party  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract,  and  that  during  said  time  all  books, 
periodicals  and  other  library  property  which  may  be  acquired  by  the  said  Minneapolis 
Athenaeum  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  shall  remain  and  be  kept  in  the  said  library 
building  and  under  the  general  management  of  the  said  library  board  of  the  city  of 
Minneapolis. 

Second.  That  the  said  library  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of 
Minneapolis,  always  subject,  however,  to  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  its  effective  administration. 

Third.  That  the  said  first  party  will  subscribe  and  pay  to  the  building  fund  of  the 
said  second  party  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000),  which  said  sum  is  to  apply 
on  the  general  subscription  contemplated  in  section  3  of  the  act  approved  February 
28,  A.  D.  1885,  authorizing  the  city  of  Minneapolis  to  issue  bonds  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  library  board. 

Fourth.  That  upon  the  completion  of  said  library  building  the  said  second  party 
will  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract  provide  and  furnish  therein, 
for  the  said  first  party,  sufficient  room  or  rooms,  well  lighted  and  heated,  and  furnished 
with  shelves  and  all  other  appurtenances  for  the  ample  and  convenient  arrangement 
and  use  of  the  aforesaid  library  of  first  party,  and  that  said  second  party  will  also 
provide  and  furnish  for  the  use  of  said  first  party,  a  suitable  room  in  said  building  for 
the  purpose  of  holding  the  meetings  of  the  shareholders  of  the  said  Minneapolis 
Athenaeum,  and  of  the  board  of  directors  and  of  the  other  officers  thereof,  and  that 
the  above  mentioned  room  or  rooms  and  all  the  privileges  of  said  building  herein 
granted  to  the  said  first  party,  shall  be  provided  by  said  second  party  without  any 
charges  for  the  rent  and  use  thereof,  and  that  the  said  first  party  shall  at  no  time  be 
put  to  any  charge  or  expense  for  the  furnishing,  lighting,  heating,  ventilation  or 
repairs  of  said  library  building  nor  any  part  thereof. 

Fifth.  That  the  board  of  directors  ol  the  said  Minneapolis  Athenaeum  shall  have 
the  right  to  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  second  party,  one  assistant  libra- 
rian, who  shall  have  special  supervision  and  care  of  the  said  property  of  the  Minneap- 
olis Athenaeum,  and  that  the  duties  of  the  said  assistant  librarian,  in  his  relation  to 
the  said  Minneapolis  Athenaeum,  shall  be  such  as  the  board  of  directors  of  the  said 
Athenaeum  shall  prescribe. 

Sixth.  That  the  party  of  the  first  part  herein  shall  retain  its  title  to  and  property  in 
all  the  books  and  other  library  property  which  may  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  said  li- 
brary board,  by  virtue  of  this  contract,  or  otherwise.  That  all  said  books  snail  be 
kept  apart  and  separate  from  the  books  and  property  of  the  said  library  board,  and 
from  any  other  books  whatsoever.  That  the  books  of  the  Minneapolis  Athenaeum 
shall  be  plainly  and  distinctly  marked  in  such  a  manner  as  to  distinguish  them  from 
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all  other  books  under  the  control  of  said  library  board.  That  the  said  books  of  the 
Minneapolis  Athenaenm  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair,  shall  be  re-bound  when  necessary ; 
when  books  are  lost  they  shall  be  replaced;  and  whatever  periodicals,  magazines  and 
unbound  publications  the  Minneapolis  Athenaeum  may  have  on  hand  or  may  hereaf- 
ter acquire,  shall  be  bound  in  some  convenient  form,  and  that  reasonable  care  shall  be 
be  taken  of  all  the  property  of  the  Minneapolis  Athenaeum,  which  shall  be  placed  in 
charge  of  the  library  board.  And  that  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract  the 
said  library  board  shall  keep  the  said  property  of  the  Minneapolis  Athenaeum  con- 
tinually insured  against  loss  by  fire,  in  good  and  reliable  companies,  in  the  name  and 
for  the  benefit  of  the  first  party  in  such  sum  as  said  first  party  or  the  board  of  direct- 
ors thereof  may  determine,  not  exceeding  the  actual  cash  value  of  the  said  property. 

Seventh.  That  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  will  bear  all  the  expense  of  carry- 
ing out  this  contract:  that  it,  the  seconi  party,  will  pay: 

L  For  the  removing  the  said  library  to  the  building  above  mentioned. 

2.  The  expense  of  marking  and  cataloguing  the  same. 

3.  The  salary  of  the  assistant  librarian  provided  for  in  this  agreement. 

4.  All  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  paragraph  six  herein,  to- 
wit:  Keeping  said  library  in  repair,  re-binding  and  caring  for  books,  replacing  lost 
books,  binding  periodicals,  magazines  and  unbound  publications,  all  premiums  for  in- 
suring said  property,  and  in  short,  that  it,  the  said  second  party,  will  pay  all  neces- 
sary and  reasonable  expense  incurred  in  the  proper  care  and  management  of  the 
library  of  said  party  of  the  first  part. 

Eighth.  That  this  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  when  it  shall  have  been 
ratified  and  adopted  by  the  said  library  board  of  the  city  of  Minneapolis  and  by  the 
said  Minneapolis  Athenaeum,  and  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  for  a  period  of  ninety- 
nine  years  from  the  date  of  its  said  ratification.

The  Board  of  Park -Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Minneapolis 
herewith  presents  to  the  public,  in  conformity  with  a  provision 
of  the  Park  law,  its  eleventh  annual  report,  showing  in  detail 
the  work  of  the  Board  during  the  year  1893,  with  a  statement 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  same  period. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  organization  of  the  Board  at  the  annual  meeting,  held 
on  the  third  Saturday  in  January,  as  provided  in  the  act  creat- 
ing the  Park  department  and  defining  its  powers  and  duties, 
resulted  in  the  choice  of  Hon.  C.  M.  Loring,  President;  Hon. 
Jacob  Stoft,  Vice-President;  Charles  L.  Gove,  Secretary;  Hon. 
J  ohn  Day  Smith,  Attorney,  and  W.  M.  Berry,  Superintendent. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  on  December  4th,  1893,  President 
Loring  resigned  his  position  as  a  member  of  the  Board  to  take 
effect  January  20th,  1894. 

ACQUISITION. 

COLUMBIA  PARK. 

The  Chute  tract  containing  eighteen  acres  was  added  to  this 
Park  early  this  year,  and  has  received  its  share  of  the  improve- 
ments made  during  the  season.  Cost  $26,600,  and  assessed  on 
the  property  benefited  thereby,  to  be  paid  one-tenth  each  year 
for  ten  years. 
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EAST  RIVER  BANK  PARKWAY. 

This  property  has  been  considered  by  a  great  many  citizens 
on  the  East  side  as  almost  a  necessity,  and  has  been  under 
consideration  for  a  long  time,  has  now  been  purchased  and  the 
assessment  made,  certificates  to  the  amount  of  $99,311.10  have 
been  issued,  with  Park  Bonds  of  the  City  of  Minneapolis  to  the 
amount  of  $20,000  to  complete  the  purchase.  The  larger  part 
of  the  moneys  obtained  from  bonds  was  paid  into  the  District 
Court  of  Hennepin  County  to  await  the  perfection  of  titles. 

MINNEHAHA  PARKWAY. 

There  were  a  few  pieces  of  lands  on  this  driveway  which 
were  needed  to  straighten  the  roadway  as  proposed.  Con- 
demnation proceedings  were  commenced  and  appraisers  were 
appointed,  who  reported  the  amount  to  be  allowed  as  $6,819. 
An  appeal  was  taken  by  Magdalene  Wilkey  on  lots  11  and  12  of 
Miller's  Addition  to  Washburn  Park.  There  was  considerable 
dissatisfaction  with  regard  to  the  assessment  on  this  property 
and  a  committee  appointed  to  adjust  the  matter.  After  hear- 
ing from  the  parties  who  were  interested,  the  committee 
reported  that  an  amount  of  40  per  cent,  of  the  original  assess- 
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ment,  with  the  addition  of  $6,819,  should  be  assessed.  A  new 
set  of  assessors  were  appointed  and  an  assessment  in  conform- 
ity with  the  report  to  the  amount  of  $62,351.02  was  made,  pay- 
able one-tenth  each  year  for  ten  years,  was  confirmed  by  the 
Court  and  was  satisfactory  to  all  parties. 

SPRING  LAKE. 

This  ten-acre  piece  of  land  and  water  was  taken  into  the  sys- 
tem of  Parks  this  year  and  will  improve  the  Kenwood  Parkway 
outlook  very  materially.  Cost  $99,750,  assessed  on  the  sur- 
rounding property,  one- tenth  to  be  paid  each  year  for  ten 
years.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Park  Commissioners : 

Gentlemen: — On  this,  the  last  meeting  of  the  year,  I  wish- 
to  congratulate  you  and  the  city,  on  the  work  that  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  past  season,  and  to  make  a  few  sug- 
gestions for  the  future. 

With  the  exceptions  of  the  years  in  which  the  lakes  were  ac- 
quired for  park  purposes,  none  has  been  more  fruitful  of  results 
for  the  future  welfare  of  our  city  than  the  present. 


INNEH  AH  A  PARKWAY.  — 
In  securing  the  land  to  com- 
plete the  Minnehaha  Park- 
way, and  in  building  the 
drive  from  Lyndale  Avenue 
to  Minnehaha  Park,  you 
have  opened  for  public  use 
one  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  useful  parks  in  this  or 
any  other  city.  Its  area  of 
nearly  two  hundred  acres, 
stretching  from  the  lakes  to 
the  beautiful  falls  of  Minne 
haha,  contains  the  most  pic- 
turesque and  varied  scenery 
of  wooded  hills,  green  mead- 
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ows  and  running  brook.  It  is  a  New  England  picture  set  in  a 
prairie  frame.  This  beautiful  valley  you  have  saved  from  des- 
ecration, for  had  it  not  been  for  your  action  and  the  generous 
co-operation  of  the  owners  of  the  land,  it  would  surely  have 
become  the  receptacle  of  the  rubbish  of  the  neighborhood,  a 
menace  to  the  health  of  the  people.  You  have  saved  it  to  be  a 
promotor  of  health,  a  source  of  pleasure  and  recreation,  and  an 
educator  of  the  children  who  will  live  on  its  borders,  and  enjoy 
the  beautiful  gifts  of  the  good  Father  who  gave  us  these  natural 
forests,  meadows  and  streams  to  be  within  the  limits  of  a  great 
city.  This  great  property  has  come  to  us  at  little  cost,  and  the 
names  of  the  generous  donors  to  it  should  go  down  to  posterity 
in  the  history  of  our  city  in  the  list  of  its  greatest  benefactors. 

The  cost  of  improving  this  extensive  park  will  be  small,  as 
nature  has  been  very  bountiful  in  her  gifts  throughout  its  en- 
tire length,  and  the  hand  of  the  vandal  has  been  laid  lightly 
upon  them.  You  have  but  to  preserve  and  protect  them  to 
insure  to  the  present  and  future  generations  a  charming  rural 
resort,  more  to  be  enjoyed  than  the  most  elaborately  con- 
structed artificial  park.  The  drive  has  already  become  a  fav- 
orite resort  for  our  citizens,  and  its  groves  and  lawns  will  be 
thronged  as  soon  as  the  "electrics"  make  them  more  access- 
ible. This  valley  is  of  little  value  for  anything  but  a  park,  but 
preserved  for  this  purpose,  its  influence  on  the  value  of  adja- 
cent property  will  be  very  great,  raising  it  from  the  least  to  the 
most  desirable  for  resident  purposes  ;  and,  the  enhanced  value 
will  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  whole  city,  as  well  as  to  the 
owners  of  property  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  The  improve- 
ment will  bring  into  the  treasury  ten, — yes,  a  hundred  fold 
more  than  its  cost.  To  the  earnest,  intelligent  and  persistent 
efforts  of  Commissioner  J.  Arthur  Ridgway  are  we  largely  in 
deb  ted  for  this  beautiful  drive,  and  I  recommend  that  that  por- 
tion of  it  over  the  high  ridge,  between  Lyndale  and  Luverne 
avenues,  be  called  "Ridgway"  in  his  honor. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  you  secure  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment,  the  banks  of  Lake  Amelia,  and  incorporate  that 
lake  into  the  Minnehaha  Parkway,  to  be  used  as  a  reservoir  for 
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holding  the  surplus  water  of  the  rainy  seasons  for  the  use  of 
Minnehaha  Falls  during  seasons  of  drought.  I  have  no  doubt 
the  banks  of  this  lake  would  be  donated  if  proper  efforts  were 
made  to  secure  them. 

There  are  several  points  on  the  Minnehaha  Parkway  where 
more  land  is  required  to  enable  the  drive  on  the  south  side  to 
be  built  on  high  ground,  and  to  preserve  several  natural  groves 
and  picturesque  bluffs  on  the  creek.  Measures  should  at  once 
be  taken  to  secure  these  additions.  A  small  expenditure  now, 
will  acquire  territory  that  is  indispensible  to  this  noble  park, 
of  little  value  for  other  purposes 


drives  have  been  graded  and  surfaced  with  gravel,  and  the 
gutters  paved.  The  low  ground  has  been  drained  and  the 
meadows  ploughed,  the  upland  leveled  and  sown  to  grass  which 
already  covers  the  slopes  with  a  carpet  of  green.  What  was  a 
few  months  ago  an  almost  impenetrable  Lhicket  has  been  trans- 
formed into  one  of  the  most  beautiful  parks  in  our  system,  and 
it  only  remains  for  the  Board  to  improve  the  lake  and  build  the 
bridges  over  the  railroad  to  complete  the  improvement. 

The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  this  park  will  be  very  great, 
and  are  already  highly  estimated  by  the  citizens,  who  are 
rapidly  building  up  this  section  of  the  city. 


OLUMBIA  PARK. — 
Columbia  Park,  which 
was  donated  to  the 
city  at  the  close  of  last 
year  by  the  citizens  of 
Northeast  Minneapo- 
lis, who  also  gave  the 
means  for  its  improve- 
ment, has  been  clear - 
J  ed  of  underbrush  and 
surplus  trees,  two  fine 
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POWDERHORN  LAKE  PARK. 

Little  was  done  in  the  way  of  improvement  at  this  park  the 
past  season.  A  substantial  dredge  boat  was  built  and  equipped 
and  is  ready  for  work.  I  hope  the  Board  will  be  able  to  make 
an  appropriation  large  enough  to  keep  the  apparatus  employed 
all  of  the  next  season. 

LAKE  OF  THE  ISLES. 

The  work  of  dredging  and  filling  the  east  shore  of  the  lake 
at  this  park  is  completed,  and  it  is  ready  for  seeding  and  plant- 
ing.   This  should  be  done  as  early  in  the  spring  as  possible. 

SPRING  LAKE  PARK. 

Spring  Lake  Park  is  another  gem  added  to  our  park  system 
through  the  liberality  of  a  small  number  of  our  citizens  who 
arranged  for  its  purchase,  and  who  are  to  pay  for  it  by  special 
assessments  on  their  property;  and  that  public  spirited  citizen, 
Mr.  Thomas  Lowry,  donated  ten  thousand  dollars  for  its  im- 
provement, which  sum  will  be  ample  to  put  it  in  perfect  condi- 
tion. This  park  forms  an  enlargement  and  charming  diversi- 
fication of  the  Kenwood  Parkway.  The  acquisition  of  this 
property  secures  to  one  of  our  finest  residence  districts  a  beau- 
tiful park,  in  place  of  a  swamp  that  was  fast  becoming  a  nui- 
sance and  a  menace  to  health.  The  land  has  been  graded  and 
is  ready  for  planting. 

THE  RIVER  BANKS. 

Public  opinion  has  for  some  years  been  in  favor  of  securing 
the  wooded  banks  of  the  river  and  preserving  them  in  their 
natural  state. 

The  east  bank  is  now  practically  secure,  giving  to  the  resi- 
dents of  that  portion  of  our  city  a  grand  drive,  and  a  park  of 
great  beauty,  with  a  frontage  of  more  than  two  miles. 

I  know  of  no  city  that  has  so  great  an  extent  of  park  frontage 
as  Minneapolis,  or  one  that  has  so  great  an  area  of  breathing 
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space,  on  whose  borders  homes  will  be  erected  that  will  always 
be  supplied  with  fresh  air.  The  sanitary  effect  of  this  will  be 
felt  when  our  city  reaches  the  proportions  we  all  know  it  must 
grow  to.  Cities  as  well  as  animals  must  have  lungs.  You  are 
securing  them  for  this  city  at  small  cost,  and  not  waiting  until 
the  people  gasp  for  breath,  as  was  the  case  in  London,  where 
sympathetic  philanthropists  lately  pulled  down  houses  on  a 
square  of  less  than  two  acres,  at  a  cost  of  more  than  a  million 
dollars,  that  the  occupants  of  the  neighboring  houses  might 
have  air.  When  a  person  is  ill  the  doctors  say:  "Go  to  the 
country  where  you  can  get  fresh  air."  But,  alas!  all  cannot  go 
to  the  country,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  those  who  control  this  laying 
out  of  cities  to  furnish  the  means  for  supplying  the  God-given 
element  to  the  poorest  of  people.  Minneapolis  is  doing  her 
duty  when  securing  these  parks  and  parkways;  and  by  secur- 
ing from  desecration  the  banks  of  our  lakes,  of  the  great  river 
and  of  Minnehaha  creek,  we  are  building  up  lungs,  bronchial 
tubes,  for  supplying  the  pure  blood  to  our  children,  which  will 
make  them  physically  and  morally  strong.  Your  duty  will  not 
be  done,  however,  until  you  have  secured  the  west  bank  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  and  have  used  your  influence  with  your  sister 
city  to  secure  the  river  banks  within  her  borders.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  some  of  our  citizens  that  these  banks  may  be  needed 
for  manufacturing  and  commercial  purposes.  That  may  be, 
but  let  the  question  be  settled  when  the  demand  comes.  These 
banks  will  be  safer  in  the  control  of  the  city  than  in  the  hands 
of  speculators.  Neither  this  nor  any  other  city  board  will 
stand  in  the  way  of  enterprises  that  will  increase  our  manufac- 
turing and  commercial  industries,  nor  will  it  drive  them  away 
by  exorbitant  demands,  as  is  too  often  done  by  private  owners. 

The  most  picturesque  portion  of  the  west-bank,  that  between 
Minnehaha  Park  and  Fort  Snelling,  is  owned  by  the  United 
States  government.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  have  this  bank, 
and  a  sufficient  area  of  table  land  for  a  wide  boulevard,  turned 
over  to  the  Twin  Cities.  The  government  has  in  several  in- 
stances given  lands  to  cities  for  park  purposes.  Why  not  to 
these  cities? 
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YNDALE  Park  and  Lake 
Harriet.  —  The  work  of 
draining  the  low  ground 
in  Lyndale  Park  was  near- 
ly completed  the  past  sea- 
son, and  it  will  require 
-"M  but  a  small  expenditure 
for  clearing  the  underbrush 
and  thinning  the  timber  to 
make  it  one  of  our  most  at- 
tractive parks.  This  enlargement  is  much  needed  by  the  large 
number  of  our  citizens  who  visit  Lake  Harriet,  who  are  now 
obliged  to  trespass  on  private  property  to  secure  shade  and 
rest.  I  urge  upon  you  the  great  necessity  for  opening  up  this 
section  of  Lyndale  Park  for  the  public  use.  In  no  park  have 
we  a  more  suitable  place  for  athletic  sports,  and  children's 
play  grounds,  and  none  that  will  be  more  accessible.  I  also 
recommend  that  in  this,  and  in  the  parks  generally,  a  small 
area  be  laid  out  for  the  exclusive  use  of  little  children,  where 
piles  of  sand,  swings,  seesaws  and  other  proper  appliances  of 
amusement  and  exercise  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Board. 

Requests  for  permission  to  keep  private  row-boats  on  Lake 
Harriet  are  constantly  increasing,  and  I  believe  should  be 
granted.  Next  to  skating,  the  exercise  of  rowing  is  regarded 
as  the  most  exhilarating  and  beneficial  to  health.  We  have  in 
our  beautiful  lakes  the  means  for  giving  our  citizens  unequalled 
facilities  for  enjoying  this  healthful  and  delightful  recreation. 
I  have  always  contended  that  the  area  of  water  in  our  lake 
parks  was,  in  connection  with  the  land  surrounding,  more  val- 
uable than  the  same  land  without  water.  I  recommend  that 
docks  be  located  at  several  points  on  each  of  the  lakes  for  the 
use  of  owners  of  private  boats;  that  permits  be  granted  under 
proper  conditions  to  be  imposed  by  the  Board,  and  that  land- 
ings be  not  allowed  at  other  points.  It  has  been  said  that  if 
this  is  is  done  the  revenues  from  boat  rental  will  be  reduced.  I 
do  not  agree  with  those  who  hold  these  views,  but  if  they 
should  prove  to  be  correct,  the  people,  who  are  the  owners  of 
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the  parks,  will  be  the  beneficiaries,  and  the  more  privileges 
they  are  permitted  to  enjoy,  the  more  popular  will  the  parks 
become,  and  the  more  cheerfully  will  they  furnish  the  means 
for  their  maintenance. 

Few  cities  are  able  to  provide  so  great  a  variety  of  winter 
sports  as  this,  and  this  Board  should  encourage  the  use  of  the 
lakes  in  the  parks  for  skating  and  other  innocent  sports.  The 
sight  of  the  children  leaving  the  schools  and  hurrying  to  the 
skating  ponds  after  several  hours  confinement  in  rooms  in 
which  the  air  has  necessarily  become  vitiated,  and  of  their 
happy  faces  when  enjoying  the  exhilarating  exercise  on  the 
ice,  is  one  that  should  stimulate  our  citizens  to  liberal  appro- 
priations for  the  maintenance  of  the  parks.

powerless  to  prevent  nuisances,  and  to  keep  out  objection- 
able neighbors. 

The  canal  between  Lake  of  the  Isles  and  Calhoun  should  be 
enlarged  to  admit  of  the  passage  of  boats. 

A  larger  number  of  our  citizens  visit  the  lake  parks  than  any 
of  the  others,  and  few  strangers  visit  our  city  who  do  not  drive 
over  the  parkways  leading  to  them.  These  drives  have  many 
attractions,  but  there  are  several  points  on  them  which  demand 
the  earliest  attention,  not  only  to  remove  objectionable  features, 
but  to  obviate  actual  danger. 

The  road  at  the  south  end  of  the  Lake  of  the  Isles  should  be 
constructed  under  the  railroad  as  soon  as  means  can  be  pro- 
vided, and  the  drive  laid  out  and  finished  across  to  the  meadow, 
a  triangular  piece  of  land  at  the  corner  of  Lake  street  secured, 
so  that  the  driveway  may  be  widened  at  that  point.  There  will 
be  no  better  time  to  secure  this  land  than  now. 


A  larger  number  of  trees  were  planted  on  the  streets  the  past 
season  than  ever  before  in  one  year,  showing  that  our  citizens 
appreciate  the  advantages  of  having  this  work  done  by  the 
Board.  We  have  yet,  however,  a  large  number  of  treeless 
streets,  which  I  hope  you  will  be  called  upon  to  plant  the  com- 
ing spring.  A  distinguished  arboriculturist  recently  said  that 
Flushing,  N.  Y.,  was  the  best  planted  city  in  America.  I  be- 
lieve in  a  few  years  we  will  claim  that  honor  for  Minneapolis. 


TREES  IN  THE  STREETS. 
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A  large  number  of  trees  and  shrubs  have  been  planted  at 
Minnehaha  Park,  along  Minnehaha  Parkway  and  on  the  banks 
of  Lake  Calhoun,  which  will  add  very  much  to  their  attrac- 
tions. The  planting  of  trees  and  shrubbery  is  very  inexpens- 
ive, and  should  be  pushed  as  rapidly  as  possible.  There  is  yet 
much  to  be  done  in  this  direction.  I  recommend  that  this 
Board  plant  trees  on  all  of  the  school  house  grounds;  no  money 
can  be  better  expended. 

Forty-five  arrests  were  made  the  past  season  for  hitching 
horses  to  trees,  all  of  them  by  one  officer  in  the  service  of  this 
Board,  and  not  one  by  the  regular  city  police  force.  I  sincerely 
regret  that  the  city  authorities  cannot  be  induced  to  protect  the 
property  which  is  so  dear  to  every  owner,  and  adds  so  much  to 
the  value,  attractions  and  comfort  of  our  city.  A  policeman 
arrests  a  thief  for  stealing  an  article  of  the  smallest  value,  but 
passes  by  the  vandal  who  destroys  a  tree  worth  a  hundred 
dollars. 

COMPARISONS. 

It  is  only  by  comparing  your  work  with  that  of  other  cities 
that  our  citizens  can  know  whether  the  money  entrusted  to 
your  care  is  extravagantly  or  economically  expended,  and  I 
take  the  liberty  of  making  a  few  comparisons  which  prove  that 
you  have  secured  a  greater  area  of  parks  for  a  much  smaller 
amount  of  money  than  has  been  accomplished  by  any  other  city 
in  the  country.  This  is  owing  to  the  generosity  and  public  spirit 
of  so  many  of  our  citizens  who  have  donated  lands. 

A  large  number  of  acres  in  our  parks  have  been  reclaimed 
from  lands  almost  worthless  for  other  purposes,  and  their  im- 
provement has  added  much  to  values  of  adjacent  property 

As  the  city  of  Boston  has  the  most  elaborate  system  of  parks 
and  parkways  of  any  with  which  I  am  familiar,  and  one  that  in 
many  respects  is  much  like  our  own,  I  shall  first  take  the  report 
of  its  Park  Commissioners  to  make  comparisons  with  the  work 
of  this  Board

"The  Parkway,"  including  Marine  flats  and  Jamaica  pond, 
contains  560  acres.  It  is  one-half  mile  longer  than  Minnehaha 
Parkway  and  cost:

Total  cost   $3,725,090.59 


The  Minnehaha  Parkway  contains  two  thirds  as  much  land, 
is  more  beautiful  in  its  natural  state  than  the  Boston  Parkway 
will  be  when  finished,  and  has  cost  the  city  nothing.  The 
special  assessments  on  property  benefitted  and  the  donations 
of  land,  will  cover  the  entire  cost  of  lands  and  improvements. 
The  total  amount  expended  for  improvements  to  date  is, 
$33,703.00. 

The  following  comparative  statement  of  the  area,  cost  and 
maintenance  of  parks  and  parkways  of  Minneapolis  with  other 
cities  is  evidence  of  the  liberality  of  our  citizens,  the  wise  and 
economical  administration  of  this  Board,  and  the  efficiency  of 
its  superintendent.

Of  the  amount  paid  for  land  and  improvement  of  the  Minne- 
apolis parks  but  $1,238,763.00  was  paid  out  of  the  general  fund, 
the  remainder  by  citizens  who  donated  the  land  and  are  paying 
for  it  in  installments  of  10  per  cent,  each  year  for  ten  years. 
980.18  acres  were  acquired  by  gift;  420.02  acres  by  certificates, 
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which  are  being  paid  by  special  assessments  for  benefits,  and 
260.43  acres  were  paid  for  in  cash  and  bonds. 

Each  year  our  park  area  has  increased,  and  it  grows  more 
and  more  difficult  for  the  Board,  with  the  small  sum  at  its  dis- 
posal, to  comply  with  the  demands  made  upon  it  for  improve- 
ments; a  sum  smaller  than  is  supplied  by  any  other  city  having 
the  same  area  of  parks  to  care  for.  But  our  city  is  young,  and 
it  is  better  to  use  a  large  percentage  of  our  resources  in  seem- 
ing the  necessary  land  to  complete  our  system  of  parks,  leav- 
ing improvements  to  the  future,  than  to  over-burden  the  tax- 
payers now. 

Boston,  with  her  population  of  750,000,  and  her  twelve  hun- 
dred millions  assessed  valuation,  can  afford  to  spend  six  milions 
of  dollars  in  improving  her  parks.  We  can  enjoy  ours,  with  a 
small  expenditure  each  year,  as  Nature  has  given  them  to  us, 
until  the  few  years  shall  have  passed  when  Minneapolis  will 
have  become  as  rich  and  as  large  as  Boston.  But  valuable 
lands  have  been  secured  without  cost  to  the  Board,  on  the  sole 
condition  that  certain  improvements  should  be  made  within  a 
specified  time,  which  improvements  are  ultimately  to  be  paid 
for  by  the  special  assessments  on  adjacent  property.  These 
obligations  which  the  Board  assumed  must  be  fulfilled,  and  the 
first  appropriations  made  each  year  should  be  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

THE  SANITARY  AND  MORAL  INFLUENCE  OF  PARKS. 

It  is  conceded  by  all  who  have  given  the  matter  the  thought 
that  public  parks  are  as  essential  to  the  healthy,  physical  and 
moral  development  of  the  residents  of  a  city  as  are  well  venti- 
lated houses.  Within  the  past  twenty-five  years  this  subject 
has  received  much  attention  from  political  economists  and  san- 
itarians, and  the  result  of  their  investigations  is  so  much  more 
valuable  than  any  opinion  of  my  own,  that  I  take  the  liberty  of 
quoting  from  their  published  reports. 

In  a  paper  read  by  Prof.  E.  R.  L.  Gould,  expert  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor,  before  the  American  Statistical  Associa- 
tion, in  1888,  he  says: 

35  C 
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' '  The  rapid  growth  of  cities  is  one  of  the  striking  facts  of 
the  century.  Everywhere  in  civilized  countries  a  rapid  drift 
townwards  has  been  perceptible.  There  are  numerous  causes 
for  this.  American  cities  are  primarily  commercial  and  in- 
dustrial centers — centers  of  trade  naturally  but  created  centers 
of  industry  by  the  policy  of  railroads.  Hence  working  people 
have  nocked  to  them  in  large  numbers.  The  superior  conven- 
iences and  attractions  of  urban  life  have  caused  cities  to  grow 
at  the  expense  of  the  country.  Nor  is  a  reaction  likely  to  set 
in.  On  the  contrary,  they  will  doubtless  continue  to  grow. 
The  contemplation  of  what  large  cities  are  likely  to  become,  in 
course  of  time,  fills  the  mind  with  awe. 

"But  cities  do  not  extend  in  area  proportionately  to  their 
advance  in  numbers.    *    *  * 

"This  fact  has  given  birth  to  a  district  species  of  social 
problems.  How  are  the  masses  to  be  properly  housed,  pro- 
vided with  adequate  out-door  breathing  space  and  furnished 
with  wholesome  facilities  for  recreation?  These  are  questions 
which  demand  the  attention,  not  merely  of  philanthropists  and 
social  reformers,  but  of  all  citizens.    *    *  * 

' '  All  sanitary  authorities  agree  that  the  proper  ventilation 
of  a  city  is  a  determining  factor  in  the  health  of  that  commun- 
ity. Parks,  squares,  boulevards  and  broad  avenues  perform 
this  function.  In  and  along  them  currents  of  air  are  generated 
which  sweep  through  neighboring  streets,  cooling  the  atmos- 
phere and  raising  noxious  effluvia  out  of  harm's  way.    *    *  * 

"Parks  and  squares  are  usefel  for  other  things  than  ventila- 
tion. They  are  sanitariams.  *  *  *  The  '  fresh  air '  funds, 
'free  excursion'  societies,  and  other  temporary  expedients, 
only  emphasize  the  need  of  some  provisions  more  permanent 
in  character  and  in  scope  more  broadly  useful.  Multitudes  of 
young  children  in  our  large  cities  die  every  year,  especially 
during  the  hot  weather,  for  want  of  pure,  fresh  air. 

1 '  The  park  is  a  priceless  boon  to  the  weak  and  invalid  of  all 
classes,  but  particularly  to  the  poor.  To  be  able  to  go  from 
cramped  and  close  atmospheres  to  regions  of  sunlight  and 
verdure,  is  an  indescribable  pleasure;  it  brings  back  hope,  as 
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well  as  health,  to  multitudes.  Thousands  who  can  never  spend 
the  time  or  means  to  take  a  vacation  may  recuperate  waning 
energies  by  physical  exercise  or  quiet  rest  in  the  midst  of 
delightful  surroundings.    *    *  * 

1 1  With  us  the  complaint  is  often  heard  that  working  people 
do  not  use  the  larger  parks  to  any  great  extent  except  on  Sun- 
days, and  there  is  reason  for  this.  After  a  hard  day's  work 
they  do  not  feel  disposed  to  go,  as  they  usually  must,  a  long 
distance  to  reach  one."  This  is  not  true  of  Minneapolis.  The 
parks  are  so  well  distributed  and  so  accessible  that  they  are  the 
resort  of  the  working  classes  during  the  summer  months,  es- 
pecially of  women  and  children.  It  is  no  uncommon  thing  to 
see  family  groups  of  mother  and  children  spending  the  day  in 
the  parks,  while  the  father  is  at  his  daily  work,  nor  to  see 
whole  families  enjoying  the  evenings  in  them.  But  we  must 
provide  means  for  both  physical  and  mental  exercise  for  winter 
and  summer,  and  Prof.  Gould's  advice  is  thus  worthy  of  atten- 
tion. He  says:  "During  the  summer  months  concerts  should 
be  given  as  often  as  every  other  week-day  evening  in  every 
one  of  the  large  and  moderately  sized  open  spaces. 

"Several  of  our  cities  are  already  doing  something  to  pro- 
vide free  music  for  the  summer  months.  But  nowhere  is 
enough  being  done.  The  time  will  come,  however,  when  peo- 
ple will  more  generally  understand  that  the  best  way  to  keep 
toilers  of  our  cities  from  saloons  and  abodes  of  vice,  is  to  give 
them  better  and  more  wholesome  recreation.  There  is  every- 
thing in  the  surroundings  of  city  working  classes  to  drag  down, 
but  little  to  uplift.  The  moral  influence  of  parks,  especially 
with  provisions  for  recreation  as  outlined,  would  be  very 
great. 

' '  Open  spaces  afford  opportunities  for  purely  physical  recre- 
ation. In  this  respect  they  are  most  valuable.  Urban  life 
promotes  physical  degeneration.  Sanitary  authorities  now  tell 
us  there  is  practically  no  third  generation  in  the  average  New 
York  tenement.  Whatever  operates  to  counteract  the  down- 
ward tendency  and  to  develop  the  physical  stamina  of  the 
young,  is  of  great  importance.    Some  part  of  every  park  or 
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square  should  be  devoted  to  play  grounds.  The  smaller  chil- 
dren should  be  provided  for  as  well  as  the  youth.  Places 
ought  to  be  reserved  for  mud- pie  construction  as  well  as  for 
base  ball,  foot  ball,  tennis  and  other  out  door  sports.  Liberal 
provision  in  open  spaces  for  physical  recreation  in  its  various 
forms  would  confer  salutary  benefits  on  young  and  old  alike." 
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"Among  the  means  to  a  higher  civilization,"  wrote  the  late 
Prof.  Jevons,  "I  unhesitatingly  declare  that  the  deliberate 
cultivation  of  public  amusement  is  a  principal  one.  Large 
cities  should  build  pavilions  for  winter  use,  in  one  or  more  of 
the  principal  parks,  and  maintain  all  the  year  round  orchestras 
and  bands  of  music,  and  other  light  attractions,  to  provide  en- 
tertainments wholly  free  to  the  public  or  at  a  merely  nominal 
rate  of  admission." 

The  testimony  of  an  eminent  physician  is  that:  "Foul  air 
prompts  to  vice  and  oxygen  to  virtue  as  surely  as  the  sunlight 
paints  the  flowers  of  our  garden.  The  tired  workman  who, 
after  the  day's  labor  need  repose  and  relaxation,  would,  if  he 
could,  get  into  the  fresh  air  of  the  country.  If  there  was  an 
attractive  park  convenient  he  would  seek  it  as  instinctively  as 
the  plant  stretches  towards  the  light.  The  varied  opportun- 
ities of  the  park  would  educate  him  and  his  family  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  open  air  pleasures." 

Lord  Hobhouse,  in  urging  the  necessity  of  more  air  for  Lon- 
doners, enumerates  certain  general  advantages  accruing  from 
open  spaces: 

"They  are  a  constant  source  of  health  and  innocent  enjoy- 
ment to  all  within  their  reach. 

"  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  any  lapse  of  time  or  change  of  cir- 
cumstances which  will  take  away  their  value. 

"They  are  available,  if  properly  placed,  to  the  poorest 
classes 

"They  are  a  kind  of  charity  which  cannot  demoralize  and 
cannot  be  abused  or  jobbed." 

Prof.  Ely,  in  the  North  American  Review,  dealing  with  the 
causes  of  pauperism,  says  that  we  are  getting  more  and  more 
to  value  preventive  measures.  Among  preventive  measures 
he  speaks  of  play-grounds:  "A  play-ground  is  to  boys  and 
girls,  simply  a  chance  to  grow.  A  city  without  play-grounds 
keeps  its  growing  children  in  straight-jackets.  Some  become 
physically  and  morally  deformed  by  the  treatment;  all  are  de- 
prived of  a  fair  chance." 
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The  late  M.  Alphand  made  Paris  the  most  beautiful  city 
the  world  by  changing  stone  quarries  and  waste  places  into 
parks,  and  narrow,  filthy  streets  into  broad  boulevards,  which 
so  improved  the  health  of  the  city  that  the  average  length  of 
life  was  greatly  increased,  and  the  morals  of  the  people  greatly 
improved.  He  was  followed  to  his  grave  by  thousands  of  the 
working  people,  who  affectionately  called  him  ' '  The  King  of 
Paris." 

A  committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Emergency  and  Hygiene 
Association  has  for  three  years  taken  charge  of  the  Women's 
Gymnasium  and  Children's  Play-ground  in  Boston.  These 
ladies  say  in  their  report: 

"The  total  attendance  from  June  to  November  was  144,539, 
and  the  largest  monthly  attendance  in  July  46,697. 

"All  classes  were  greatly  delighted  with  their  foot  ball 
games,  which  were  allowed  this  summer  under  the  direction  of 
the  superintendent. 

"The  sand-heaps  have  been  crowded  every  day  from  morn- 
ing to  night,  and  are  a  perpetual  enjoyment  to  little  children. 

' '  At  least  two  hundred  working  girls  a  week,  from  eighteen 
to  twenty-five  years  of  age,  have  practiced  in  the  gymnasium, 
and  to  none  has  the  exercise  been  of  greater  benefit  than  to 
them. 

"Instruction  has  been  given  to  forty-three  classes  of  chil- 
dren." 

This  great  school  for  physical  and  moral  improvement  is 
being  conducted  on  a  piece  of  ground  no  larger  than  Franklin 
Steele  Square,  at  a  cost  of  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  a 
year.    *    *  * 

' '  The  nationality  of  those  coming  to  the  gymnasium  and 
play-ground  has  been  varied. 

' '  The  committee  feel  that  the  work  has  been  an  unqualified 
success,  and  certainly  it  has  been  the  happiest  work  we  ever 
did.  The  influence  on  the  children  has  been  for  steady  good. 
Mothers  have  brought  their  sewing  while  the  children  played 
beside  them  on  the  grass. " 

A  volume  could  be  filled  with  evidence  of  the  highest  author- 
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ity  on  the  sanitary  and  moral  influence  for  good,  of  parks  and 
open  spaces  in  cities.  Reports  from  London,  Paris,  Berlin, 
Vienna  and  other  European  cities,  from  New  York,  Boston, 
Chicago,  Buffalo,  Detroit  and  other  cities  in  our  own  country, 
furnish  conclusive  proof  of  the  necessity  for  such  breathing 
places. 

PARKS  AS  PECUNIARY  INVESTMENTS. 

There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  effect  of  park  improvements  on 
the  value  of  real  estate.  It  has  been  felt  in  Minneapolis,  not- 
withstanding the  great  depression  which  has  existed  in  the 
real  estate  market  the  past  few  years.  We  have  the  experi- 
ence of  other  cities  to  prove  that  investments  in  parks  have 
been  pecuniarily,  immensely  profitable.  The  business  men  of 
New  York  say  the  money  expended  in  Central  Park,  which 
cost  over  $20,000,000,  was  a  most  profitable  investment.  An 
article  in  a  recent  number  of  the  New  England  Magazine  on 
the  town  of  Brookline,  Mass.,  a  town  of  13,000  inhabitants, 
with  an  assessed  valuation  of  $53,000,000,  contains  some  inter- 
esting statements  on  this  subject.  The  street  referred  to  in 
the  article  begins  in  Boston  and  passes  through  the  town  a 
distance  of  about  two  miles.  From  this  article  I  make  the  fol- 
lowing quotation:  "Recurring  now  to  an  illustration  of  mun- 
icipal development  on  broad  lines  as  a  remunerative  investment 
for  the  town,  the  Beacon  parkway  will  be  cited.  Beacon  street 
was  widened  into  a  parkway  from  160  to  180  feet  in  width,  the 
entire  cost  being  $615,000,  of  which  the  town  paid  $465,000. 
This  was  done  regardless  of  what  Boston  might  do  at  either 
end.  The  town  did  compel  the  city  to  follow  its  lead.  In  six 
years  the  increase  in  assessed  values  of  land  on  each  side  of 
Beacon  parkway  throughout  its  entire  length  in  Brookline,  for 
an  approximate  distance  of  only  500  feet  from  the  side  line  on 
both  sides  of  the  street,  is  $4,330,400,  with  no  allowance  for  any 
increase  in  personal  estate  incident  thereto.  The  Beacon  park- 
way is  therefore  paying  for  itself  long  before  its  most  zealous 
advocates  of  that  measure  supposed  it  would,  and  is  a  striking 
proof  that  well  considered  plans  for  large  public  improvements 
of  this  kind  are  profitable  ventures." 
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The  Park  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  in  their  last 
report,  say:  "Formerly  the  far  away,  outlying  parks,  Forest, 
O'Fallon  and  Carondelet,  were  rarely  visited  by  the  greater 
part  of  our  people.  Of  late  the  surrounding  country  is  being 
built  up  with  fine  costly  residences,  their  owners  being  at- 
tracted to  the  neighborhood  of  the  parks,  where  they  and  their 
families  can  better  enjoy  life,  free  from  the  street  noises  and 
the  smoke  and  dust  of  a  large  city." 

As  the  years  pass  by  and  the  city  increases  its  population, 
the  work  of  this  Board  will  be  more  and  more  appreciated,  and 
the  memory  of  the  men  who  gave  their  time  and  best  thought 
to  securing  to  future  generations  the  means  of  enjoying  the 
pleasures  and  refining  influences  of  Nature's  best  gifts,  will  be 
held  in  grateful  remembrance. 

Looking  backward  thirty  years,  I  see  the  first  public  meeting 
I  attended  in  Minneapolis  with  its  excited  contending  factions. 
It  was  a  4 '  town  meeting  "  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  question  of  purchasing  twenty  acres,  near  what  is  now 
Grant  street,  for  a  public  park.  The  opposition  ridiculed  the 
idea  that  the  city  would  extend  over  the  prairies  beyond  10th 
street,  and  argued  that  the  town  was  all  park.  The  friends  of 
the  measure  contended  that  the  town  would  grow  into  a  large 
city,  and  that  one  of  its  requirements  would  be  parks  and 
drives. 

But  few  of  the  participants  in  that  meeting  are  now  with  us. 
I  can  think  of  but  four  who  advocated  the  park,  William  S. 
King,  Dorilus  Morrison,  Geo.  A.  Brackett  and  myself,  and  two 
who  opposed  it,  whom  I  will  not  name.  Neither  have  changed 
their  views  regarding  the  future  of  the  city,  or  the  necessity 
for  parks.  The  advocates  for  the  parks  were  defeated,  but  the 
seed  sown  at  that  meeting  has  grown  beyond  their  highest 
expectation,  and  they  are  enjoying  the  harvest.  I  feel  that  I 
can  retire  from  active  work  with  feelings  of  gratitude  and 
thanksgiving. 

I  herewith  present  a  list  of  names  of  citizens  who  donated 
lands  for  public  parks,  and  request  that  it  be  published  in  the 
annual  report. 
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I  refer  you  to  the  Secretary's  report  for  a  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Board  for  the  current  year. 

Gentlemen,  it  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  have  to  announce 
to  you  my  intention  of  severing  my  connection  with  this  Board. 
Circumstances  have  placed  me  in  a  position  in  which  my  action 
as  a  park  commissioner  might  be  construed  as  favoring  my 
personal  interests.  Words  cannot  express  how  keenly  I  feel 
the  necessity  for  this  action,  which  takes  me  away  from  the 
work  in  which  I  take  so  much  pride  and  pleasure.  But  I  shall 
not  lose  my  interest  in  your  work,  and  I  shall  watch  its  devel- 
opment with  as  much  pride  as  if  I  were  one  of  the  workers. 

I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  thanks  for  the  kindness  and 
courtesies  you  have  ever  extended  to  me,  and  the  assurance 
that  T  shall  always  take  the  warmest  interest  in  your  personal 
welfare  as  well  as  in  your  public  work.
